1982, and Ido hereby designate the following subjects and matters, which I as 
Governor deemed necessary to be considered and acted upon by said Legisla- 
ture in extraordinary session assembled: 


1. Legislation to apportion the members of the Alabama State Senate 
and the Alabama House of Representatives among districts, which districts, 
when formed, shall be as nearly equal to each other in number of inhabitants 
as may be reasonably possible. 


2. Legislation to revise, reform, and amend certain provisions of the 
Code of Alabama relating to criminal law, criminal procedure, and laws 
relating to confinement in prison and mental health facilities. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand as Governor of 
the State of Alabama and caused this proclamation to be attested by the 
Secretary of State, at the capitol, in the City of Montgomery, on this 21st day 
of May, 1982.

(b) In the event of the death or resignation of any member appointed 
from the Senate or the House of Representatives his successor shall be 
appointed from the same body and such successor appointed to the vacancy 
shall serve for the unexpired term remaining of the member he was ap- 
pointed to succeed. The original members shall serve until the end of their 
elected terms. Each subsequent appointment shall be for the full four-year 
legislative term. A chairman and vice chairman shall be elected from among 
its members. The Committee shall hold an organizational meeting at the 
state capitol within ten (10) days after the effective date of this act. Thereaf- 
ter the Committee shall meet, from time to time, at the call of the chairman, 
vice chairman, or upon the request of five or more members, with notice and 
procedure as prescribed by the rules of the Committee; 


(c) The Committee shall adopt its own rules of procedure and transac- 
tion of business, except as otherwise herein provided.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend sections 22-21-260 through 22-21-277 relating to control and 
regulation of development of certain health care facilities. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature. 
Section 1. Definitions. 


As used in this article, the following words and terms, and the plurals 
thereof, shall have the meanings ascribed to them in this section, unless 
otherwise required by their respective context: 


(1) STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. The statutory agency of the state 
of Alabama 0 ee in the field of general health matters and performing 
the duties and exercising the powers as set forth in the statutory provisions 
relating thereto. In addition to its other duties and responsibilities in the 
field of general health matters, the state board of health, or other agency 
selected by the governor is the “state health planning and development 
agency” pursuant to chapter 4 of this title. Where used in this article, the 
terms “state board of health,” “state agency” and “state health planning and 
peveopment agency” shall be synonymous and may be used interchange- 
ably. 


(1) STATE HEALTH PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT AGENCY 
(SHPDA). An agency of the State of Alabama which is designated by the 
Governor as the sole state health planning and development agency, which 
shall consist of three consumers, three providers and three representatives of 
the Governor who all shall serve staggered terms and all be appointed by the 
Governor. Where used in this act, the terms, “state agency,” and “SHPDA”, 
shall be synonymous and may be used ni tcheneet ny, 


(2) STATEWIDE HEALTH COORDINATING COUNCIL. A council 
established pursuant to the provisions of Title XV, section 1524, of the Public 
Health Service Act (42 USC 200m 3) and sections 22-4-7 and 224-8 of this 
Code to advise the state health planning and development agency on matters 
relating to health planning and resource development and to perform such 
other functions as may be delegated to it. by appropriate state and federal 
statutes. 


(83) HEALTH SYSTEMS AGENCY. An entity which is organized and 
operated under the provisions of Title X V of the Public Health Service Act (42 
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USC 3001 et seq.) and is responsible for the health planning and development 
in a health service area designated by the governor. 


(3) (4) HEALTH SERVICE AREA. A geographical area designated by 
the governor, pursuant to Title XV of the Public Health Service Act, as being 
appropriate for effective planning and development of health services. 


(4) (5) STATE HEALTH PLAN. A comprehensive plan which is pre- 
pared, reviewed and revised at least annually by the statewide health coor- 
dinating council, with the assistance of the state health planning and devel- 
opment agency, and approved by the state board of health SHPDA and the 
statewide health coordinating council. The state health plan shall include: 


a. The health systems plans developed by the health systems agencies 
and revised as necessary for appropriate coordination, or to deal more effec- 
tively with statewide health needs and priorities; 


b. The state medical facilities plan; and 
c. The state manpower plan. 


The state health plan shall provide for the development of health pro- 
grams and resources to assure that quality health services will be available 
and accessible in a manner which assures continuity of care, at reasonable 
costs, for all residents of the state. 


(6) STATE MEDICAL FACILITIES PLAN. A plan prepared by the 
state health planning and development agency and approved by the 
statewide health coordinating council as consistent with the state health 
plan, which shall include consideration of the medical facilities plans of the 
health systems agencies and which shall establish an integrated and interre- 
lated system of health care facilities which shall promote the provision of 
readily accessible health care facilities in all parts of the state. 


(5) (7) HEALTH CARE FACILITY. Such term shall include: General 
and specialized hospitals, including tuberculosis, psychiatric, long-term care 
and other types of hospitals, and related facilities such as laboratories, 
outpatient clinics and central service facilities operated in connection with 
hospitals; skilled nursing facilities; intermediate care facilities; rehabilita- 
tion centers; public health centers; facilities for surgical treatment of pa- 
tients not requiring hospitalization; kidney disease treatment centers, in- 
cluding free-standing hemodialysis units; community mental health centers 
and related facilities; facilities for the developmentally disabled; home 
health agencies; and health maintenance organizations. The term “health 
care facility” shall not include the offices of private physicians or dentists, 
whether for individual or group practice and regardless of ownership, or 
Christian Science sanatoriums operated or listed and certified by the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, Boston, Massachusetts. 


(6) (8) HEALTH SERVICES. Clinically related (i.e., diagnostic, cura- 
tive or rehabilitative) services, including alcohol, drug abuse and mental 
health services customarily furnished on either an inpatient or outpatient 
basis by health care facilities, but not including the lawful practice of any 
profession or vocation conducted independently of a health care facility and 
in accordance with applicable licensing laws of this state. 


(7) (9) CAPITAL EXPENDITURE. An expenditure, including a force 
account expenditure (i.e., an expenditure for a construction project under- 
taken by the facility as its own contractor), which, under generally accepted 
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accounting principles, is not properly chargeable as an expense of operation 
and maintenance and which 


a. Exceeds $100,000. or the most recent inacted threshold set forth by 
federal legislation or regulation. 


b. Changes the bed capacity of the facility with respect to which such 
expenditure is made; or 


c. Substantially changes the health services of the facility with respect 
to which such expenditure is made. 


(8) (10) PERSON. Any person, firm, partnership, association, joint 
venture or corporation, the state of Alabama and its political subdivisions or 
parts thereof and any agencies or instrumentalities and any combination of 
persons herein specified, but “person” shal] not include the United States or 
any agency or instrumentality thereof, except in the case of voluntary sub- 
mission to the regulation established by this article. 


(9) (11) APPLICANT. Any person, as defined in this section, who files 
an application for a certificate of need. 


(10) (12) ACQUISITION. Such term shall mean and include obtaining 
the legal equitable title to a freehold or leasehold estate or otherwise obtain- 
ing the substantial benefit of such titles or estates, whether by purchase, 
lease, loan or sufferance, gift, devise, legacy, settlement of a trust or means 
whatever, and shall include any act of acquisition. The term “acquisition” 
shall not mean or include any conveyance, or creation of any lien or security 
interest by mortgage, deed of trust, security agreement or similar financing 
instrument, nor shall it mean or include any transfer of title or rights as a 
result of the foreclosure, or conveyance or transfer in lieu of the foreclosure, of 
any such mortgage, deed of trust, security agreement or similar financing 
instrument nor shall it mean or include any gift, devise, legacy, settlement of 
trust, or other transfer of the legal or equitable title of an interest specified 
hereinabove by a natural person to any member of such person’s immediate 
family. For the purposes of this section “immediate family” shall mean the 
spouse of the grantor or transferor and any other person related to the 
grantor or transferor to the 4th degree of kindred as such degress are com- 
puted according to law. 


(11) (18) CONSTRUCTION. Such term shall mean and include actual 
commencement, with bona fide intention of completing the same, or comple- 
tion of the construction, erection, remodeling, relocation, excavation or fabri- 
cation of any real property constituting a facility under this article, and the 
term “construct” shall mean and include any act of construction. “Ground 
breaking ceremony,” “receipt of bids,” “receipt of quotation” or similar action 
that will permit unilateral termination without penalty shall not be consid- 
ered “construction.” 


(12) (14) FIRM COMMITMENT OR OBLIGATION. Such terms shall 


mean and include: 


a. Any executed, enforceane, unconditional written agreement or con- 
tract not subject to unilateral cancellation for the acquisition or construction 
of a health care facility or purchase of equipment therefor; 


b. Actual construction of facilities peculiarly adapted to the furnishing 
of one or more particular services and with the bona fide intention of furnish- 
ing such service or services; and 
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c. Any executed, unconditional written agreement not subject to un- 
ilateral cancellation for the bona fide purpose of furnishing one or more 
services. 


(13) (15) INSTITUTIONAL HEALTH SERVICES. Health services 
provided in or through health care facilities or health maintenance organiza- 
tions, including the entities in or through which such services are provided. 


(14) (16) MODERNIZATION. The alteration, repair, remodeling, re- 
placement and renovation of existing buildings including initial equipment 
thereof and the replacement of equipment of existing buildings. 


(15) (17) TO OFFER. Such term, when used in connection with health 
services, means that the health care facility or health maintenance organiza- 
tion holds itself out as capable of providing or as having the means for the 
provision of, specified health services. 


Section 2. LEGISLATIVE FINDINGS: PURPOSE OF ARTICLE. 


The legislature of the state of Alabama declares that it is the public 
policy of the state of Alabama that a certificate of need program be adminis- 
tered in the state to assure that only those health care services and facilities 
found to be in the public interest shall be offered or developed in the state. It is 
the purpose of the legislature in enacting this article to prevent the construc- 
tion of unnecessary and inappropriate health care facilities through a system 
of mandatory reviews of new institutional health services, as the same are 
defined in this article. 


Section 3. 22-21-262. Repealed by Acts 1979, No. 79-577, p. 1033, § 5, 
effective July 30, 1979. 


Section 4. NEW INSTITUTIONAL HEALTH SERVICES SUBJECT 
TO REVIEW. 


(a) All new institutional health services which are subject to this arti- 
cle and which are proposed to be offered or developed within the state shall be 
subject to review under this article. For the purposes of this article, “new 
institutional health services” shall include: 


(1) The construction, development, acquisition through lease or pur- 
chase or other establishment of a new health care facility or health mainte- 
nance organization; or 


(2) Any expenditure by or on behalf of a health care facility or health 
maintenance organization in excess of $100,000.00 that amount stated as the 
most recent inacted threshold set forth by federal legislation or regulation 
which, under generally accepted accounting principles consistently applied, 
is a capital expenditure; or 


(8) A change in the existing bed capacity of a health care facility or 
health maintenance organization through the addition, or conversion of one 
or more beds, or the relocation of one or more beds from one physical facility to 
another; or 


(4) Health services which are offered in or through a health care facil- 

ity or health maintenance organization, and which were not offered on a 

regular basis in or through such health care facility or health maintenance 

eae ean within the 12 month period prior to the time such services would 
e offered. 


(b) The four conditions of “new institutional health services” listed in 
this section shall be mutually exclusive. 
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Section5. The state board of health SHPDA, pursuant to the provisions 
of section 22-21-274, shall prescribe by rules and regulations the criteria and 
clarifying definitions for reviews covered by this article. These criteria shall 
include at least the following: 


(1) Determination that the proposed new institutional health service 
or facility is consistent with one or more of the appropriate state health 
facility and services plans effective at the time the application was received 
by the state agency, which shall include the latest approved revisions of the 
following plans: 


a. Alabama state health plan. 


b. Alabama medical facilities plan (a component of the Alabama state 
health plan). 


b. e. Alabama state plan for services to the mentally ill. 
c.d. Alabama state plan for rehabilitation facilities. 
d.e. Alabama developmental disabilities plan. 

e. f. Alabama state alcoholism plan. 


f. g. Such other state plans as may from time to time be required by 
state or federal statute. 


(2) The relationship of services reviewed to the long-range develop- 
ment plan (if any) of the person providing or proposing such services. 


(3) The availability of alternative, less costly or more effective methods 
of providing such services. 


(4) Determination of a substantially unmet public requirement for the 
proposed health care facility, service or capital expenditure that is consistent 
with orderly planning within the state and the community for furnishing 
comprehensive health care, such determination to be established on the 
merits of the proposal after given appropriate consideration to: 


a. Financial feasibility of the proposed change in service of facility; 


b. Specific data supporting the demonstration of need for the proposed 
change in facility or service shall be reasonable, relevant and appropriate; 


c. Evidence of evaluation and consistency of the proposed change in 
facility or service with the facility’s and the community’s overall health and 
health-related plans; 


d. Evidence of consistency of the proposal with the need to meet nonpa- 
tient care objectives of the facility such as teaching and research; 


e. Evidence of review of the proposed facility, service or capital expen- 
diture by the local health systems agency, and when appropriate and re- 
quested by other state agencies; 


f. Evidence of the locational appropriateness of the proposed facility or 
service such as transportation accessibility, manpower availability, local 
zoning, environmental! health, etc.; 


g. Reasonable potential of the facility to meet licensure standards. 


(5) Determination that the person applying is an appropriate applicant, or 
the most appropriate applicant in the event of duplicative applications, 
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for providing the proposed health care facility or service, such determination 
to be established from the evidence as to the ability of the person, directly or 
indirectly, to render adequate service to the public, including affirmative 
evidence as to the following: 


a. Professional capability of the facility proposing the capital expendi- 
ture; 


b. Management capability of the facility proposing the capital expendi- 
ture; 


c. Adequate manpower to enable the facility to offer the proposed 
service; 


d. Evidence of the existence of the applicant’s long-range planning 
program and an ongoing planning process; 


e. Evidence of existing and ongoing monitoring of utilization and the 
fulfilling of unmet or undermet health needs in the case of expansion; 


f. Evidence of communication with all planning, regulatory, utility 
agencies and organizations that influence the facility’s destiny. 


(6) Consideration of the special needs and circumstances of those en- 
tities which provide a substantial portion of their services or resources, or 
both, to individuals not residing in the health service area in which the 
entities are located or in adjacent health service areas. 


(7) The special needs and circumstances of health maintenance organi- 
zations. 


(8) In case of a construction project, consideration shall be given to: 


a. The costs and methods of the proposed construction including the 
costs and methods of energy provision, and 


b. The probable impact of the construction project reviewed on the costs 
of providing health services. 


Section 5. CERTIFICATES OF NEED—REQUIRED FOR NEW IN- 
STITUTIONAL HEALTH SERVICE. 


(a) On or after July 30, 1979, no person to which this article applies 
shall acquire, construct or operate a new institutional health service, as 
defined in this article, or furnish or offer, or purport to furnish a new institu- 
tional health service, as defined in this article, or make an arrangement or 
commitment for financing the offering of a new institutional health service, 
unless such person shall first obtain from the state board of health SHPDA a 
certificate of need therefor. 


(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (a) of this section, any 
person who, on July 30, 1979, holds a valid assurance of need issued pursuant 
to section 1122 of the Social Security Act, shall be entitled to be issued a 
certificate of need for the facility or service described on the application for 
the assurance of need. Application for a certificate of need under this subsec- 
tion shall be filed within 90 days after July 30, 1979. Certificates of need 
issued under this subsection shall be subject to section 22-21-270. 


Section 6. SAME—REQUIRED FINDINGS FOR IN-PATIENT 
FACILITIES. 
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No certificate of need for new in-patient facilities or services shall be 
issued unless the state board of health SHPDA makes each of the following 
findings: 


(1) That the proposed facility or service is consistent with the latest 
approved revision of the appropriate state plan effective at the time the 
application was received by the state agency; 


(2) That less costly, more efficient or more appropriate alternatives to 
such in-patient service are not available, and that the development of such 
alternatives has been studied and found not practicable; 


(3) That existing in-patient facilities providing in-patient services 
similar to those proposed are being used in an appropriate and efficient 
manner consistent with community demands for services; 


(4) That in the case of new construction, alternatives to new construc- 
tion (e.g., modernization and sharing arrangement) have been considered 
and have been implemented to the maximum extend practicable; and 


(5) That patients will experience serious problems in obtaining in- 
patient care of the type proposed in the absence of the proposed new service. 


Section 7. SAME—APPLICATION FOR CERTIFICATE OR MOD- 
IFICATION THERETO AND EXTENSIONS THEREOF. 


Any application for a certificate of need under section 22-21-265, for a 
modification thereto or for an extension thereof shall be made in written form 
and shall include such information and supporting data relevant to the 
merits of the application as may be prescribed by the approved rules and 
regulations of the state board of health SHPDA. The application shall be filed 
with the state board of health SHPDA and the local health systems agency 
not less than 90 days prior to the date of the proposed obligation for the 
capital expenditure or the inauguration of the proposed service. 


ft Section 8. SAME—EMERGENCY CERTIFICATE PRIOR TO HEAR- 
G. 


Any person may apply, either independently and without notice under 
section 22-21-267 or as a part of an application filed under section 22-21-267, 
for an emergency certificate of need for the authorization of capital expendi- 
tures made necessary by unforeseen events which endanger the health and 
safety of the patients. Emergency capital expenditures include, but are not 
necessarily limited to, emergency expenditures to maintain quality care, to 
overcome failure of fixed equipment, including hearing and air conditioning 
equipment, elevators, electrical transformers and switch gear, sterilization 
equipment, emergency generators, water supply and other utility connec- 
tions. Applications for emergency certificates of need shall include a descrip- 
tion of the work to be done and/or equipment to be purchased, the cost thereof, 
justification for considering the capital expenditure as being of an emergency 
nature and such other information as the state board of health SHPDA may 
require. Emergency certificates of need issued hereunder shall be subject to 
such special limitations and restrictions as the duration and right of exten- 
sion or renewal as may be prescribed in the rules and regulations adopted by 
the state board of health SHPDA. 


Section 9. SAME—CERTIFICATE OF NEED FOR PLANNING. 


A certificate of need for planning shall be required when the cost of 
planning, predevelopmental and developmental activities, including studies, 
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surveys, designs, feasibility reports, working drawings, specifications and 
other activities essential to the acquisition, improvement, expansion or re- 
placement of the physical plant or equipment with respect to which such 
expenditures are made if the proposed expenditure for such planning, prede- 
velopmental and developmental activities will exceed $100,000.00 
$300,000.00. A certificate of need for planning shall be limited to the plan- 
ning, predevelopmental and developmental activities and shall not include 
approval for actual construction, purchase of equipment and acquisition of 
the proposed facility or service. No tax funds as a result of this planning 
certificate of need can be used for any activities relating to advertising or 
promotion of persuading the public to aid or defeat the acquisition or reloca- 
tion of a medical facility. Issuance of a certificate of need for planning shall 
not be construed as binding upon the state board of health SHPDA for 
issuance of a certificate of need for the proposed new institutional health 
service. 


Section 10. SAME—PERIOD FOR WHICH VALID; EXTENSION OF 
TIME; TERMINATION; NONTRANSFERABLE. 


(a) Acertificate of need issued under subsection (a) of section 22-21-265 
and sections 22-21-268 and 22-21-269 shall be valid for a period not to exceed 
12 months and may be subject to one extension not to exceed six months, 
provided the criteria for extension as set forth in the rules and regulations of 
the state board of health SHPDA are met. Ifno obligation has occurred within 
such period, the certificate of need shall be considered terminated and shall 
be null and void. Should the obligation be incurred within such valid period, 
the certificate of need shall be continued in effect for a period not to exceed 
one year or the completion of the construction project, whichever shall be 
later, or the inauguration of the service or the actual purchase of equipment. 


(b) Failure tocommence the construction project within the time period 
stated in the construction contract or within one year after issuance of the 
certificate of need, or to complete the construction project within the time 
period specified, shall render the certificate of need null and void. However, 
the state board SHPDA may continue the certificate of need in force if it can 
be shown that the construction work has not ceased or otherwise been stopped 
for a period not to exceed two consecutive months during the specified con- 
struction period for causes beyond the control of the applicant. 


(c) Applicants who held valid certificates of need which are terminated 
under this section may file a new application for a certificate pursuant to and 
subject to the provisions of this article. 


(d) Upon completion of the construction and issuance of a certificate of 
completion or the receipt of proof of purchase of equipment, the certificate of 
need shall be continued in force and effect. 


(e) Certificates of need shall not be transferable or assignable, and 
shall be valid solely to the person named thereon. 


Section 11. SAME—APPLICATION FEES; APPROPRIATION OF 
FUNDS; DISPOSITION OF FEES. 


(a) Each application for a certificate of need shall be accompanied by a 
fee of one tenth one half of one percent of the estimated cost of the proposed 
cost of the new institutional health service, or a minimum of of $100.00 and or 
a maximum of $1,000.00 $4,000.00 per application. Fees shall be used for the 
purpose of defraying the lawful operating expense of the certificate of need 
program conducted by the state board of health SHPDA and of the health 
facilities review council. 
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(b) Application fees collected for issuance of a certificate of need for 
planning shall be deducted from the fee required for the certificate of need for 
the actual construction work planned as a result of the certificate of need for 
planning. 


(c) Each application for a certificate of need for an existing health 
facility or service filed under the provisons of subsection (b) of section 22-21- 
265 shall be accompanied by a fee of $50.00. 


(c) (d) There is hereby authorized to be appropriated from the general 
funds of the state of Alabama such amounts as may be necessary from time to 
time to defray the costs of administering this article over and above such fees 
as may be collected under this section. 


(d)(e) Application fees collected under this article shall not be refunda- 
ble. Fees collected under this article are hereby appropriated for the purposes 
stated in this article. 


(e)(f) All fees collected under this article shall be retained in a separate 
fund for the purpose of enforcing and administering this article, and shall be 
disbursed as other funds of the state are disbursed. 


Section 11. SAME CONTRACTS FOR REVIEW AND RECOM- 
MENDATIONS CONCERNING APPLICATIONS. 


The state health planning and development agency shall enter into 
contractual agreements with health system agencies for review and recom- 
mendation of applications for certificates of need. Payment for contractual 
review and recommendation services may be made from funds derived from 
section 22-21-271. 


Section 12. ADOPTION AND PUBLIC NOTICE OF REVIEW PRO- 
CEDURES AND CRITERIA. 


The state board of health SHPDA, with the advice and consultation of 
the statewide health coordinating council, and after considering the recom- 
mendations of the new health systems agencies, shall prescribe by rules and 
regulations the review criteria and review procedures required by this arti- 
cle. Said review criteria and review procedures shall be consistent with the 
provisions of this article and with appropriate federal regulations adopted 
under the authority of PL 93-641. Prior to the adoption of rules and regula- 
tions, the state board of health SHPDA shall give wide publicity to the 
proposed rules and regulations and shal! conduct a public hearing following 
legal notice of not less than 30 days. The public hearing shall be held in the 
city of Montgomery, Alabama. Prior to advertising the public hearing, the 
state board of health SHPDA shall submit the proposed rules and regulations 
to the health systems agencies, the statwide health coordinating council and 
other interested agencies. Future revisions of the rules and regulations shall 
be made as required in this section for the original rules and regulations and 
in accordance with the Administrative Procedures Act. 


Section 13. PROCEDURES FOR REVIEW OF APPLICATIONS FOR 
CERTIFICATES OF NEED. 


The state board of health SHPDA, pursuant to the provisions of section 
22-21-274, shall prescribe by rules and regulations the procedures for review 
of applications for certificates of need and for issuance of certificates of need. 
Rules and regulations governing review procedures shall include, but not 
necessarily be limited to, the following: 
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(1) Agreement with the health systems agencies and other review 
agencies for review procedures consistent with this article and federal regu- 
lations. 


(2) Application procedures and forms of the application necessary to 
elicit and provide all necessary information as required by the review 
criteria. 


(3) Establishment ofa project review period of 90 days from the date the 
state agency determines that the application is complete and notification 
thereof is made to the applicant. The rules and regulations may provide for a 
period of not more than 15 days for determination of the completeness of the 
application, notification of the beginning and termination dates of the project 
review period and criteria for determining by the state agency of an extension 
of the project review period not to exceed 30 days with or without the consent 
of the applicant. An extension of the review period without limitation may be 
made with the written consent of the applicant. All reviews must be com- 
pleted prior to the termination of the review period. If the state agency does 
not make a decision within the period of time specified for state agency 
review, the proposal shall be deemed to have been found not to be needed. 


(4) Provision for a “nonsubstantive” review which shall be a modified 
Feview applicable to proposals for capital expenditures up to $500,000.00 and 
which: 


a. Do not result in a substantial change in a service; or 
b. Propose equipment to up-grade or expand an existing service; or 


c. Increase the bed capacity by not more than 10 percent of the existing 
bed capacity; provided, that such increase in bed capacity is consistent with 
the state medical facilities plan. 


(5) Public notification of receipt of application, review periods, public 
hearings, meetings of the state committee of public health, acting as the state 
board of health, decisions of the state agency, fair hearings if requested and 
final decisions regarding a certificate of need. 


(6) Public hearings on the application for the certificate of need. The 
state board of SHPDA and the health systems agency shall make provisions 
for a public hearing in the course of agency review if requested by one or more 
persons directly affected by the review. These hearings may be held by the 
health systems agency on behalf of itself and the state board of health under 
agreement between the two agencies. However, such joint public hearings 
shall not deprive the applicant of his right to a hearing before the state 
committee of public health. 


(7) Schedule for reviews to include hearings before the review agencies, 
beginning and ending of review periods and time of the review period as 
provided in this section. 


(8) Provision of the applicant to submit such information that he may 
deem advisable in justification of the application over and above the 
minimum information required by this article and the regulations adopted 
hereunder. 


(9) Provisions for periodic reports by the health provider or applicant 
respecting the development of the proposal subject to review and for which a 
certificate of need is issued. 
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(10) Provisions for written findings, as appropriate, which the state 
used as the basis for its decision or any recommendation of the state agency. 
Such findings and recommendations shall be available to the applicant and to 
other interested persons upon request and upon payment of a reasonable fee 
to cover actual costs of reproduction and handling. 


(11) Notification upon request of providers of health services and other 
persons subject to review of findings, recommendations and decisions made 
under this article. 


(12) Provision for a public hearing upon written request and for good 
cause by any person for the reconsideration of a decision by the state board of 
health SHPDA. Request for a public hearing shall be made in writing not 
more than 30 days subsequent to the date of the decision and shall have have 
the effect of holding in abeyance the final decision subject to the outcome of 
the public hearing. 


(13) Provision that no decision of the state board of health SHPDA 
under this article shall be deemed final until 31 days following the date of the 
decision. 


(14) Provisions that any adverse decision of the state board of health of 
any decision of the state board of health is inconsistent with the recom- 
mendations of the health systems agency may be appealed to an agency of the 
state (other than the state board of health SHPDA) designated by the gover- 
nor. The appeal proceedings shall be conducted pursuant to the requirements 
of the state of Alabama, regulations adopted under this article and federal 
regulations. Request for a fair hearing by the health systems agency or 
epprieant shall be made within 30 days of the decision by the state agency and 
shall have the effect of holding in abeyance the decision subject to the 
outcome of the fair hearing. The decision of the appeals agency shall be 
considered the final decision of the state agency; provided, that the applicant 
or the health systems agency may appeal the decision to the circuit court of 
the county in which the applicant resides or of the county in which the 
applicant is situated. 


(15) Preparation and publication, at least annually, of reports by the 
state agency to the review being conducted, decision reached, certificates 
issued and status of proposals. 


(16) Access by the general public to applications reviewed by the state 
board of health SHPDA and to other written material pertinent to the review. 


(17) Provisions for letters of intent in the case of construction projects 
by persons proposing such projects. Letters of intent shall be in such detail as 
the state board of health SHPDA may direct by regulations. Letters of intent 
shall not substitute for the formal application for a certificate of need as 
provided in this article. 


(18) Provision that the review procedure may vary according to the 
purpose for which a particular review is being conducted and/or the nature 
and type of service or expenditure proposed. 


Section 14. INJUNCTIVE RELIEF; ISSUANCE OF LICENSE FOR 
IN-PATIENT BEDS OR FACILITIES IN VIOLATION OF ARTICLE PRO- 
HIBITED; FACILITIES IN VIOLATION OF ARTICLE NOT TO RECEIVE 
REIMBURSEMENT FOR SERVICES. 


(a) Injunctive relief against violations of this article or any reasonable 
rules and regulations of the state board of health SHPDA may be obtained 
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from the circuit court of Montgomery county, Alabama, at the instance of the 
state board of health SHPDA, any holder of a certificate of need that is 
adversely affected in the exercise of privileges thereunder by such violation 
or any member of the public directly and adversely affected by such violation. 
Upon written request by the state board of health SHPDA, it shall be the duty 
of the attorney general of the state of Alabama to furnish such legal services 
as may be appropriate and to prosecute such action for injunctive relief to an 
appropriate conclusion. 


(b) The state board of health SHPDA shall not issue a license to operate 
new in-patient beds or any health care facility constructed or acquired in 
yoann. of this article and without a certificate of need issued pursuant to 
this article. 


(c) Any facility or service provided or constructed in violation of this 
article and without a certificate of need shall not receive reimbursement for 
services rendered by the health care facility or for the service provided by the 
facility which is provided in violation of said article without a certificate of 
need. This provision applies to all reimbursement programs administered by 
the state of Alabama. Recommendations will be made to other reimbursing 
agencies that reimbursement be denied. 


Section 15. ARTICLE CUMULATIVE; CONFLICTING LAWS. 


The provisions of this article are cumulative and, insofar as possible, 
they shall 1 be construed in pari materia with other laws relating to public 
health. Nevertheless, all laws or parts of laws which conflict with this article 
are repealed. 


Section 16. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide in addition to benefits now received, a retirement cost-of- 
living increase to all persons retired under the Teachers’ Retirement System 
and Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama, prior to October 1, 1981, 
provided that no person whose retirement under the Employees’ Retirement 
System is based on 51% or more service as an employee of an employer 
participating under Section 36-27-6, shall be entitled to receive said increase 
unless the employer by which he was employed elects to come under the 
provisions of this Act; provided further that employees in this class whose 
employer was a local board of education or a state supported institution of 
higher education shall be entitled to said increase and the cost associated 
therewith shall be financed from existing funds of the Employees’ Retire- 
ment System and the Teachers’ Retirement System under certain conditions; 
to provide that any person whose eligibility to receive medicaid benefits 
would be impaired by the increase granted herein shall not be entitled to 
receive said increase, to provide that such increase shall not apply to persons 
eee benefits under the Judicial Retirement Fund of Alabama; and to 
provide for the repeal of conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby provided, commencing October 1, 1982, to 
any person retired prior to October 1, 1981, under the Teachers’ Retirement 
System or Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama and who is receiving a 
retirement allowance therefrom, a cost-of-living increase of $1.20 per month 
for each year of creditable service attained by said member; provided any 
person retired under the provisions of Section 36-27-7, or 36-27-7.1, Code of 
Alabama 1975 shall receive an increase of $.60 per month for each year of 
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creditable service attained by said member. In addition to the foregoing 
amount an additional $.80 per month increase may be granted upon the 
occurrence of certain conditions set forth in Section 5 of this Act; provided any 
person retired under the provisions of Section 36-27-7, or 36-27-7.1, Code of 
Alabama 1975 may receive an additional $.40 per month increase upon the 
occurrence of certain conditions pursuant to Section 5 of this Act. Effective 
October 1, 1983, the full increase of $2 per month shall become effective and 
shall be funded pursuant to Section 5 of this Act; provided any person retired 
pursuant to Section 36-27-7, or 36-27-7.1, Code of Alabama 1975 shall receive 
an increase of $1 per month, and said increase shall be funded pursuant to 
Section 5 of this Act. 


Section 2. Any person retired under the Judicial Retirement Fund of 
Alabama as provided for in Title 12, Chapter 18, Code of Alabama 1975, shall 
not be deemed a retiree of the Teachers’ or Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama for purposes of this Act and shall not be entitled to receive the 
cost-of-living increase provided. 


Section 3. (a) There is hereby allocated and expended from the assets 
or appropriations of the Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama $4,088 ,703 
or such amounts as are necessary to fund the provisions of Section 1 of this 
Act exclusive of such amounts funded pursuant to Section 5 of this Act. In 
addition to the foregoing amount, it is the intent of the legislature that the 
sum of $3,290,460, said amount being appropriated in excess of the required 
amount to fund the Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama for the 1981-82 
fiscal year, be used to fund the provisions of this Act. In the event said sum 
shall revert to the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund a like sum is 
hereby appropriated to the Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama for the 
fiscal year beginning October 1, 1982, from said Trust Fund. It is further 
provided that any funds available from the assets or appropriations to the 
Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama in accordance with Section 5 of this 
Act are hereby allocated and expended as may be necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this Act. 


(b) There is hereby allocated an expended from the assets or appropria- 
tions of the Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama to the Employees’ 
Retirement System of Alabama $59,700 for the fiscal year beginning October 
1, 1982, or such amounts as are necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
Act, exclusive of such amounts funded pursuant to Section 5 of this Act, as 
they relate to retired employees of local boards of education and state institu- 
tions of higher education who are retired under the Employees’ Retirement 
System. In addition, it is further provided that any funds available from the 
assets of or the appropriation to the Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama 
in accordance with Section 5 of this Act are hereby allocated and expended to 
the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama as may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this Act. 


(c) 1. There is hereby allocated and expended from the Employees’ 
Retirement System of Alabama $1,754,463 or such amounts as are necessary 
to fund the provisions of Section 1 of this Act, for the fiscal year beginning 
October 1, 1982, exclusive of such amounts funded pursuant to Section 5 of 
this Act. In addition, it is further provided that any funds available from the 
assets of or the appropriations to the Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama in accordance with Section 5 of this Act are hereby allocated and 
expended as may be necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act. 


(c) 2. The board of control of the Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama shall determine annually the amount required to pay the cost of the 
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increased allowances under Section 1 of this Act and shall notify the chief 
fiecal officer of each employer the per centum rates of earnable compensation 
of the members required to be paid to the retirement system. Each employer 
or members of the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama shall pay on 
account of the increases provided in Section 1 of this Act in the same manner 
and from the same source of funds as is provided in Section 36-27-24 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, it being the intent of the legislature that the cost of 
providing the increases in Section 1 of this Act shall be distributed from all 
funds in proportion to the salaries paid therefrom for active members. 


(d) Subsequent expenditures from the Teachers’ and Employees’ Re- 
tirement Systems shall be reduced to only the amount necessary to fund the 
benefit increases herein provided in Section 1 of this Act. 


(e) No person whose retirement under the Teachers’ or Employees’ Re- 
tirement System is based on 51% or more service as an employee of an 
employer participating under Section 36-27-6 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
shall be entitled to the benefits provided in Section 1 of this Act, unless such 
employer elects to come under the provisions of said section. Any employer 
making such election, except local boards of education and state institutions 
or higher education for which funding is provided above herein, must bear 
the cost of cost-of-living increases paid to its former employees pursuant to 
this section. Any employer participating under Section 36-27-6 may elect to 
come under the provisions of this section at the beginning of any future fiscal 
year and said employer shall not be required to pay said cost-of-living in- 
crease retroactively. 


Section 4. Any person who receives benefits under the Medicaid pro- 
gram and whose eligibility for such benefits would be impaired by the cost- 
of-living increase provided in Section 1 of this Act shall not be entitled to 
receive said increase. Any person who shall subsequently apply for benefits 
under the Medicaid program and such person’s eligibility to receive benefits 
is impaired by the cost-of-living increase provided in Section 1 of this Act, 
shall not be entitled to receive said increase subsequent to the date the 
member files application for benefits under the Medicaid program. 


Section 5. It is the intent of the Legislature that the additional cost- 
of-living increase granted to certain retired persons under the provisions of 
this Act be financed, if possible, from existing funds of the Employees’ 
Retirement System and the Teachers’ Retirement System under the follow- 
ing provisions and conditions: 


A. (1) If any actuary firms employed by the board of control of the 
Employees’ Retirement System and/or the Teachers’ Retirement System 
finds that the authorized cost-of-living increase can be paid for the fiscal year 
1982-83 from existing funds of the systems without having serious adverse 
impact actuarially on the retirement system, the boards of control of the 
retirement systems are hereby authorized and instructed to pay such cost-of- 
living increase beginning October 1, 1982. It is the intent of this legislation as 
pertains to future like funding, that such funding shall be made in accord- 
ea len Section 16-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975, as pertains to acturial 
soundness. 


(2) Further provided, if the acturial report is not received by October 1, 
1982, but meets the above condition when it is received during fiscal year 
1982-83, then the cost-of-living increase shall be paid retroactively to Octo- 
ber 1, 1982.

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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


There is hereby provided, commencing October 1, 1982, 
to any person retired prior to October 1, 1981, under the Teachers’ Re- 
tirement System or Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama and who 
is receiving a retirement allowance therefrom, a cost-of-living increase of 
$1 per month for each year of creditable service attained by said member;

The board of control of the Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama shall determine annually the amount required to pay the cost of 
the increased allowances under Section 1 of this Act and shall notify the 
chief fiscal officer of each employer the per centum rates of earnable 
compensation of the members required to be paid to the retirement sys- 
tem. Each employer of members of the Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama shall pay on account of the increases provided in Section 1 of 
this Act in the same manner and from the same source of funds as is 
provided in Section 36-27-24 of the Code OF Alabama 1975, it being the 
intent of the legislature that the cost of providing the increases in Sec- 
tion 1 of this Act shall be distributed from all funds in proportion to the 
salaries paid therefrom for active members.

(e) No person whose retirement under the Teachers’ or Employees’ 
Retirement System is based on 51% or more service as an employee of an 
employer participating under Section 36-27-6 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, shall be entitled to the benefits provided in Section 1 of this Act, 
unless such employer elects to come under the provisions of said section. 
Any employer making such election, except local boards of education and 
state institutions of higher education for which funding is provided above 
herein, must bear the cost of cost-of-living increases paid to its former 
employees pursuant to this section. Any employer participating under 
Section 36-27-6 may elect to come under the provisions of this section at 
the beginning of any future fiscal year and said employer shall not be re- 
quired to pay said cost-of-living increase roitoactively. 


Section 4. Any person who receives benefits under the Medicaid 
program and whose eligibility for such benefits would be impaired by the 
cost-of-living increase provided in Section 1 of this Act shall not be enti- 
tled to receive said increase. Any person who shall subsequently apply for 
benefits under the Medicaid program and such person’s eligibility to re- 
ceive benefits is impaired by the cost-of-living increase provided in Sec- 
tion 1 of this Act, shall not be entitled to receive said increase sub- 
sequent to the date the member files application for benefits under the 
Medicaid program. 


Section 5. It is the intent of the Legislature that the additional

A. (1) If the regular Actuarial firm employed by the boards of con-

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make temporary changes in the election laws of Alabama to permit 
the implementation of the 1982 legislative redistricting plan. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Temporary Nature of Changes. The provisions of the act 
shall have effect only from June 7, 1982 through November 2, 1982. During 
this time period the provisions of this act shall take precedence over any 
contrary statutes governing elections. All provisions of this act are repealed 
effective November 3, 1982 


Section 2. Definitions. When used in this act, unless the context plainly 
indicates otherwise, the following words and phrases shall have the mean- 
ings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 


(a) “Precinct” refers to a precinct, ward, district, beat or any other 
subdivision within which voters are assigned to a single polling place. 


(b) “List of registered voters” and “list of qualified electors” refer to the 
alphabetical list of voters that is prepared by the probate judge. 


Section 3. Changing Precinct Lines. After June 7, 1982, precinct boun- 
daries and voting places may be changed by the county commission (a) only 
for the purpose of aligning precincts with legislative districts and (b) not later 
than three weeks after approval by the U.S. Department of Justice of 
Alabama’s legislative districts. 
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Section 4. Notification of Precinct Changes. Immediately upon chang- 
ing precinct lines the county commission shall file descriptions of the precinct 
boundaries and polling places with the probate judge and the board of regis- 
trars. These descriptions may be in the form of maps. After approval of the 
changes by the U.S. Justice Department, the commission shall provide 
descriptions of the precincts and polling places to all television stations, radio 
stations, and newspapers having general coverage in the county. The com- 
mission shall cause to be printed maps of the county in sufficient detail to 
show the precinct lines and polling places. One such map shall be posted in at 
least one public place in eacht recinct. On the day immediately preceding the 
election the precinct map shall be published in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the county. The commission is authorized to spend county 
funds to mail notices of precinct changes to individual voters, but notification 
by mail is not required. However, if the affected voters are not notified by 
pepo eenee of precinct descriptions in a newspaper shall not be re- 
quired. 


Section 5. Filing and Certification of Candidates. The filing and certifi- 
cation deadlines for legislative candidates provided by §17-16-11 are hereby 
extended as follows: 


(a) The deadline for filing declarations of orale re files the state party 
chairman is 5:00 p.m. one week after approval by the U.S. Justice Depart- 
ment of the state’s legislative districts or July 9, whichever date is later. 


(b) The state party chairman shall certify the names of candidates to the 
secretary of state by 5:00 p.m. five days after the deadline for candidates to 
file or July 19, whichever is later. 


(c) The secretary of state shall certify to the probate judge of each county 
in which the election is to be held the names of candidates not later than 5:00 
p.m. five days after the deadline for receipt of certifications from the state 
party chairman or July 19, whichever date is later. 


Section 6. List of Registered Voters. The board of registrars are au- 
thorized to appoint special assistants who may serve without pay and whose 
only duty shall be to assist the board of registrars in checking and changing 
voters’ precinct assignments. 


The county commission shall provide clerical help for the purpose of 
checking and changing voters’ precinct assignments. 


The probate judge shall publish a list of qualified electors on or before the 
twentieth day preceding the regularly scheduled primary as provided by 
§17-4-129. In counties where precincts have been changed as a result of 
legislative redistricting and where the reassignment of voters is not complete 
at the time appointed for pubes the list of qualified electors, a list of all 
qualified voters in the county shall be published without the new precinct 
assignments. 


If new precinct assignments are not completed by the time the probate 
judge must furnish e list of qualified electors to the absentee election man- 
ager as provided in §17-10-5, the probate judge shall furnish a list of all 
qualified voters in the county without the new precinct assignments. The 
absentee election manager shall, by reference to the map provided by the 
county commission, determine the legislative races for which the registrant 
is eligible to vote and shall send an appropriate ballot. The absentee ballot 
may be printed so as to contain all legislative races in the county, in which 
case the absentee election manager shal] mark out those races in which the 
applicant is not eligible to vote. The absentee election manager shall record 
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beside the voter’s name on the list of registered voters the legislative district 
to which the voter was assigned. This list shall be returned to the probate 
judge after the election and preserved by him for use in the event of contest 
and for use by the board of registrars in updating their records. 


Section 7. Session Days for Registrars. In counties where legislative 
district lines are changed in 1982, the boards of registrars are hereby au- 
thorized to hold sessions every working day from June 7 to the date of the 
regularly scheduled primary in the fall, as necessary. The board shall be paid 
for these days as provided by §17-4-153 even though the number of days 
worked exceeds those authorized in §17-4-156. 


Section 8. Polling Procedures in Counties Where Changes Cannot be 
Made in Time for Primary Election. If upon recommendation of the probate 
judge and the board of registrars the county commission determines that 
voters’ precinct assignments cannot be changed in time for the regularly 
scheduled primary, the commission may by its own action authorize the 
election to be held under existing precinct lines, in which case the following 
additions and exceptions to polling place procedures shall apply in those 
precincts that are split by legislative district lines. 


(a) Determining Voters’ Legislative Districts. The addresses of vot- 
ers may be printed on the list of registered voters. A list of registered voters 
may be printed before the close of registration so that the list can be marked 
to indicate each voter’s legislative district. If such a list of registered voters is 
printed before the close of registration, a supplemental list shall be printed, if 
necessary, after the close of registration. 


Each polling place shall be provided by the county commission with one 
or more precinct maps showing the new legislative lines. These maps shall be 
of sufficient detail, including street names, so as to permit quick location of 
voters’ residences. In addition to the poll workers now provided by law, map 
readers may be employed to determine at the polling place the legislative 
districts in which voters reside. The map readers shall be appointed by the 
county commission from recommendations submitted by the board of regis- 
trars and probate judge. The commission is not required to use the qualifica- 
tions for poll workers in appointing map readers. Map readers may operate at 
a separate location within the polling place and shall provide to each voter 
who requests district indentification a slip of paper indicating the legislative 
district in which the voter resides. 


The voter’s legislative district shall be recorded next to the voter’s name 
on the list of registered voters when the voter’s registration is checked, if the 
district has not been so recorded prior to election day. In the event of dis- 
agreement over the voter’s proper legislative district, the voter shall be 
permitted to vote in the legislative district of his choice by means of a 
challenged ballot as now prescribed by law, in which case the word “chal- 
lenged” and the legislative district shall be written next to the voter’s name 
on the list of registered voters. 


After the election the list of registered voters shall be returned to the 
office of the probate judge where it shall be preserved for use in contests and 
pre-contest discovery and for use by the board of registrars to correct their 
records. Photo copies of the list of registered voters may be made for use by the 
board of registrars. 


(b) Voting Mechanism. Where proper ballots are regularly used for 
election, the voters for legislative candidates shall also be cast on paper 
ballots under the procedures now prescribed by law. Where voting machines 
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are regularly used, the county commission shal] determine whether votes in 
legislative races are to be cast on voting machines or on paper ballots. If 
voting machines are used, a sufficient number of machines shall be obtained 
and set up so as to permit each voter in the precinct to vote in the legislative 
race for which he is eligible and only in the legislative race for which he is 
eligible. If paper ballots are used for legislative races where voting machines 
are used for other races, the following rules shall apply: 


(1) A separate paper ballot shall be provided for each unique set of 
legislative races in which any voter in the precinct is eligible to vote. 


(2) One ballot box of metal, wood, or cardboard shall be provided at each 
voting machine. 


(3) Before the polls upon the inspector at each machine, or the chief 
inspector where voting centers are used, shall designate one or more polling 
officials to initial the backs of paper ballots. These officials so designated 
shall record their initials on a sheet of paper which shall be returned with the 
paper ballots. These initials shall be shown to the clerk who operates each 
voting machine, and a copy of the initials may be provided to him. 


(4) Each voter shall be given the appropriate paper ballot for his legisla- 
tive district at the point where his name is checked on the list of registered 
voters.

(5) The voter shall complete the paper ballot in the voting machine 
booth, fold the ballot to conceal its contents, show the initials on the back of 
the ballot to the official wading tie voting machine, and deposit the ballot in 
the ballot box. The official at the voting machine shall challenge any paper 
ballot that is not properly initialed. 


(6) Paper ballots shall be counted after the polls close by the same 
officials who read and record the vote totals from the machines. The vote 
totals of the legislative race shall be recorded on the same statement of 
canvass with the votes of other races. 


Section 9. The county is authorized to pay all actual and necessary 
expenses incurred in the implementation of the legislative redistricting plan 
adopted by the Alabama Legislature in 1982. 


Section 10. The effective date of this act is June 7, 1982.

2. Legislation to amend Section 16-36-2, Code of Alabama 1975, which 
provides for the composition of the state textbook committee, so as to increase 
the membership on the committee. 


3. Legislation to provide for a prayer that may be given in the public 
schools and educational institutions in the State. 


4. Local legislation.

H. J. R. 8. CREATING THE COMMITTEE ON THE BOARD OF 
CORRECTIONS CAPITAL OUTLAY. 


WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature has a responsibility to the citizens 
of this state to oversee the expenditure of public funds which the legislature 
appropriates to the Board of Corrections for the purchase of land, construc- 
tion or improvements of prisons and prison or correctional related structures, 
and the equipping and furnishing of prisons; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That (a) There is hereby created the 
Committee on the Board of Corrections Capital Outlay to consist of the 
Lieutenant Governor, Speaker of the House, Governor, Finance Director, the 
State Board of Corrections Officer, and six members each from the House of 
Representatives and Senate, appointed by the Speaker of the House and 
Lieutenant Governor, respectively. The members so appointed shall serve 
until their successors are appointed at the next regular session of the legisla- 
ture following the regular session in which they were elected. Provided, 
however, that the present members of the Board of Corrections Capital 
Outlay Oversight Commission, created by Act 81-764, H. 823, 1981 Regular 
Session, shall serve as the original members of the committee until their 
terms of office expires; 
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(b) In the event of the death or resignation of any member appointed 
from the Senate or the House of Representatives his successor shall be 
appointed from the same body and such successor appointed to the vacancy 
shall serve for the unexpired term remaining of the member he was ap- 
pointed to succeed. The original members shall serve until the end of their 
elected terms. Each subsequent appointment shall be for the full four-year 
legislative term. A chairman and vice chairman shall be elected from among 
its members. The Committee shall hold an organizational meeting at the 
state capitol within ten (10) days after the effective date of this act. Thereaf- 
ter the Committee shall meet, from time to time, at the call of the chairman, 
vice chairman, or upon the request of five or more members, with notice and 
procedure as prescribed by the rules of the Committee; 


(c) The Committee shall adopt its own rules of procedure and transac- 
tion of business, except as otherwise herein provided. 


BE IT FURTHER PROVIDED, That a majority of the members shall 
constitute a quorum for the purpose of transacting any business or the 
performance of any authorized duties. Each of the ex officio and appointed 
members shall have voting privileges. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, That (a) the Committee shall approve and 
super vies any capital outlay or capital improvements and the expenditure of 
public money, from any source whatsoever, which is made by the Board of 
Corrections for the purchase of land, construction or improvements of prisons 
and prison or correctional related structures, and the equipping and furnish- 
ing of prisons; 


(b) In addition to any and all other powers, the committee shall have 
powers to examine witnesses under oath and issue subpoena duces tecum, 
and shall have powers to punish for contempt or perjury, pertaining to the 
administration of said funds, awards and contracts and the expenditure of 
funds as hereinabove described; 


(c) The Committee shall keep full and complete minutes in writing of its 
proceedings and every action taken shall be by written resolution; 


(d) Upon request of the chairman, the Secretary of the Senate and the 
Clerk of the House shall provide such clerical assistance as may be necessary 
for the Committee’s work. The Committee shall report its findings, conclu- 
sions and recommendations to the legislature from time to time as necessary. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That each legislative member of the 
Committee shall be entitled to his regular legislative compensation, per diem 
and travel expenses for each day he attends a meeting or conducts business of 
the Committee which shall be paid out of any funds appropriated to the use of 
the legislature from any source whatsoever, on warrants drawn on the state 
comptroller upon requisition signed by the committee’s chairman or vice 
chairman.

PAIGE, LEGENDARY MEMBER OF THE BASEBALL HALL OF FAME 
AND A NATIVE OF MOBILE, ALABAMA. 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama has grievously noted the death 
of Mr. Leroy Paige in Kansas City, Missouri, on June 8, 1982, at the age of 75 
years; his death came but three days following the renaming of the Kansas 
City CYO Stadium in his honor; and 


WHEREAS, the legendary Leroy “Stachel” Paige was a native son of 
Alabama, born in Mobile on July 7, 1906, and was educated at Council School 
in that city; and 


WHEREAS, he began an unparalleled baseball career in the mid 1920’s 
with the Chattanooga Black Lookouts, and continued to play in the Negro 
Leagues for the remainder of the ‘20’s, throughout the 1930’s and for most of 
the ’40’s; he also played in Alaska and South America, as well as in Puerto 
Rico, Cuba and Mexico; and 


WHEREAS, “Satchel” Paige’s Major League career began in 1948, at the 
age of 42, with the Saint Louis Browns; he later played with the Cleveland 
Indians, Atlanta Braves and the Kansas City Athletics, pitching an esti- 
Aen 3,000 games during a career ended by his “official” retirement in 1969; 
an 


WHEREAS, it is further to be noted that in 1971, when the 10-year 
requirement for entry into the Hall of Fame was lifted for Blacks who played 
in the Negro Leagues before 1947, Leroy “Satchel” Paige became the first 
Black to be elected to membership; and 


WHEREAS, Satchel Paige also will long be remembered for his many 
famous sayings ‘including perhaps his most memorable, “Don’t look back. 
Something may be gaining on you”; now therefore,

WHEREAS, this assurance has proven to be false and the state has 
already lost many millions of dollars because of arbitrage in the issuance of

WHEREAS, disturbing rumors and leaks are reaching this Legislature 
about the employment practices in hiring bond attorneys, bond brokers and 
the issuance of construction contracts with this bond money; and 


WHEREAS, it is absolutely vital and essential that there be a legislative 
committee to oversee the expenditure and handling of the bond proceeds; now 
therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the scope of this Interim Com- 
mittee to Study the Tax Structure of the State of Alabama and the Distribu- 
tion of Tax Revenues as created by Act No. 1178, H. J. R. 430 of the 1975 
Regular Session and extended by Act No. 79-752, H. J. R. 250 of the 1979 
Regular Session is authorized to investigate the administration and expendi- 
ture of all bond proceeds, monies, investments, bond issuance awards and 
contracts, fees paid underwriters, bond attorneys and bond brokers and all 
other pertinent matters, relative to any actions taken pursuant to or as a 
result of Act No. 81-1183, H. 71, 1981 Third Special Session (Acts of Ala- 
bama, First, Second and Third Special Sessions 1981, p. 487), pertaining to 
any ee or phase of said administration and the expenditure of the bond 
proceeds. 


The committee shall approve and supervise any capital outlay or capital 
improvements and the administration and expenditure of all public money, 
from any source whatsoever, which is made pursuant to said Act No. 81-1183. 


In addition to any and all other powers, the committee shall have the 
power to subpoena and examine witnesses under oath and to issue subpoena 
duces tecum, and shall have powers to punish for contempt or perjury. 


Upon request of the chairman the Examiners of Public Accounts, the 
Legislative Fiscal Office, the Attorney General’s Office, the Secretary of the 
Senate and the Clerk of the House shall provide such technical and clerical 
assistance as may be necessary for the committee’s work. The committee 
shall report its findings, conclusions and recommendations to the Legislature 
from time to time as may become necessary or as the Legislature may 
otherwise request.

H. 91. To amend Section 15-18-8, Code of Alabama 1975, which im- 
poses a minimum term of confinement upon conviction of a sentence of 10 
years or less, so as to increase said minimum term. 


H. 94. To amend Section 15-19-7, Code of Alabama 1975, to provide 
that the victim of a defendant requesting treatment as a youthful offender, or 
if the victim is deceased, then the victim’s immediate family, shall have the 
right to be present and heard in all stages of the youthful offender proceed- 
ings. 


H. 96. To provide for an appeal by the State of Alabama in criminal 
cases from a pre-trial decision, order, or judgment of the trial court in certain 
instances and provides a time within which an appeal must be taken. 


H. 102. To amend Section 5-19-15 of the Code of Alabama 1975 relat- 
ing to garnishment so as to conform to the federal statute. 


H. 101. To repeal Section 13A-10-106 Code of Alabama 1975, which 
provides that no criminal prosecution for perjury may result if the substance 
of the defendant’s false statement was a denial of his guilt in a previous 
criminal proceeding. 


H. 93. To amend Section 41-16-55, Code of Alabama 1975, so as to 
provide that a person who intentionally and knowingly participates in an 
agreement to bid at a certain price or to refrain from bidding on bids of over 
$2,000, is guilty of a Class C felony and other violations of this section 
Oe bids of $2,000 or under shall be punished as a Class A mis- 

emeanor. 
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H. 89. To amend Section 22-50-22, Code of Alabama 1975, which 
exempts the superintendent of, or a physician of, the mental health board 
from being a witness in certain cases, so as to permit depositions to be taken 
by the state of the superintendent or any physician of a state mental health 
facility or hospital in criminal proceedings, upon proper notice. 


H. 90. To amend Section 15-16-24, Code of Alabama 1975, so as to 
clarify the verdict form rendered when a jury finds that the defendant did the 
act charged as constituting the offense, but also finds that at the time of 
committing the act, the defendant was insane and to repeal Section 13A-3-1 
ene Alabama Criminal Code which provides for lack of criminal responsi- 

ility. 


H. 92. To provide a procedure for hearings by the court prior to release 
from custody of defendants found to have committed the act while insane, and 
committed to the custody of the Commissioner of the Alabama State Depart- 
ment of Mental Health or other public facility as the Court may order. 


H. 98. To amend Section 12-22-170 of the Code of Alabama, 1975 to 
provide that a defendant cannot be admitted to bail after a conviction pend- 
ing appeal unless the sentence imposed is for a term not exceeding 10 years. 


H. 85. To amend Section 13A-7-1, Code of Alabama 1975, which pro- 
vides for the definitions relating to the crimes of burglary and criminal 
trespass, so as to provide further for said definitions. 


H. 82. To further amend Section 43-5-40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended, which section relates to the wife retaining possession of the 
dwelling house usually resided in by her husband before his death so as to 
allow retention of the dwelling house by the surviving spouse until home- 
stead is assigned.

Any nonresident of this state who is 16 years old or 
older must procure an annual ‘all game hunt license’ to hunt all legal game in 
this state by filing his application with the commissioner of conservation and 
natural resources or any judge of probate or other person authorized to issue 
same, stating his age, race, place of residence and post office address and after 
paying to the person issuing said license a fee of $175.00. 


“Every person making application for nonresident game license as 
provided in this section and Sections 9-11-46, 9-11-48 and 9-11-49 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975 shall present a driver license or in the case of nondrivers, 
proof of permanent residence. All nonresident game licenses shall bear the 
driver license number of the licensee and the state where said license was 
issued, except in the case of nondrivers, and all licenses shall bear proof of 
residence as required by the commissioner of conservation and natural 
resources. 


“Every person who obtains a nonresident game license without 
presenting a driver license or in the case of nondrivers, proof of permanent 
residence, shall be punished by a fine of not less than twice the applicable 
license fee. 


“All game hunt licenses issued pursuant to this section shall be valid for 
hunting deer only from the opening date of statewide deer season through 
December 31 of that same year. Provided, however, the provisions of this 
paragraph as to the expiration date of such licenses shall not apply to 
nonresidents of this state who pay a fee to an authorized guide hunting 
service. The commissioner of the department of conservation and natural 
resources is hereby authorized to promulgate rules and regulations setting 
out the requirements for an approved guide hunting service. 


“The issuing officer or authority shall be allowed a fee of $.50 $1.00 for 
each nonresident license issued by him as provided in this section and 
Sections 9-11-46, 9-11-48, and 9-11-49, which issuing fee shall be in addition 
to the cost of the license. 


“It shall be unlawful for any person to take or kill more than three deer or 
two turkeys during the period for which said person is issued a license as 
provided in this section.” 


“Section 9-11-49. Any nonresident of this state who is 16 years or older 
must procure a ‘trip all game hunt license’ to hunt all legal game in this state 
in the same manner as provided for procuring the nonresident annual 
hunting licenses provided for in sections 9-11-46 and 9-11-47 by paying 
therefor the sum of $75.00 $50.00, which license will authorize the holder 
thereof to hunt in this state for a period of five seven days from the day said 
license was issued. 
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“Trip all game licenses issued pursuant to this section shall be valid only 
for five seven day periods between the opening date of statewide deer season 
and December 31 of that same year. 


“It shall be unlawful for any person to take or kill more than three deer or 
two turkeys during any five seven day period for which said person is issued a 
license as provided in this section.” 


Section 2. Notwithstanding any rule, regulation or law to the contrary, 
the Commissioner of the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources 
is hereby authorized to establish bag limits, length of seasons and license fees 
for nonresidents who reside in those states which have entered into reciprocal 
agreements as to the aforementioned with the State of Alabama. 


Section3. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Each authority shall be governed by a 
Board of Directors. All powers of the authority shall be exercised by the board 
of pursuant to its authorization.

Each director shall be elected by the governing body of the authorizing 
municipality. The initial term of office of three (3) of the directors elected by 
the governing body of the authorizing municipality shall begin immediately 
upon their election and shall end at 12:01 o’clock A.M., on the 2nd anniver- 
sary of the date of the filing for record of the Certificate of Incorporation of the 
authority. The initial term of office of the remaining directors elected by the 
governing body of the municipality shall begin immediately upon their 
election and shall end at 12:01 o’clock A.M. on the 4th anniversary date of 
such filing. Thereafter, the term of office of each such director shall be six (6) 
years. If at anytime there should be a vacancy on the board, a successor 
director to serve for the unexpired term applicable to such vacancy shall be 
elected by the governing body of the authorizing municipality. Each election 
of a director, whether for a full term or to complete any unexpired term, shall 
be made not earlier than thirty (80) days prior to the date on which such 
director is to take office as such. No officer or employee of the state or of any 
county or municipality shall, during his tenure as such officer, be eligible to 
serve as a director. Each director must be a duly qualified elector of the 
authorizing municipality. Directors shall be eligible for re-election. Any 
director of the authority may be impeached and removed from office in the 
same manner and on the same grounds provided by Section 175 of the 
Constitution of Alabama and the general laws of the state for impeachment 
and removal of the officers mentioned in said Section 175. (b) Each director 
shall be reimbursed for any and all expenses actually incurred by him in and 
about the performance of his duties. Each director except the chairman of the 
board shall be compensated in an additional amount of $125.00 per month. 
The chairman shall be compensated an additional amount of $175.00 per 
month. In addition to the above compensation, each director except the 
chairman of the board shall be compensated in an additional amount of 
$50.00 per board meeting. The chairman shall be compensated in an addi- 
tional amount of $75.00 per board meeting. In addition to the above the board 
shall henceforth have the power to increase any previous years compensa- 
tion, by majority vote of the board, in an amount not to exceed fifteen percent

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend section 40-9-19 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
relating to an ad valorem tax exemption from state ad valorem taxes on 
homesteads so as to increase the limit of said exemption from $2,000.00 to 
$4,000.00 in assessed value; to further provide for homestead exemptions so 
as to provide that any county, municipality or other local taxing authority 
may at any time grant an exemption from any levy of ad valorem taxes levied 
by such county, ema ares or other local taxing authority and to prescribe 
that such exemption shall not exceed $4,000.00 in assessed value; and to 
provide that this amendatory Act shall become null and void and of no further 
force or effect in this state upon the occurrence of a specified event. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 40-9-19 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is 
hereby further amended to read as follows: 


“§40-9-19. (a) Homesteads, as defined by the Constitution and laws of 
Alabama, are hereby exempted from all state ad valorem taxes. In no case 
shall the exemption herein made apply to more than one person, head of the 
family, nor shall the said exemption exceed $2,000.00 $4,000.00 in assessed 
value, nor 160 acres in area for any resident of this state who is not over 65 
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years of age, the homesteads of residents of this state, over 65 years of age, or 
who are retired due to permanent and total disability, regardless of age, or 
who are blind as defined in section 1-1-3, regardless of age or whether such 
person is retired, shall be exempt from all state ad valorem taxes. 


The state commissioner of revenue is hereby empowered to define and 
specify the condition or state of health that makes a person “permanently and 
totally disabled” and may issue certificates of disability to such person as he 
may find meets such specifications. Any person who is drawing any pension 
or annuity from the armed services or a company or governmental agency as 
being permanently and totally disabled shall automatically be granted a 
certificate of permanent and total disability by the state commissioner of 
revenue. 


(b) For tax years beginning on and after October 1, 1981, for residents of 
this state not over 65 years of age, homesteads, as defined by the Constitution 
and laws of Alabama, are hereby exempted from all ad valorem property 
taxes levied except ad valorem taxes levied for school districts, by any county 
of this state. In no case shall such exemption herein made apply to more than 
one person, head of the family, nor shall the said exemption exceed $2,000.00 
in assessed value, nor 160 acres in area for any resident of this state who is 
not over 65 years of age except as provided in subsection (c) of this section. 


(c) For tax years beginning on and after October 1, 1981, the governing 
body of any county, municipality or other local taxing authority may at any 
time grant by resolution or ordinance an exemption from any levy of ad 
valorem property taxes levied by such county, municipality or other local 
taxing authority on homesteads, as defined by the Constitution and laws of 
Alabama, of residents of this state not over 65 years of age. In no case shall 
such exemption herein allowed apply to more than one person, head of the 
family, nor shall said exemption, when added to any other homestead exemp- 
tion applicable to the same ad valorem tax levy, exceed 14,000.00 in assessed 
value, nor 160 acres in area. Any homestead exemption granted pursuant to 
this subsection (c) may be adjusted, rescinded or reinstated at any time by 
resolution or ordinance of the governing body of the county, municipality or 
other local taxing authority granting such exemption. Any action authorized 
by this subsection to be taken by a taxing authority, or the governing body 
thereof, shall, other than in the case of a municipality, be taken by resolution 
of the governing body of the county in which such taxing authority is located 
acting on behalf of such taxing authority; providing however, any action 
authorized by this subsection to be taken by a taxing authority, or the 
governing body thereof, which action shall affect countywide or district ad 
valorem taxes levied solely for the support of county or city school districts, 
shall be taken by resolutions of the governing bodies and boards of the school 
systems that are recipients of the proceeds of the ad valorem tax so affected by 
such action. The provisions of this subsection (c) shall in no way annul or 
reduce exemptions provided under subsections (a), (b) and (d) of this section. 


(d) For tax years beginning on and after October 1, 1981, for residents of 
this state, over 65 years of age who have an annual adjusted gross income of 
less than $12,000.00 as reflected on the most recent state income tax return 
or some other appropriate evidence, or who are retired due to permanent and 
total disability, regardless of age, or who are blind as defined in section 1-1-3, 
regardless of age or whether such person is retired, homesteads, as defined in 
the Constitution and laws of Alabama, are hereby exempted from all ad 
valorem property taxes levied by any county of this state, including such 
taxes levied for school districts. In no case shall such exemption exceed 
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$5,000.00 in assessed value, nor 160 acres in area. With respect to home- 
steads situated in more than one county, the exemption granted herein shall 
be prorated between the counites in which the homestead is situated in the 
proportion that the area of the homestead in each county bears to the total 
area of the homestead claimed for exemption. 


The department of revenue may by regulation define and specify the 
condition or state of health that makes a person “permanently and totally 
disabled” and may issue certificates of disability to any person that meets 
such specifications. Any person who is drawing any pension or annuity from 
the armed services, a private company or any governmental agency because 
he is permanently and totally disabled shall automatically be granted a 
certificate of permanent and total disability by the department of revenue. 


(e) The grant of any homestead exemption provided under the provi- 
sions of this section shall not be allowed if such grant shall prevent the 
payment of any bonded indebtedness secured by any tax to which the home- 
stead exemption would apply.” 


Section 2. This amendatory Act shall become null and void and of no 
further force or effect in this state if any statute, order of any court of 
competent jurisdiction or action by any government agency shall prevent the 
implementaticn of the new property tax reappraisal plan promulgated by the 
Alabama Department of Revenue (i.e. Division Directive No. 1 dated July 1, 
1980 as amended by Change No. 1 To Division Directive No. 1 dated April 29, 
1981). 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To amend Section 22-21-260 through 22-21-270 relating to the control 
and regulation of development of certain health care facilities; changing the 
designated agency from the State Board of Health to the State Health Plan- 
ning and Development Agency and identifying composition thereof; remov- 
ing from law the designated health system agency; makes changes in the 
State Health Plan by removing from law the State Medical Facilities Plan; 
raises the thresholds for expenditures; restricts use of tax money for advertis- 
ing; raises the cost of filing for a Certificate of Need; changes the period of 
validation. This law effective upon passage. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature. 
Section 1. Definitions. 


As used in this article, the following words and terms, and the plurals 
thereof, shall have the meanings ascribed to them in this section, unless 
otherwise required by their respective context: 


(1) STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. The statutory agency of the state of 
Alabama operative in the field of general health matters and performing the 
duties and exercising the powers as set forth in the statutory provisions 
relating thereto. In addition to its other duties and responsibilities in the 
field of general health matters, the state board of health, or other agency 
selected by the governor is the “state health planning and development 
agency” pursuant to chapter 4 of this title. Where used in this article, the 
terms “state board of health,” “state agency” and “state health planning and 
eer opment agency” shall be synonymous and may be used interchange- 
ably. 


(1) STATE HEALTH PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT AGENCY 
(SHPDA). An agency of the State of Alabama which is designated by the 
Governor as the sole state health planning and development agency, which 
shall consist of three consumers, three providers and three representatives of 
the Governor who all shall serve staggered terms and all be appointed by the 
Governor. Where used in this act, the terms, “state agency,” and “SHPDA”, 
shall be synonymous and may be used interchangeably. 


(2) STATEWIDE HEALTH COORDINATING COUNCIL. A council, 
appointed by the Governor, established pursuant to the provisions of Title 
XV, section 1524, of the Public Health Service Act (42 USC 200m 3) and 
sections 224-7 and 22-4-8 of this Code to advise the state health planning and 
development agency on matters relating to health planning and resource 
development and to perform such other functions as may be delegated to it. by 
appropriate state and federal statutes. 


(3) HEALTH SYSTEMS AGENCY. An entity which is organized and 
operated under the provisions of Title X V of the Public Health Service Act (42 
USC 3001 et seq.) and is responsible for the health planning and development 
in a health service area designated by the governor. 


(3)(4) HEALTH SERVICE AREA. A geographical area designated by 
the governor, pursuant to Title XV of the Public Health Service Act, as being 
appropriate for effective planning and development of health services. 
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(45) STATE HEALTH PLAN. A comprehensive plan which is pre- 
pared triennially and reviewed and revised at least annually and revised as 
necessary by the statewide health coordinating council, with the assistance 
of the state health planning and development agency, and approved by the 
state board of health Governor. and the statewide health coordinating coun- 
cil. The state health plan shall include: 


a. The health systems plans developed by the health systems agencies 
and revised as necessary for appropriate coordination, or to deal more effec- 
tively with statewide health needs and priorities; 


b. The state medical facilities plan; and 
c. The state manpower plan. 


The state health plan shall provide for the development of health pro- 
grams and resources to assure that quality health services will be available 
and accessible in a manner which assures continuity of care, at reasonable 
costs, for all residents of the state. 


(6) STATE MEDICAL FACILITIES PLAN. A plan prepared by the 
state health planning and development agency and approved by the 
statewide health coordinating council as consistent with the state health 
plan, which shall include consideration of the medical facilities plans of the 
health systems agencies and which shall establish an integrated and interre- 
lated system of health care facilities which shall promote the provision of 
readily accessible health care facilities in all parts of the state. 


(57) HEALTH CARE FACILITY. Such term shall include: General 
and specialized hospitals, including tuberculosis, psychiatric, long-term care 
and other types of hospitals, and related facilities such as laboratories, 
outpatient clinics and central service facilities operated in connection with 
hospitals; skilled nursing facilities; intermediate care facilities; rehabilita- 
tion centers; public health centers; facilities for surgical treatment of pa- 
tients not requiring hospitalization; kidney disease treatment centers, in- 
cluding free-standing hemodialysis units; community mental health centers 
and related facilities; facilities for the developmentally disabled; home 
health agencies; and health maintenance organizations. The term “health 
care facility” shall not include the offices of private physicians or dentists, 
whether for individual or group practice and regardless of ownership, or 
Christian Science sanatoriums operated or listed and certified by the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, Boston, Massachusetts. 


(6)(8) HEALTH SERVICES. Clinically related (i.e., diagnostic, cura- 
tive or rehabilitative) services, including alcohol, drug abuse and mental 
health services customarily furnished on either an inpatient or outpatient 
basis by health care facilities, but not including the lawful practice of any 
profession or vocation conducted independently of a health care facility and 
in accordance with applicable licensing laws of this state. 


(7)(9) CAPITAL EXPENDITURE. An expenditure, including a force 
account expenditure (i.e., an expenditure for a construction project under- 
taken by the facility as its own contractor), which, under generally accepted 
accounting principles, is not properly chargeable as an expense of operation 
and maintenance and which 


a. Exceeds $100,000 $200,000 (indexed) for major medical equipment; 
$200,000 (indexed) for new annual operating costs; $600,000 (indexed) for 
any other capital expenditure; 
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b. Changes the bed capacity of the facility with respect to which such 
expenditure is made; or 


c. Substantially changes the health services of the facility with respect 
to which such expenditure is made. 


(8) (10) PERSON. Any person, firm, partnership, association, joint 
venture or corporation, the state of Alabama and its political subdivisions or 
parts thereof and any agencies or instrumentalities and any combination of 
persons herein specified, but “person” shall not include the United States or 
any agency or instumentality thereof, except in the case of voluntary submis- 
sion to the regulation established by this article. 


(9) (11) APPLICANT. Any person, as defined in this sectior, who files 
an application for a certificate of need. 


(10) (12) ACQUISITION. Such term shall mean and include obtaining 
the legal equitable title to a freehold or leasehold estate or otherwise obtain- 
ing the substantial benefit of such titles or estates, whether by purchase, 
lease, loan or sufferance, gift, devise, legacy, settlement of a trust or means 
whatever, and shall include any act of acquisition. The term “acquisition” 
shall not mean or include any conveyance, or creation of any lien or security 
interest by mortgage, deed of trust, security agreement or similar financing 
instrument, nor shall it mean or include any transfer of title or rights as a 
result of the foreclosure, or conveyance or transfer in lieu of the foreclosure, of 
any such mortgage, deed of trust, security agreement or similar financing 
instrument nor shall it mean or include any gift, devise, legacy, settlement of 
trust, or other transfer of the legal or equitable title of an interest specified 
hereinabove by a natural person to any member of such person’s immediate 
family. For the purposes of this section “immediate family” shall mean the 
spouse of the grantor or transferor and any other person related to the 
grantor or transferor to the 4th degree of kindred as such degrees are com- 
puted according to law. 


(11) (18) CONSTRUCTION. Such term shall mean and include actual 
commencement, with bona fide intention of completing the same, or comple- 
tion of the construction, erection, remodeling, relocation, excavation or fabri- 
cation of any real pro erty constituting a facility under this article, and the 
term “construct” shall mean and include any act of construction. “Ground 
breaking ceremony,” “receipt of bids,” “receipt of quotation” or similar action 
that will permit unilateral termination without penalty shall not be consid- 
ered “construction.” 


(12) (14) FIRM COMMITMENT OR OBLIGATION. Such terms shall 
mean and include: 


a. Any executed, enforceable, unconditional written agreement or con- 
tract not subject to unilateral cancellation for the acquisition or construction 
of a health care facility or purchase of equipment therefor: 


b. Actual construction of facilities peculiarly adapted to the furnishing 
of one or more particular services and with the bona fide intention of furnish- 
ing such service or services; and 

c. Any executed, unconditional written agreement not subject to un- 
ilateral cancellation for the bona fide purpose of furnishing one or more 
services. 

(13) (15) INSTITUTIONAL HEALTH SERVICES. Health services 
provided in or through health care facilities or health maintenance organiza- 
tions, including the entities in or through which such services are provided. 
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(14) (16) MODERNIZATION. The alteration, repair, remodeling, re- 
placement and renovation of existing buildings including initial equipment 
thereof and the replacement of equipment of existing buildings. 


(15) (17) TO OFFER. Such term, when used in connection with health 
services, means that the health care facility or health maintenance organiza- 
tion holds itself out as capable of providing or as having the means for the 
provisions of, specified health services. 


Section 2. LEGISLATIVE FINDINGS: PURPOSE OF ARTICLE. 


The legislature of the state of Alabama declares that it is the public 
policy of the state of Alabama that a certificate of need program be adminis- 
tered in the state to assure that only those health care services and facilities 
found to be in the public interest shall be offered or developed in the state. It is 
the purpose of the legislature in enacting this article to prevent the construc- 
tion of unnecessary and inappropriate health care facilities through a system 
of mandatory reviews of new institutional health services, as the same are 
defined in this article. 


Section 3. NEW INSTITUTIONAL HEALTH SERVICES SUBJECT 
TO REVIEW. 


(a) All new institutional health services which are subject to this arti- 
cle and which are proposed to be offered or developed within the state shall be 
subject to review under this article. For the purposes of this article, “new 
institutional health services” shall include: 


(1) The construction, development, acquisition through lease or pur- 
chase or other establishment of a new health care facility or health mainte- 
nance organization; or 


(2) Any expenditure by or on behalf of a health care facility or health 
maintenance organization in excess of $100,000.00 which, under generally 
accepted accounting principles consistently applied, is a capital expenditure; 
or, 


(2) Any expenditure by or on behalf of a health care facility or health 
maintenance organization which, under generally accepted accounting prin- 
ciples consistently applied, is a capital expenditure in excess of $200,000.00 
(indexed) for major medical equipment; in excess of $200,000.00 (indexed) for 
new annual operating costs; in excess of $600,000.00 (indexed) for any other 
capital expenditure by or on behalf of a health care facility or a health 
maintenance organization; or 


(3) A change in the existing bed capacity of a health care facility or 
health maintenance organization through the addition, or conversion of one 
or more beds, or the relocation of one or more beds from one physical facility to 
another; or 


(4) Health services which are offered in or through a health care facil- 

ity or health maintenance organization, and which were not offered on a 

regular basis in or through such health care facility or health maintenance 

ae aor within the 12 month period prior to the time such services would 
e offered. 


(b) The four conditions of “new institutional health services” listed in 
this section shall be mutually exclusive. 


Section4. Thestate board ofhealth SHPDA, pursuant to the provisions 
of section 22-21-274, shall prescribe by rules and regulations the criteria and 
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clarifying definitions for reviews covered by this article. These criteria shall 
include at least the following: 


(1) Determination that the proposed new institutional health service 
or facility is consistent with one or more of the appropriate state health 
facility and services plans effective at the time the application was received 
by the state agency, which shall include the latest approved revisions of the 
following plans: 


a. Alabama state health plan. 


b. Alabama medical facilities plan (a component of the Alabama state 
health plan). 


b. e. Alabama state plan for services to the mentally ill. 
c.d. Alabama state plan for rehabilitation facilities. 
d.e. Alabama developmental disabilities plan. 

e. f. Alabama state alcoholism plan. 


f. g. Such other state plans as may from time to time be required by 
state or federal statute. 


(2) The relationship of services reviewed to the long-range develop- 
ment plan (if any) of the person providing or proposing such services. 


(3) The availability of alternative, less costly or more effective methods 
of providing such services. 


(4) Determination ofa substantially unmet public requirement for the 
proposed health care facility, service or capital expenditure that is consistent 
with orderly planning within the state and the community for furnishing 
comprehensive health care, such determination to be established on the 
merits of the proposal after given appropriate consideration to: 


a. Financial feasibility of the proposed change in service of facility; 


b. Specific data supporting the demonstration of need for the proposed 
change in facility or service shall be reasonable, relevant and appropriate; 


c. Evidence of evaluation and consistency of the proposed change in 
facility or service with the facility’s and the community’s overall health and 
health-related plans; 


d. Evidence of consistency of the proposal with the need to meet nonpa- 
tient care objectives of the facility such as teaching and research; 


e. Evidence of review of the proposed facility, service or capital expen- 
diture by the local health systems agency, and when appropriate and re- 
quested by other state agencies; 


f. Evidence of the locational appropriateness of the proposed facility or 
service such as transportation accessibility, manpower availability, local 
zoning, environmental health, etc.; 


g. Reasonable potential of the facility to meet licensure standards. 


h. Reasonable consideration shall be given to medical facilities in- 
volved in medical education. 
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(5) Determination that the person applying is an appropriate appli- 
cant, or the most appropriate applicant in the event of duplicative applica- 
tions, for providing the proposed health care facility or service, such determi- 
nation to be established from the evidence as to the ability of the person, 
directly or indirectly, to render adequate service to the public, including 
affirmative evidence as to the following: 


a. Professional capability of the facility proposing the capital expendi- 
ture; 


b. Management capability of the facility proposing the capital expendi- 
ture; 


c. Adequate manpower to enable the facility to offer the proposed 
service, 


d. Evidence of the existence of the applicant’s long-range planning 
program and an ongoing planning process; 


e. Evidence of existing and ongoing monitoring of utilization and the 
fulfilling of unmet or undermet health needs in the case of expansion; 


f. Evidence of communication with all planning, regulatory, utility 
agencies and organizations that influence the facility’s destiny. 


(6) Consideration of the special needs and circumstances of those en- 
tities which provide a substantial portion of their services or resources, or 
both, to individuals not residing in the health service area in which the 
entities are located or in adjacent health service areas. 


(7) The special needs and circumstances of health maintenance organi- 
zations. 


(8) In case of a construction project, consideration shall be given to: 


a. The costs and methods of the proposed construction including the 
costs and methods of energy provision, and 


b. The probable impact of the construction project reviewed on the costs 
of providing health services. 


Section 5. CERTIFICATES OF NEED—REQUIRED FOR NEW IN- 
STITUTIONAL HEALTH SERVICE. 


(a) On or after July 30, 1979, no person to which this article applies 
shall acquire, construct or operate a new institutional health service, as 
defined in this article, or furnish or offer, or purport to furnish a new institu- 
tional health service, as defined in this article, or make an arrangement or 
commitment for financing the offering of a new institutional health service, 
unless such person shall first obtain from the state board of health SHPDA a 
certificate of need therefor. 


(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (a) of this section, any 
person who, on July 30, 1979, holds a valid assurance of need issued pursuant 
to section 1122 of the Social Security Act, shall be entitled to be issued a 
certificate of need for the facility or service described on the applecation for 
the assurance of need. Application for a certificate of need under this subsec- 
tion shall be filed within 90 days after July 30, 1979. Certificates of need 
issued under this subsection shall be subject to section 22-21-270. 


Section 6. SAME—REQUIRED FINDINGS FOR IN-PATIENT 
FACILITIES. 
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No certificate of need for new in-patient facilities or services shall be 
asian unless the state board of health SHPDA makes each of the following 
indings: 


(1) That the proposed facility or service is consistent with the latest 
approved revision of the appropriate state plan effective at the time the 
application was received by the state agency; 


(2) That less costly, more efficient or more appropriate alternatives to 
such in-patient service are not available, and that the development of such 
alternatives has been studied and found not practicable; 


(3) That existing in-patient facilities providing in-patient services 
similar to those proposed are being used in an appropriate and efficient 
manner consistent with community demands for services; 


(4) That in the case of new construction, alternatives to new construc- 
tion (e.g., modernization and sharing arrangement) have been considered 
and have been implemented to the maximum extent practicable; and 


(5) That patients will experience serious problems in obtaining in- 
patient care of the type proposed in the absence of the proposed new service. 


Section 7. SAME—APPLICATION FOR CERTIFICATE OR MOD- 
IFICATION THERETO AND EXTENSIONS THEREOF. 


Any application for a certificate of need under section 22-21-265, for a 
modification thereto or for an extension thereof shall be made in written form 
and shall include such information and supporting data relevant to the 
merits of the application as may be prescribed by the approved rules and 
regulations of the state board of health SHPDA. The application shall be filed 
with the state board of health SHPDA and the local Health systems agency 
not less than 90 days prior to the date of the proposed obligation for the 
capital expenditure or the inauguration of the proposed service. 


Section 8. SAME—EMERGENCY CERTIFICATE PRIOR TO HEAR- 
ING. 


Any person may apply, either independently and without notice under 
section 22-21-267 or as a part of an application filed under section 22-21-267, 
for an emergency certificate of need for the authorization of capital expendi- 
tures made necessary by unforeseen events which endanger the health and 
safety of the patients. Emergency capital expenditures include, but are not 
necessarily limited to, emergency expenditures to maintain quality care, to 
overcome failure of fixed equipment, including heating and air conditioning 
equipment, elevators, electrical transformers and switch gear, sterilization 
equipment, emergency generators, water supply and other utility connec- 
tions. Applications for emergency certificates of need shall include a descrip- 
tion of the work to be done and/or equipment to be purchased, the cost thereof, 
justification for considering the capital expenditure as being of an emergency 
nature and such other information as the state board of health SHPDA may 
require. Emergency certificates of need issued hereunder shall be subject to 
such special limitations and restrictions as the duration and right of exten- 
sion or renewal as may be prescribed in the rules and regulations adopted by 
the state board of health SHPDA. 


Section 9. -—CERTIFICATE OF NEED FOR PLANNING. 


A certificate of need for planning shall be required when the cost of 
planning, predevelopmental and developmental activities, including studies, 
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surveys, designs, feasibility reports, working drawings, specifications and 
other activities essential to the acquisition, improvement, expansion or re- 
placement of the physical plant or equipment with respect to which such 
expenditures are made if the proposed expenditure for such planning, prede- 
velopmental and developmental activities will exceed $100,000.00 
$300,000.00. A certificate of need for planning shall be limited to the plan- 
ning, predevelopmental and developmental activities and shall not include 
approval for actual construction, purchase of equipment and acquisition of 
the proposed facility or service. No tax funds as a result of this planning 
certificate of need can be used for any activities relating to advertising or 
promotion of persuading the public to aid or defeat the acquisition or reloca- 
tion of a medical facility. Issuance of a certificate of need for planning shall 
not be construed as binding upon the state board of health SHPDA for 
issuance of a certificate of need for the proposed new institutional health 
service. 


Section 10._ SAME—PERIOD FOR WHICH VALID; EXTENSION OF 
TIME; TERMINATION; NONTRANSFERABLE. 


(a) Acertificate of need issued under subsection (a) of section 22-21-265 
and sections 22-21-268 and 22-21-269 shall be valid for a period not to exceed 
12 months and may be subject to one extension not to exceed six twelve 
months, provided the criteria for extension as set forth in the rules and 
regulations of the state board of health SHPDA are met. If no obligation has 
occurred within such period, the certificate of need shall be considered termi- 
nated and shall be null and void. Should the obligation be incurred within 
such valid period, the certificate of need shall be continued in effect for a 
period not to exceed one year or the completion of the construction project, 
whichever shall be later, or the inauguration of the service or the actual 
purchase of equipment. 


(b) Failure to commence the construction project within the time period 
stated in the construction contract or within one year after issuance of the 
certificate of need, or to complete the construction project within the time 
period specified, shall render the certificate of need null and void. However, 
the state board SHPDA may continue the certificate of need in force if it can 
be shown that the construction work has not ceased or otherwise been stopped 
for a period not to exceed two consecutive months during the specified con- 
struction period for causes beyond the control of the applicant. 


(c) Applicants who held valid certificates of need which were termi- 
nated under this section may file a new application for a certificate pursuant 
to and subject to the provisions of this article. 


(d) Upon completion of the construction and issuance of a certificate of 
completion or the receipt of proof of purchase of equipment, the certificate of 
need shall be continued in force and effect. 


(e) A Certificates certificate of need shall not be transferable, or as- 
signable, or convertible and shall be valid solely to the person and purpose 
named thereon. 


Section 11. SAME—APPLICATION FEES: APPROPRIATION OF 
FUNDS: DISPOSITION OF FEES. 


(a) Each application for a certificate of need shall be accompanied by a 
fee of one tenth one half of one percent of the estimated cost of the proposed 
cost of the new institutional health service, or a minimum of $100.00 and ora 
maximum of $1,000.00 $4,000.00 per application. Fees shall be used for the 
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purpose of defraying the lawful operating expense of the certificate of need 
program conducted by the state board of health SHPDA and of the health 
facilities review council state health coordinating council. 


(b) Application fees collected for issuance of a certificate of need for 
planning shall be deducted from the fee required for the certificate of need for 
oe actual construction work planned as a result of the certificate of need for 
planning. 


(c) Each application for a certificate of need for an existing health 
facility or service filed under the provisions of subsection (b) of section 
22-21-265 shall be accompanied by a fee of $50.00. 


(c)(d) There is hereby authorized to be appropriated from the general 
funds of the state of Alabama such amounts as may be necessary from time to 
time to defray the costs of administering this article over and above such fees 
as may be collected under this section. 


(d)(e) Application fees collected under this article shall not be refunda- 
ble. Fees collected under this article are hereby appropriated for the purposes 
stated in this article. 


(e)(f) All fees collected under this article shall be retained in a separate 
fund for the purpose of enforcing and administering this article, and shall be 
disbursed as other funds of the state are disbursed. 


Section 11. SAME-—-CONTRACTS FOR REVIEW AND RECOM- 
MENDATIONS CONCERNING APPLICATIONS. 


The state health planning and development agency shall enter into 
contractual agreements with health system agencies for review and recom- 
mendation of applications for certificates of need. Payment for contractuai 
review and recommendation services may be made from funds derived from 
section 22-21-271. 


Section 12. ADOPTION AND PUBLIC NOTICE OF REVIEW PRO- 
CEDURES AND CRITERIA. 


The state board of health SHPDA, with the advice and consultation of 
the statewide health coordinating council, and after considering the recom- 
mendations of the new health systems agencies, shall prescribe by rules and 
regulations the review criteria and review procedures required by this arti- 
cle. Said review criteria and review procedures shall be consistent with the 
provisions of this article and with appropriate federal regulations adopted 
under the authority of PL 93-641. Prior to the adoption of rules and regula- 
tions, the state board of health SHPDA shall give wide publicity to the 
Proponed rules and regulations and shall conduct a public hearing following 

egal notice of not less than 30 days. The public hearing shall be held in the 
city of Montgomery, Alabama. Prior to advertising the public hearing, the 
state board of health SHPDA shall submit the proposed rules and regulations 
to the health systems agencies, the statewide health coordinating council and 
other interested agencies. Future revisions of the rules and regulations shall 
be made as required in this section for the original rules and regulations and 
in accordance with the Administratiive Procedures Act. 


Section 13. PROCEDURES FOR REVIEW OF APPLICATIONS FOR 
CERTIFICATES OF NEED. 


The state board of health SHPDA, pursuant to the provisions of section 
22-21-274, shall prescribe by rules and regulations the procedures for review 
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of applications for certificates of need and for issuance of certificates of need. 
Rules and regulations governing review procedures shall include, but not 
necessarily be limited to, the following: 


(1) Agreement with the health systems agencies and other review 
agencies for review procedures consistent with this article and federal regu- 
lations. 


(2) Application procedures and forms of the application necessary to 
elicit and provide all necessary information as required by the review 
criteria. 


(3) Establishment ofa project review period of 90 days from the date the 
state agency determines that the application is complete and notification 
thereof is made to the applicant. The rules and regulations may provide for a 
period of not more than 15 days for determination of the completeness of the 
application, notification of the beginning and termination dates of the project 
review period and criteria for determining by the state agency of an extension 
of the project review period not to exceed 30 days with or without the consent 
of the applicant. An extension of the review period withot limitation may be 
made with the written consent of the applicant. All reviews must be com- 
pleted prior to the termination of the review period. If the state agency does 
not make a decision within the period of time specified for state agency 
review, the proposal shall be deemed to have been found not to be needed. 


(4) Provision for a “nonsubstantive” review which shall be a modified 
vy applicable to proposals for capital expenditures up to $500,000.00 and 
which: 


a. Do not result in a substantial change in a service; or 
b. Propose equipment to up-grade or expand an existing service; or 


c. Increase the bed capacity by not more than 10 percent of the existing 
bed capacity; provided, that such increase in bed capacity is consistent with 
the state medical facilities health plan. 


(5) Public notification of receipt of application, review periods, public 
hearings, meetings of the state committee of public health, acting as the state 
board of health, decisions of the state agency, fair hearings if requested and 
final decisions regarding a certificate of need. 


(6) Public hearings on the application for the certificate of need. The 
state board of health SHPDA and the health systems agency shall make 
provisions for a public hearing in the course of agency review if requested by 
one or more persons directly affected by the review. These hearings may be 
held by the health systems agency on behalf of itself and the state board of 
health under agreement between the two agencies. However, such joint 
public hearings shall not deprive the applicant of his right to a hearing before 
the state committee of public health. 


(7) Schedule for reviews to include hearings before the review agencies, 
beginning and ending of review periods and time of the review period as 
provided in this section. 


(8) Provision of the applicant to submit such information that he may 
deem advisable in justification of the application over and above the 
minimum information required by this article and the regulations adopted 
hereunder. 
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(9) Provisions for periodic reports by the health provider or applicant 
respecting the development of the proposal subject to review and for which a 
certificate of need is issued. 


(10) Provisions for written findings, as appropriate, which the state 
used as the basis for its decision or any recommendation of the state agency. 
Such findings and recommendations shall be available provided to the 
applicant and available to other interested persons upon request and upon 
payuene of a reasonable fee to cover actual costs of reproduction and han- 

ing. 


(11) Notification upon request of providers of health services and other 
persons subject to review of findings, recommendations and decisions made 
under this article. 


(12) Provision for a public hearing upon written request and for good 
cause by any person for the reconsideration of a decision by the state board of 
health SHPDA. Request for a public hearing shall be made in writing not 
more than 30 days subsequent to the date of the decision and shall have the 
effect of holding in abeyance the final decision subject to the outcome of the 
public hearing. 


(13) Provision that no decision of the state board of health SHPDA 
under this article shall be deemed final until 31 days following the date of the 
ecision. 


(14) Provisions that any adverse decision of the state board of health of 
any decision of the state board of health is inconsistent with the recom- 
mendations of the health systems agency may be appealed to an agency of the 
state (other than the state board of health SHPDA) designated by the gover- 
nor. The appeal proceedings shall be conducted pursuant to the requirements 
of the state of Alabama, regulations adopted under this article and federal 
regulations. Request for a fair hearing by the health systems agency or 
eppnesnt shall be made within 30 days of the decision by the state agency and 
shall have the effect of holding in abeyance the decision subject to the 
outcome of the fair hearing. The decision of the appeals agency shall be 
considered the final decision of the state agency; provided, that the applicant 
or the health systems agency may appeal the decision to the circuit court of 
the county in which the applicant resides or of the county in which the 
applicant is situated. 


(15) Preparation and publication, at least annually, of reports by the 
state agency to the review being conducted, decision reached, certificates 
issued and status of proposals. 


(16) Access by the general public to applications reviewed by the state 
board of health SHPDA and to other written material pertinent to the review. 


(17) Provisions for letters of intent in the case of construction projects 
by persons proposing such projects. Letters of intent shall be in such detail as 
the state board of health SHPDA may direct by regulations. Letters of intent 
shal not substitute for the formal application for a certificate of need as 
provided in this article. 


(18) Provision that the review procedure may vary according to the 
purpose for which a particular review is being conducted and/or the nature 
and type of service or expenditure proposed. 


Section 14. INJUNCTIVE RELIEF; ISSUANCE OF LICENSE FOR 
IN-PATIENT BEDS OR FACILITIES IN VIOLATION OF ARTICLE 
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PROHIBITED; FACILITIES IN VIOLATION OF ARTICLE NOT TO RE- 
CEIVE REIMBURSEMENT FOR SERVICES. 


(a) Injunctive relief against violations of this article or any reasonable 
rules and regulations of the state board of health SHPDA may be obtained 
from the circuit court of Montgomery County, Alabama, at the instance of the 
state board of health SHPDA, any holder of a certificate of need that is 
adversely affected in the exercise of privileges thereunder by such violation 
or any member of the public directly and adversely affected by such violation. 
Upon written request by the state board of health SHPDA, it shall be the duty 
of the attorney general of the state of Alabama to furnish such legal services 
as may be appropriate and to prosecute such action for injunctive relief to an 
appropriate conclusion. 


(b) The state board of health shall not issue a license to operate new 
in-patient beds or any health care facility constructed, or acquired in viola- 
tion of this article and without a certificate of need issued pursuant to this 
article. 


(c) Any facility or service provided or constructed in violation of this 
article and without a certificate of need shall not receive reimbursement for 
services rendered by the health care facility or for the service provided by the 
facility which is provided in violation of said article without a certificate of 
need. This provision applies to all reimbursement programs administered by 
the state of Alabama. Recommendations will be made to other reimbursing 
agencies that reimbursement be denied. 


Section 15. ARTICLE CUMULATIVE; CONFLICTING LAWS. 


The provisions of this article are cumulative and, insofar as possible, 
they shall be construed in pari materia with other laws relating to public 
health. Nevertheless, all laws or parts of laws which conflict with this article 
are repealed. 


Section 16. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 17. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 18. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. Declaration of State Policy. 


The Legislature hereby finds, determines and declares the public policy 
of this state to be that the District Attorney for the 15th Judicial Circuit have 
competent and qualified investigative personnel with which to perform the 
duties of the said office and that the said personnel be reasonably and fairly 
compensated by way of salary and fringe benefits and that the said investiga- 
tive personnel be furnished with the reasonable and necessary supplies and 
equipment which are proper for the dispatch of the powers, duties and 
responsibilities of said office. 


Section II. (a) The District Attorney for the 15th Judicial Circuit may 
appoint at least six investigators for such office. 


(b) The District Attorney for the 15th Judicial Circuit may also appoint 
an investigator who shall serve as chief investigator for such office. 


(c) All investigators appointed pursuant to this section shall be com- 
pensated in accordance with the pay plans adopted by the governing bodies of 
each county comprising the 15th Judicial Circuit. 


(1) The annual salaries to be paid the chief investigator and other 
investigators appointed pursuant to the provisions of this section shall be 
computed by the use of levels and steps. 


(2) Levels may refer to the amount of investigating experience or 
training which such investigator has at the time of such investigator’s ap- 
pointment. 


(3) Steps shall refer to the amount of time that such investigator has 
served in such office. 


(4) Each level will be comprised of seven steps established in the same 
manner as other county employees merit pay plan steps. 


(5) Minimum compensation for a Level I investigator will be estab- 
lished at one merit pay step above the highest step established for the 
Assistant Chief Deputy Sheriff. 


(6) Minimum compensation for the Level II investigator will be one 
step above the minimum compensation established for a Level I investigator. 


(7) Minimum compensation for the Level III investigator will be three 
steps above the minimum compensation established for a Level I inves- 
tigator. 


(8) Minimum compensation for the Level IV chief investigator will be 
four steps above the minimum compensation established for a Level I inves- 
tigator. 


(9) The District Attorney of the 15th Judicial Circuit may appoint two 
Level I investigators, two Level II investigators, two Level III investigators 
and one Level IV chief investigator. 


(d) Such annual salaries shall be paid from such available funds as 
determined in the discretion of the county governing bodies of each county 
comprising the 15th Judicial Circuit in an amount proportionate to the 
number of counties comprising such circuit excluding the Solicitor’s Fund. 


(e) Such investigators shall be entitled to all general benefits to which 
other county employees are entitled. 
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(f) The District Attorney of the 15th Judicial Circuit, in his discre- 
tion, may place any investigator on any of the first three steps of the pay 
plan as he deems appropriate. 


Section III. (a) Whenever the county commission of any county 
comprising the 15th Judicial Circuit shall grant to the employees therof, 
a cost-of-living increase in salary, the compensation of the investigators 
provided herein shall be increased in an amount commensurate with such 
cost-of-living increase in salary granted such county employees. 


(b) Those investigator positions of employment now existing in the 
office of the District Attorney for the 15th Judicial Circuit shall become 
investigator positions of employment for the purposes of computation of 
salaries and other benefits pursuant to this act. 


(c) The District Attorney may develop job descriptions and classifi- 
cations for such level of compensation herein provided. 


Said District Attorney may alter, modify, delete or otherwise change 
any such description or classification as the said District Attorney may 
deem necessary. 


(d) Nothing contained in this act shall be construed so as to reduce 
the number or type of positions of employment in the Office of the Dis- 
trict Attorney for such circuit as of the effective date of this act, or to re- 
duce the salaries and other benefits for such positions of employment in 
any amount whatsoever unless recommended by the District Attorney. 


Section IV. (a) The District Attorney for such circuit may appoint 
such other or additional investigators at such compensation as the said 
District Attorney shall deem necessary. Such other or additional inves- 
tigators may be paid from such funds which are now or hereafter may be 
available to the District Attorney for such purposes. 


(b) The Governor of the State of Alabama may, in his discretion, 
utilize monies which is within his discretionary power to expend or other 
appropriate sources for the payment of all or part of the compensation of 
such investigators. 


(c) The County Commission of the counties comprising such circuit 
may, in their discretion, utilize monies from the General Fund of such 
counties or other appropriate sources for the payment of all or part of the 
compensation of such other or additional investigators. 


(e) The District Attorney for such circuit may, in his discretion, 
apply for and utilize law enforcement planning agency grants, as well as 
any and all other sources of funds which may be now or hereafter avail- 
able for such purposes to pay all or part of the compensation of such 
other or additional investigators. 


Section V. The District Attorney for such circuit may contract for or 
otherwise employ special investigators who shall be compensated at a 
salary to be negotiated by the District Attorney. Such District Attorney 
may utilize the Solicitor’s Fund of such circuit, or any other appropriate 
source of funds, for the payment of such compensation. 


Section VI. The governing bodies of the county or counties compris- 
ing such circuit may, in their discretion, purchase, upon application of 
the District Attorney, supplies, including automobiles, radios and other 
equipment for use by such investigators which are necessary for the 
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proper performance of their duties assigned them. The governing body of 
such counties shall also be responsible for the maintenance and upkeep of 
such supplies and equipment. 


Section VII. (a) All investigators appointed pursuant to this act 
shall perform all duties and responsibilities assigned to them by the Dis- 
trict Attorney for the 15th Judicial Circuit when in the opinion of the 
said District Attorney such duties and responsibilities aid the said Dis- 
me Attorney in the performance of the duties of such District Attorney’s 
office. 


(b) All investigators appointed pursuant to the provisions of this act 
shall have and be endowed with all the authority and powers granted or 
otherwise vested in all deputy sheriffs and all other law enforcement offi- 
cers in any county in Alabama, including, but not limited to, the power 
to serve or otherwise execute any warrant, writ, capias, court order, de- 
cree, subpoena or other service of process. 


Section VIII. The provisions of any existing merit system or civil 
service law shall] not be applicable to any investigators appointed under 
this act, and all investigators employed pursuant to the provisions of this 
act shall be appointed by and serve at the pleasure of the District Attor- 
ney for the 15th Judicial Circuit. 


Section IX. The provisions of this act are supplemental and shall 
not be construed to repeal any law not in direct conflict herewith.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To amend Section 16-36-2, Code of Alabama 1975, which provides for the 
composition of the state textbook committee, so as to increase the member- 
ship on the committee. 
Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 16-36-2, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 
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“Section 16-36-2. (a) The state textbook committee shall be composed 
of 16 23 members. Four of such members shall be secondary school classroom 
teachers and four elementary school classroom teachers. One of these eight 
members shall be appointed from each of the eight seven congressional 
districts, as such districts are now constituted, and one shall be appointed 
statewide. There shall also be four members appointed from the state at 
large, and these four members may be either classroom teachers or persons 
actively engaged in the supervisory or administrative capacity in the field of 
education. There shall be two members of the committee who are employees 
of state institutions of higher learning. These 14 members of the state 
textbook committee shall each be appointed by the state board of education 
upon nominations made by the state superintendent of education. In addi- 
tion, two Nine members shall be appointed by the Governor, subject to the 
confirmation of the Senate, one from each of the Seven Congressional Dis- 
tricts, as such districts are now constituted and two appointed statewide and, 
these two shall be members of local city or county boards of education at the 
time of their appointment. Neither of these members shall have been em- 
ployed in the field of education. All members of the textbook committee shall 
be appointed for terms of one year, beginning on the first day of July May. 
These 9 additional members shall have general knowledge of the subject area 
to be considered for textbook adoption and shall be supportive of public 
education and shall have a demonstrated ability to read and write at a post 
high school level and shall not be employed in public education. 


“(b) Vacancies in the office of any of the committee members shall be 
filled by the original appointing authority, and the appointee shall hold office 
for the unexpired term and until his successor is appointed and qualified. 


“(c) In order to qualify as a member of the committee, each person 
appointed shall make an affidavit to be filed with the state board of education 
within 10 days after notice of his appointment that he will discharge faith- 
fully all the duties imposed upon him as a member of the state textbook 
committee; that he has no interest, directly or indirectly, in any contract that 
may be made under this chapter; that he has no interest as author, as 
associate author, as publisher or as a representative of the author or pub- 
lisher of any textbook; that he has no pecuniary interest, directly or indi- 
rectly, in the business or profits of any person, firm or corporation engaged in 
manufacturing, publishing or selling textbooks; that he will not accept any 
emolument or promise of future reward of any kind from any publisher of 
textbooks, his agents or anyone interested in or intending to bias his judg- 
ment in any way in the selection of any textbook up for adoption; also that he 
will not reveal to anyone, except to the state board of education, the findings, 
ratings or grading of the state textbook committee. 


“(d) It shall be a misdemeanor for any member of said committee or the 
secretary thereof, or for any other person, to disclose ratings and gradings to 
anyone except to the state board of education, until after the contracts are 
made, and anyone found guilty of doing so shall be fined not exceeding 
$500.00 and also may be imprisoned or sentenced to hard labor for a term not 
exceeding six months.” 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 


To amend Section 16-36-2, Code of Alabama 1975, which provides for 
the composition of the state textbook committee, so as to increase the 
membership on the committee. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 16-36-2, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 16-36-2. (a) The state textbook committee shall be com- 
posed of 16 23 members. Four of such members shall be secondary school 
classroom teachers and four elementary school classroom teachers. One of 
these eight members shall be appointed from each of the eight seven con- 
gressional districts, as such districts are now constituted, and one shall 
be appointed statewide. There shall also be four members appointed from 
the state at large, and these four members may be either classroom 
teachers or persons actively engaged in the supervisory or administrative 
capacity in the field of education. There shall be two members of the 
committee who are employees of state institutions of higher learning. 
These 14 members of the state textbook committee shall each be ap- 
pointed by the state board of education upon nominations made by the 
state superintendent of education. In addition, two Nine members shall 
be appointed by the Governor, subject to the confirmation of the Senate, 
one from each of the seven congressional districts, as such districts are 
now constituted and two appointed statewide and, these two shall be 
members of local city or county boards of education at the time of their 
appointment. Neither of these members shall have been employed in the 
field of education. All members of the textbook committee shall be ap- 
pointed for terms of one year, beginning on the first day of July May. 
Two of the members appointed from the congressional districts shall be 
recommended by the state superintendent of education. These 9 addi- 
tional members shall have general knowledge of the subject area to be 
considered for textbook adoption and shall be supportive of public educa- 
tion and shall have a demonstrated ability to read and write at a post 
high school level and shall not be employed in education. 


“(b) Vacancies in the office of any of the committee members shall be 
filled by the original appointing authority, and the appointee shall hold 
office for the unexpired term and until his successor is appointed and 
qualified. 
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“(c) In order to qualify as a member of the committee, each person 
appointed shall make an affidavit to be filed with the state board of education 
within 10 days after notice of his appointment that he will discharge faith- 
fully all the duties imposed upon him as a member of the state textbook 
committee; that he has no interest, directly or indirectly, in any contract that 
may be made under this chapter, that he has no interest as author, as 
associate author, as publisher or as a representative of the author or pub- 
lisher of any textbook; that he has no pecuniary interest, directly or indi- 
rectly, in the business or profits of any person, firm or corporation engaged in 
manufacturing, publishing or selling textbooks; that he will not accept any 
emolument or promise of future reward of any kind from any publisher of 
textbooks, his agents or anyone interested in or intending to bias his judg- 
ment in any way in the selection of any textbook up for adoption; also that he 
will not reveal to anyone, except to the state board of education, the findings, 
ratings or grading of the state textbook committee. 


“(d) It shall be a misdemeanor for any member of said committee or the 
secretary thereof, or for any other person, to disclose ratings and grading to 
anyone except to the state board of education, until after the contracts are 
made, and anyone found guilty of doing so shall be fined not exceeding 
$500.00 and also may be imprisoned or sentenced to hard labor for a term not 
exceeding six months.” 

Section 2. The vacancies created by the passage of this act shall be 
filled immediately and those appointed shall serve until confirmed by the 
Senate during the first legislative session subsequent to the passage of this 
act. All subsequent appointments by the Governor shall be submitted and 
confirmed by the Senate by April 1 each year thereafter. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law, except 
as otherwise herein provided.

TO BE ENTITLED 

AN ACT 
To amend section 40-9-19 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
relating to an ad valorem tax exemption from state ad valorem taxes on 
homesteads so as to increase the limit of said exemption from $2,000.00 to 
$4,000.00 in assessed value; to further provide for homestead exemptions so 
as to provide that any county, municipality or other local taxing authority 
may at any time grant an exemption from any levy of ad valorem taxes 
levied by such county, municipality or other local taxing 
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authority and to prescribe that such exemption shall not exceed $4,000.00 in 
assessed value; and to provide that this amendatory Act shall become null 
and void and of no further force or effect in this state upon the occurrence of a 
specified event. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 40-9-19 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is 
hereby further amended to read as follows: 


“$40-9-19. (a) Homesteads, as defined by the Constitution and laws of 
Alabama, are hereby exempted from all state ad valorem taxes. In no case 
shall the exemption herein made apply to more than one person, head of the 
family, nor shall the said exemption exceed $2,000.00 $4,000.00 in assessed 
value, nor 160 acres in area for any resident of this state who is not over 65 
years of age. The homesteads of residents of this state, over 65 years of age, or 
who are retired due to permanent and total disability, regardless of age, or 
who are blind as defined in section 1-1-3, regardless of age or whether such 
person is retired, shall be exempt from all state ad valorem taxes. 


The state commissioner of revenue is hereby empowered to define and 
specify the condition or state of health that makes a person “permanently and 
totally disabled” and may issue certificates of disability to such person as he 
may find meets such specifications. Any person who is drawing any pension 
or annuity from the armed services or a company or governmental agency as 
being permanently and totally disabled shall automatically be granted a 
certificate of permanent and total disability by the state commissioner of 
revenue. 


(b) For tax years beginning on and after October 1, 1981, for residents 
of this state not over 65 years of age, homesteads, as defined by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of Alabama, are hereby exempted from all ad valorem property 
taxes levied, except ad valorem taxes levied for school districts, by any county 
of this state. In no case shal] such exemption herein made apply to more than 
one person, head of the family, nor shal] the said exemption exceed $2,000.00 
in assessed value, nor 160 acres in area for any resident of this state who is 
not over 65 years of age except as provided in subsection (c) of this section. 


(c) For tax years beginning on and after October 1, 1981, the governing 
body of any county, municipality or other local taxing authority may at any 
time grant by resolution or ordinance an exemption from any levy of a 
valorem property taxes levied by such county, municipality or other local 
taxing authority on homesteads, as defined by the Constitution and laws of 
Alabama, of residents of this state not over 65 years of age. In no case shall 
such exemption herein allowed apply to more than one person, head of the 
family, nor shall said exemption, when added to any other homestead exemp- 
tion applicable to the same ad valorem tax levy, exceed $4,000.00 in assessed 
value, nor 160 acres in area. Any homestead exemption granted pursuant to 
this subsection (c) may be adjusted, rescinded or reinstated at any time by 
resolution or ordinance of the governing body of the county, municipality or 
other local taxing authority granting such exemption. Any action authorized 
by this subsection to be taken by a taxing authority, or the governing body 
thereof, shall, other than in the case of a municipality, be taken by resolution 
of the governing body of the county in which such taxing authority is located 
acting on behalf of such taxing authority; provided however, any action 
authorized by this subsection to be taken by a taxing authority, or the 
governing body thereof, which action shall affect countywide or district ad 
valorem taxes levied solely for the support of county or city 
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school districts, shall be taken by resolutions of the governing bodies and 
boards of the school systems that are recipients of the proceeds of the ad 
valorem tax so affected by such action. The provisions of this subsection (c) 
shall in no way annul or reduce exemptions provided under subsections (a), 
(b) and (d) of this section. 


(d) For tax years beginning on and after October 1, 1981, for residents 
of this state, over 65 years of age who have an annual adjusted gross income of 
less than $12,000.00 as reflected on the most recent state income tax return 
or some other appropriate evidence, or who are retired due to permanent and 
total disability, regardless of age, or who are blind as defined in section 1-1-3, 
regardless of age or whether such person is retired, homesteads, as defined in 
the Constitution and laws of Alabama, are hereby exempted from all ad 
valorem property taxes levied by any county of this state, including such 
taxes levied for school districts. In no case shall such exemption exceed 
$5,000.00 in assessed value, nor 160 acres in area. With respect to home- 
steads situated in more than one county, the exemption granted herein shall 
be prorated between the counties in which the homestead is situated in the 
proportion that the area of the homestead in each county bears to the total 
area of the homestead claimed for exemption. 


The department of revenue may by regulation define and specify the 
condition or state of health that makes a person “permanently and totally 
disabled” and may issue certificates of disability to any person that meets 
such specifications. Any person who is drawing any pension or annuity from 
the armed services, a private company or any governmental agency because 
he is permanently and totally disabled shall automatically be granted a 
certificate of permanent and total disability by the department of revenue. 


(e) The grant of any homestead exemption provided under the provi- 
sions of this section shall not be allowed if such grant shall prevent the 
payment of any bonded indebtedness secured by any tax to which the home- 
stead exemption would apply.” 


Section 2. This amendatory Act shall become null and void and of no 
further force or effect in this state if any statute, order of any court of 
competent jurisdiction or action by any government agency shall prevent the 
implementation of the new property tax reappraisal plan promulgated by the 
Alabama Department of Revenue (i.e. Division Directive No. 1 dated July 1, 
et as amended by Change No. 1 To Division Directive No. 1 dated April 29, 
1981). 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To amend Sections 9-11-47 and 9-11-49, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended by Act No. 82-407, H. 80, 1982 Regular Session, which relate to 
nonresident hunting licenses, so as to provide further for said licenses. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Sections 9-11-47 and 9-11-49, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended by Act No. 82-407, H. 80, 1982 Regular Session, are hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 9-11-47. Any nonresident of this state who is 16 years old or 
older must procure an annual ‘all game hunt license’ to hunt all legal game in 
this state by filing his application with the commissioner of conservation and 
natural resources or any judge of probate or other person authorized to issue 
same, stating his age, race, place of residence and post office address and after 
paying to the person issuing said license a fee of $175.00. 


“Every person making application for nonresident game license as pro- 
vided in this section and Sections 9-11-46, 9-11-48 and 9-11-49 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975 shall present a driver license or in the case of nondrivers, 
proof of permanent residence. All nonresident game licenses 
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shall bear the driver license number of the licenses and the state where said 
license was issued, except in the case of nondrivers, and all licenses shall bear 
proof of residence as required by the commissioner of conservation and 
natural resources. 


“Every person who obtains a nonresident game license without present- 
ing a driver license or in the case of nondrivers, proof of permanent residence, 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than twice the applicable license fee. 


“All game hunt licenses issued pursuant to this section shall be valid for 
hunting deer only from the opening date of statewide deer season through 
December 31 of that same year. Provided, however, the provisions of this 
paragraph as to the expiration date of such licenses shall not apply to 
nonresidents of this state who pay a fee to an authorized guide hunting 
service. The commissioner of the department of conservation and natural 
resources is hereby authorized to promulgate rules and regulations setting 
out the requirements for an approved guide hunting service. Provided, how- 
ever, the provisions of this paragraph as to the expiration date of such 
licenses shall not apply to nonresidents of this state who pay a fee to an 
authorized guide hunting service; provided, however, that any guide hunting 
service that has been in existence and operating within the State of Alabama 
during the hunting season immediately preceding the effective date of this 
act shall be automativally designated as an authorized guide hunting service 
and shall not be subject to any rules or regulations promulgated before or 
after the effective date of this act by the Commissioner of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources, or the Department or the Conservation 
Advisory Board, pertaining to guide hunting services in Alabama. The com- 
missioner of the department of conservation and natural resources is hereby 
authorized to promulgate rules and regulations setting out the requirements 
for an approved guide hunting service except those guide hunting services 
that have been in existence and operating within the state on the effective 
date of this act. 


“The issuing officer on authority shall be allowed a fee of $.50 $1.00 for 
each nonresident license issued by him as provided in this section and 
Sections 9-11-46, 9-11-48, and 9-11-49, which issuing fee shall be in addition 
to the cost of the license. 


“Section 9-11-49. Any nonresident of this state who is 16 years or older 
must procure a ‘trip all game hunt license’ to hunt all legal game in this state 
in the same manner as provided for procuring the nonresident annual hunt- 
ing licenses provided for in sections 9-11-46 and 9-11-47 by paying therefor 
the sum of $75.00 $50.00, which license will authorize the holder thereof to 
hunt in this state for a period of five seven days from the day said license was 
issued. 


“Trip all game hunt licenses issued pursuant to this section shall be valid 
for hunting deer only for seven-day periods between the opening date of 
statewide deer season and December 31 of this same year. Provided, however, 
the provisions of this paragraph as to the expiration date of such licenses 
shall not apply to non-residents of this state who pay a fee to an authorized 
guide hunting service. The commissioner of the department of conservation 
and natural resources is hereby authorized to promulgate rules and regula- 
tions setting out the requirements for an approved guide hunting service.” 


Section 2. Notwithstanding any rule, regulation or law to the contrary, 
the Commissioner of the Department of Conservation and Natural 
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Resources with consent of the Conservation Advisory Board is herevy au- 
thorized to establish bag limits, lengths of seasons and license fees for non- 
residents who reside in those states which have entered into reciprocal 
agreements as to the aforementioned with the State of Alabama. “But under 
no circumstance shall the annual all game license be less than $99 nor the 
trip all game license less than $50.” 

Section 3. Notwithstanding any other rules, regulation or law to the 
contrary, a nonresident individual Alabama property owner, upon presenta- 
tion of proof of the payment of at least $100.00 ad valorem property taxes for 
the current or preceding tax year, shall be treated as an Alabama resident for 
the purpose of procuring hunting licenses as provided in Articles 1 and 2 of 
Title 9 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law. 


Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act 
is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama which grants 
certain powers and authority to the governing bodies of Bullock, Coffee, 
Coosa, Dallas, Etowah, Geneva, Houston, Jefferson, Lawrence, Macon, 
Marengo, Mobile, Morgan, Talladega, Madison, Shelby, and Tuscaloosa 
Counties and of the municipalities situated therein relating to the acquisi- 
tion, leasing, sale and development of industrial site and industrial park 
projects, said amendment to be effective only in such counties where ap- 
proved by the voters thereof. 
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Be It Enacted by the legislature of Alabama. 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901 is proposed, and shall become valid as a part of the Constitution when 
approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon and upon 
proclamation of the Governor. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


For the promotion of local economic and industrial development, the 
governing body of Bullock, Coffee, Coosa, Dallas, Etowah, Geneva, Houston, 
Jefferson, Lawrence, Macon, Marengo, Mobile, Morgan, Talladega, Madison, 
Shelby, and Tuscaloosa Counties and of each municipality situated in said 
counties, other provisions of law or this Constitution notwithstanding, shall 
each have, independently or in cooperation with one or more of such govern- 
mental entities in such counties, full and continuing power (a) to purchase, 
lease or otherwise acquire, land, or to utilize land heretofore purchased or 
otherwise acquired, and to improve and develop such land for use as indus- 
trial site, or industrial park, projects, including, but not limited to, grading 
and the construction of roads, drainage, sewers, sewage and waste disposal 
systems, parking areas and utilities to serve said projects, and (b) to lease, 
sell, grant, exchange, or otherwise convey, on terms approved by the govern- 
ing body of the county, or of municipality exercising such power, all, or any 
part of, any such project to any person, firm or corporation, public or private, 
including to any industrial development board or authority heretofore or 
hereafter created by any such county or municipality therein, for the purpose 
of the constructing, or developing thereon, by such purchaser or lessees, and 
the equipping and operating of, industrial, transportation, distribution, 
warehouse or research facilities, and of office and other facilities auxiliary to 
the foregoing. Nothing herein shall authorize the counties named, or any 
municipality there, to construct residential or any other buildings for the 
purpose of lease or sale. 


In carrying out the purposes of this amendment, neither the governing 
bodies of the counties named hereinabove, nor of any municipality situated in 
said counties to which this amendment is or becomes applicable, shall be 
subject to the provisions of Sections 93 or 94 of the Constitution of Alabama, 
as amended. The provisions of this amendment shall be self-executing and 
the powers granted hereby may be exercised as alternative to, or cumulative 
with, and in no way restrictive of, powers otherwise granted by law to the 
governing body of such counties, or of any municipality therein, or to any 
agency, board, or authority created or approved hereby pursuant to this 
Constitution or the laws of this State. 


The names and addresses of all parties involved in conveyances of land 
herein provided, and the amount of any monies paid or received, shall be 
published in the newspaper in the county with the largest circulation. 


This amendment shall not be construed to grant any power of eminent 
domain in addition to that which may be provided otherwise by statute 
heretofore or hereafter enacted by the Legislature of Alabama; nor shall this 
amendment be construed to affect the annexation statutes heretofore or 
hereafter enacted by said Legislature. 


Furthermore, no county or municipality shall sell any real property 
acquiring under the authority hereof for a price less than its actual purchase 
and development cost of such property, unless: 


(a) The price be approved at a public meeting of the governing body of 
such county or municipality; and 
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(b) At least fourteen (14) days prior to such public meeting at which such 
price is approved by such governing body, it has published notice in the 
newspaper with the largest circulation in the county in which the property is 
located stating (1) the acreage proposed to be sold, (2) the section or sections 
or subdivisions of record in which the property is located, (3) the price per acre 
at which sale is proposed to be made, and (4) the place where a map of the 
property can be examined by the public; and 


(c) The price thus approved is no less than the price advertised as 
aforesaid; provided, however, that should any real property be acquired for 
any purpose authorized by this amendment by eminent domain pursuant to 
other legislative authority as aforesaid, such property shall not be sold, in 
any event, for less than the price determined and paid pursuant to the orders 
of the court in such condemnation proceedings. Provided further, that no 
municipality shall acquire real property in unincorporated areas without a 
prior consent thereto as expressed in a resolution by the county governing 
body. Provided further, that no county or municipality shall acquire real 
property which is located in another county or municipality without such 
other county’s or municipality’s prior consent thereto as expressed in a 
resolution by its governing body. Nothing in the provisions of this constitu- 
tional amendment shall be construed to allow construction of dormitories or 
other type housing on or off university or college campuses. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be 
held at the next general, special, or primary election after the expiration of 
three months from final adjournment of the current session of the Legisla- 
ture. The election shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 
284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Sections 
17-17-1 through 17-17-6 of the Code of Alabama, 1975. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall 
be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be 
published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election in each county of the state. If a newspaper is not 
published in the county, a copy of the notice shall be posted at the courthouse 
and in three other places in the county. 


Section 4. This amendment shall not become effective in any of the 
counties herein as listed in the title and Section 1 unless it be approved by a 
majority of the electorate of the respective county participating in the elec- 
tion for the ratification of this amendment, as provided for in Section 2 above.

1. Legislation to revise, reform, and amend certain provisions of the 
Code of Alabama relating to criminal law, criminal procedure, and laws 
relating to confinement in prison and mental health facilities. 


2. A Constitutional Amendment creating the Alabama Higher Educa- 
tion Commission. 


3. Legislation to change the name, define the terms, establish the qual- 
ifications for membership, and define the role, scope and authority of the 
Alabama Commission on Higher Education. 
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4. Local Legislation.

(a) The Legislature convened, in response to the Governor’s proclama- 
tion, in its First Special Session 1981 commencing August 4, 1981, and 
passed the said proposed constitutional amendment in said Act No. 81-889, 
supra. Section 2 of that act provides in pertinent part: 
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“Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be 
held at the first statewide primary or general election after the expiration of 
three (3) months from the Enal adjournment of the session of the Legislature 
at which this bill is enacted. The election shall be held in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 284, as amended, and Section 285 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901 and Title 17, Chapter 17, Code of Alabama of 1975.” 


(b) The Legislature convened, in response to the Governor’s proclama- 
tion, in its Second Special Session 1981 commencing September 29, 1981. 


(c) The Legislature convened, in response to the Governor’s proclama- 
tion, in its Third Special Session 1981 commencing November 3, 1981, at 
which Act No. 81-1190, H. J. R. 75, Third Special Session 1981 (Acts, Special 
Session, 1981, p.p. 523-524, approved December 4, 1981), which redesignated 
the election date for March 2, 1981, on certain constitutional amendments 
[not at issue here] passed during the First, Second and Third Special Ses- 
OR a and designated the election date for said Act No. 81-889, supra, 
as follows: 


“... provided, however, the Constitutional Amendment proposed by Act 
No. 81-889, S. 32, 1981 First Special Session shall be placed on the September 
1982 primary or the November 1982 general election ballot.”

(i) Act No. 82-414, H. J. R. 165, 1982 Regular Session was passed by 
the House on March 23, 1982, and by the Senate on April 8, 1982, and 
provides in pertinent part: 


“BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the election date on the Septem- 
ber 1982 primary or the November 1982 general election ballot, as desig- 
nated by Act No. 81-1190, H. J. R. 75, Third Special Session 1981, is hereby 
rescinded and the said constitutional amendment proposed by Act No. 81-889 
shall be on the ballot at the first primary or general election in 1984.”

“WHEREAS, any purported executive veto of any order, vote or resolu- 
tion on questions of, inter alia, ‘the bringing on of elections by the two houses 
and amending this Constitution’ can be only a nullity and is without the 
constitutional authority of the Governor; now therefore, 


“BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we do, in accordance with Sec- 
tions 125, 284 and 287, Constitution of Alabama 1901, return H. J. R. 165, 
1982 Regular Session, to the Secretary of State and hereby direct that he 
assign an Act number to said H. J. R. 165, abide by the requirements pre- 
scribed therein and keep such document which relates to amending the 
Constitution and election date called therefor within the exclusive possession 
of his official capacity, so that the ballot shall be prepared and the date 
proclaimed as designated in H. J. R. 165, 1982 Regular Session.” 


(e) On July 16, 1982, without prior certification by the Secretary of 
State in meeting the requirements of Section 284, as amended by Ainend-

State agency; and to provide for the disposition of the earnings, if any, of the 
Authority. 


Rep. Manley, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 63. To further provide for criminal procedure and to prescribe the 
conditions for the issuance of warrants for night time searches and seizures; 
and to repeal Sections 15-5-8 and 15-5-12 of the Code of Alabama 1975, and 
all other conflicting laws relating to the issuance of warrants. 


H. 77. To amend Code of Alabama 1975, §§13A-12-190 through 13A-

Toprovide that mental condition, including insanity, shall not 
be a defense to any criminal charge, except that evidence, including the 
testimony of experts, is admissible on the issue of state of mind; to provide for 
the form of verdicts; to provide that notice of a mental condition defense must 
be pleaded at arraignment; to provide that use of expert witnesses or evidence 
by the defense shall be conditioned on the defendant’s submitting to an 
examination and testing by experts designated by the prosecution; to provide

1975, relating to the partition of property, so as to provide that section 
35-6-100 shall not apply to or adversely affect any petition for partition which 
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was filed and pending at the time such section became law on July 17, 1979, 
and to provide for certain plaintiffs attorney’s fees or other charges to be 
taxed as part of the court cost.

cate; limited partners; general partners; finance; distribution and with- 
drawal; assignment of partnership interest; dissolution; foreign limited 
partnerships; derivative actions; and to prescribe the powers, authority and

H. 103. To amend Section 15-18-82, Code of Alabama 1975, so as to 
change the mode of execution to a lethal injection of certain chemical sub- 
stances. 


H. 104. To provide that the Commissioner of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Corrections shall create and implement an administrative procedure 
in which inmates can redress grievances against officials, officers and agents 
of the Alabama Department of Corrections and other related state officials 
stemming from their incarcerated status. 


H. 112. To amend Section 15-16-24, Code of Alabama 1975, which 
relates to the defense of insanity, so as to clarify the verdict form rendered 
when a jury finds that the defendant did the act charged as constituting the 
offense, but also finds that at the time of committing the act, the defendant 
was insane and to repeal Section 13A-3-1 of the Alabama Criminal Code 
which provides for lack of criminal responsibility.

Kelley, Chairman of the Standing Committee on State Administra- 
tion, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they 
were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 3. To amend Section 36-22-19, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to 
the payment of certain membership dues for sheriffs, so as to provide further 
for the authorization of such payments by the county commission or like 
governing body. 


H. 4. To amend Section 9-13-11, Code of Alabama 1975, which relates 
to the willful and malicious burning of woodlands, so as to provide further for 
the definition of paraphernalia used in arson. 


H. 11. Toamend Sections 34-8-1 and 34-8-7, Code of Alabama 1975, to 
include a swimming pool contractor in the definition of “general contractor” 
found within Title 34, Chapter 8, Code of Alabama 1975, and to exclude a 
swimming pool contractor from the exemptions found within Section 34-8-7, 
Code of Alabama 1975. 


H. 50. Toamend§9-15-38 so as to eliminate the value limitation on the 
amount of damaged timber which the Commissioner of Conservation and 
Natural Resources may sell on a negotiated basis. 


H. 60. This bill includes a definition of a Religious Child Care Facility, 
§38-7-2 (13), and provides an exemption, §38-7-18, for religious child care 
facilities from state control. 
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H. 64. To make the illegal possession of food stamps a criminal offense 
and to prescribe the punishment for the commission of such crime. 


H. 75. To amend Code of Alabama 1975, §15-22-23 so as to require 
meetings of the board of pardons and paroles to be held at the call of the 
chairman or as determined by the board and to require open public meetings 
of the board for considerations after notice to the board and after due notice of 
the action to be considered shall have been given to a newspaper of general 
circulation, at least forty-five days prior to such meeting, within the judicial 
circuit where the defendant was convicted and, in addition, to require that 
due notice be furnished in writing by the board at least forty-five days prior to 
a meeting for consideration to the incumbent Attorney General, the judge 
who presided over the case and the district attorney who prosecuted the case 
and their successors in office, if any, the victim of the prisoner’s crime, or the 
immediate family of the victim of the prisoner’s crime and the sheriff of the 
jurisdiction in which the crime was committed and to provide a method for 
interested persons to make oral or written submissions to the board for 
consideration and to define due notice and immediate family and to provide 
that failure to comply with the provisions of subsections (b) and (c) shall 
render board action null and void; and, to amend Code of Alabama 1975, 
§ 15-22-25 to require the filing of information with the board with regard to 
each person sentenced and received in the jails of Alabama and to provide 
that the board shall not act on any application or case until a complete 
investigation of the prisoner’s social and criminal record has been made 
including contacts with the victim and/or the immediate family of the victim 
and investigating law enforcement officers; and, to amend Code of Alabama 
1975, §15-22-36 so as to require the written approval of the judge and district 
attorney who tried the person’s case or, if either or both are deceased, the 
written approval of his or their successors in office and to delete the notice 
provisions to the judge and district attorney who tried the prisoner’s case as 
previously contained in said section; to amend Code of Alabama 1975, §15- 
22-27 to provide that any death sentence commuted by the governor shall be 
commuted to life imprisonment without parole; to provide for severability; to 
provide for repeal of laws or parts of laws in conflict; and, to provide an 
effective date. 


H. 90. To amend Section 11-50-3138, Code of Alabama 1975, so as to 
permit officers of a municipality to receive a fee for serving on the board of 
directors of certain public utilities. 


H. 122. Proposing an amendment to Section 56 of the State Constitu- 
tion relating to immunity from arrest for members of the legislature for 
certain offenses, so as to provide that legislative members would not be 
immune from arrest resulting from the offense of driving a motor vehicle 
while under the influence of alcohol or controlled substances.

Constitution. 


H. 91. To provide for criminal penalties for failure to obey a lawful 
order of a member of the state national guard when said member of the 
national guard is lawfully serving on state active duty. 


H. 92. To amend Section 31-2-90, Code of Alabama 1975, which pro- 
vides for appointment of defense counsel in actions against members of the 
national guard, so as to make such counsel available at state expense, from 
the regular or special appropriations for the maintenance of the national 
guard or the general fund, in the discretion of the governor, when the 
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adjutant general determines that a member of the national guard acted 
reasonably or in his official capacity in the discharge of any duty under the 
military code. 


H. 93. To provide that members of the national guard while on 
emergency state active duty and while actually performing a mission in 
connection with emergency state active duty, and when the Governor has 
declared that emergency powers are necessary, members of the national 
guard selected by the Adjutant General or his designated representative, 
shall be possessed with the same legal authority as any other state law 
enforcement officer, including but not limited to powers of arrest and to 
further provide for the wearing of badges. 


H. 94. To amend Section 31-2-89, Code of Alabama 1975, which bars 
actions or proceedings against members of the national guard for acts done in 
the discharge of military duty, so as to provide for conditions under which 
indemnification by the state shall be available to such persons. 


H. 187. Toamend Section 41-9-213, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to 
the rights and privileges, including salary and benefits of the director and 
personnel in the office of state planning and federal programs, so as to provide 
expense and travel allowances for such officers and employees, whether 
within or without the United States. 


Rep. Carothers, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Health, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 20. To authorize the State Health Department to establish a train- 
ing program for persons interested in qualifying to perform soil percolation 
tests and soil borings. Further authorizing the Health Department to charge 
necessary registration fees for attending the course, to help offset any ex- 
penses. To further authorize members of the County Health Departments to 
assist oe performing tests and to charge a fee to recover the actual expenses 
incurred. 


H. 28. To amend Section 16-22-3, Code of Alabama 1975, requiring 
examination for tuberculosis of school personnel by deleting the specific tests 
and frequency and adding the determination of same to be by rule of state 
board of health. 


Rep. Whatley, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Agriculture and 
Forestry, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit:

exemption from the payment of such assessment at the point of sale.

To amend Section 9-11-235, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to 
nighttime hunting, so as to allow the use of shotgun and number six (6) shot 
or smaller and standard .22 caliber rimfire firearms other than .22 magnum 
rimfire firearms in the nighttime hunting of raccoon and opossom. 


H. 13. To amend §9-11-257 as last amended, relating to hunting 
within 100 yards of roads, highways, or railroads without permission from an 
adjacent landowner, so as to provide that no person, except a duly authorized 
law enforcement officer acting in the line of duty or person otherwise au- 
thorized by law, shall hunt or discharge any firearm from, upon, or across any 
public road, public highway or railroad, or their rights-of-way, logging rail- 
roads excepted; and to provide penalties for the violation thereof.

Relating to elections; authorizing the use of a greater variety of 
vote tabulating equipment including electronic vote counting systems; pro- 
viding for a clearinghouse for information on voting equipment and for the 
testing and certification of such equipment; creating the Alabama Electronic 
Voting Committee, its membership, meetings and authority; prescribing 
certain duties for the Secretary of State; and providing definitions and proce- 
dures for implementation of the provisions of the Act. 


Rep. Edwards, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Govern- 
ment, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit:

Rep. Ray, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legislation No. 
1, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they 
were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 14. Relating to Colbert County; to levy a privilege or license tax on 
persons, corporations, partnerships, firms, associations, and other entities

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama 


Section 1. Section 16-5-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“DEFINITIONS. The following terms shall have the meanings respec- 
tively prescribed for them, except when the context otherwise requires: 


“(1) PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS OF HIGHER EDUCATION. Those pub- 
lic educational institutions in Alabama which have been authorized by the 
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legislature or by the Constitution to provide formal education, including 
vocational, technical, collegiate, professional or any other form of education, 
above the secondary school level. 


“(2) COMMISSION. The Alabama commission on Higher Education 
Commission created by this chapter. 


“(3) INSTRUCTIONAL PROGRAM. A series of courses at any one 
location which culminate in a degree, certificate or other formal recognition 
of academic credit. 


“(4) UNIT. A school, college, division or institute within the organiza- 
tional structure of a public institution of higher education and includes the 
establishment of any new branch or campus. The term does not include 
reasonable extension or alterations of existing curricula or programs which 
have a direct relationship to existing programs previously approved by the 
commission; the commission may, under its rule-making authority, define 
the character of such reasonable extension and alterations. 


(5) OFF CAMPUS OFFERING. Any credit course, instructional wnit 
or instructional program conducted off the main campus of any postsecon- 
dary institution in existence and separately accredited by the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Schools at the time of the passage of this chapter, 
or any new campus previously or hereafter approved by the commission. 


“(5). STATE FUNDS. For the purpose of this chapter the term includes 
those funds appropriated from the Alabama Special Education Trust Fund to 
support an instructional, public service or research program.”

One Two person persons shall be appointed from each United States congres- 
sional] district in Alabama and shall reside or maintain an office or place of 
business within the congressional district from which he is appointed, and 
the remaining members member shall be appointed from the state at large 
with no more than two in number of the total 12 members being from the 
same congressional district. 


“(b) The 12 15 members shall be citizens of the state and shall be 
selected, as far as may be practicable, on the basis of their interest in higher 
education. Appointees shall be selected without regard to political affiliation 
and appointments shall be of a nature as to aid the work of the commission 
and to inspire the highest degree of cooperation and confidence. No member 
of the commission shall be on the governing boards, be employed by or 
directly connected with any institution of higher education in the state, the 
state department of education or any county or other local board of education. 
Such formal or direct connection does not preclude a member from being an 
individually active alumnus or alumna of a public institution of higher 
education. No member of the commission shall serve past June 30th follow- 
ing his seventieth birthday. All members of the commission shall be deemed 
members at large charged with the responsibility of serving the best interest 
of the entire system of higher education in the state. No member shall act as 
the representative of any particular region or of any particular institution or 
higher education. New appointments to the commission shall be made so that 
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the total membership of the commission is broadly representative of the total 
population of the State of Alabama. No individual with vested personal, 
business or perofessional interests in conflict with the Commission’s inter- 
ests shall be appointed. Candidates for appointment to the Commission shall 
be reviewed on the basis of a strong commitment to the goals of the Commis- 
sion in promoting and influencing a high quality of activities in higher 
education. The candidates for appointment and the members of the Commis- 
sion shall be without direct or indirect business or economic interest in the 
actions of the Commission. 


“(c) The commission shall serve in an advisory capacity to the legisla- 
ture and the governor of this state in respect to all matters pertaining to state 
funds for the operation and the allocation of funds for capital improvements 
of state supported institutions of higher education. the operation and main- 
tenance, including the allocation of funds for capital improvements, of state 
supported institutions of higher education. The initial memberstip of the 
commission and the term of each initial member is as follows in section 
16-5-3.” 


Section 3. Section 16-5-3, the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“(a) Members of the Commission shall be selected for nine-year terms 
expiring on August 31 of the respective year. The current twelve members of 
the Alabama Commission on Higher Education are subject to reconfirmation 
by the Senate and shall continue to the expiration of their respective terms 
subsequent to such reconfirmation as members of the Commission created 
hereby, but shall continue to serve as appointed until such reconfirmation. In 
the event that the Senate shall fail to reconfirm a current member the 
governor shall with the advice and consent of the Senate appoint a replace- 
ment for the unexpired term. Of the three new appointees one shall be 
appointed by the governor for a term of three years, one shall be appointed by 
the lieutenant governor for a term of six yeurs and one by the speaker of 
House of Representatives for a term of nine years. 


“(b) The members of the Commission shall continue to serve after the 
expiration of their terms until their successors have been appointed. In the 
event that the number of congressional districts shall change, incumbents on 
the Commission shall complete their terms as members of the Commission. If 
the number of congressional districts shall change, the membership will 
remain at 12 15 with the number of at-large memberships being adjusted, if 
necessary, so that each congressional district is represented. If the senate is 
not in session or is in recess when the term of a member expires, the initial 
appointing authority shall make a temporary appointment of a succeeding 
member who shall serve subject to subsequent Senate approval of the ap- 
pointment. 


“(c) Vacancies and new appointments on the Commission shall be filled 
by appointment of the ex officio officer responsible for the initial appoint- 
ment. If the Senate is not in session or is in recess when the appointment is 
made, the appointee shall serve subject to subsequent approval of the ap- 
pointment. 


“(d) Any person who serves for five or more years as a member of the 
Commission shall not be eligible for reappointment to succeed himself or 
herself until the next vacancy occurs after his or her successor is named.” 


Section 4. Section 16-54 the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 
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“(a) The first meeting of the commission shall be called by the governor 
who shall preside until a chairman is selected. The commission shall elect 
annually from its own members a chairman and such other officers as it may 
deem desirable and shall adopt rules for its organization in the conduct of its 

usiness. 


“(b) The commission shall hold regular meetings at such times as are 
Specitied in its rules. Special or additional meetings may be held on call of the 
chairman, or upon a call signed by at least six eight members, or upon call of 
the governor. The commission is encouraged to meet as often as seems 
desirable on the campuses of institutions of higher education in the state. The 
commission shall meet at least once every three months. A majority of the 
members of the commission shall constitute a quorum at all its meetings and 
the approval of a new unit or program of instruction or a new public institu- 
tion of higher education, or the recommendation for a new unit of research or 
public service as provided in section 16-5-8, shall require the concurrence ofa 
majority ofall the members of the commission. An agenda for the meetings in 
sufficient detail to indicate the terms on which final action is contemplated 
shall be mailed to the chairman of each governing board and to the chief 
administrative officer of each public institution of higher education at least 
two weeks prior to the meeting. Any public institution of postsecondary 
education or the state board of education may place an item for discussion on 
the agenda of the next commission meeting by informing the executive officer 
of the commission, in writing, of such request at least three weeks prior to the 
meeting. 


“(c) Members of the commission shall serve without compensation but 
shall be reimbursed for actual expenses incurred in the performance of their 
duties. 


“(d) The commission is authorized to appoint a highly qualified person 
as its executive officer who shall, with the consent and approval of the 
commission, select and supervise the commission’s staff and perform such 
other duties as may be delegated to him by the commission, within the 
amounts made available for the commission’s operation. The appointment of 
the executive officer shall be subject to confirmation by the senate each four 
years beginning with the regular session of 1981. Failure of the senate to 
confirm the executive officer shall result in his or her dismissal within 90 
days thereafter. 


“(e) The executive officer shall, with the consent and approval of the 
commission, employ such professional and clerical staff and other assistants, 
including specialists and consultants, upon a full or part-time basis as are 
necessary to assist the commission and the executive officer in performing 
the duties assigned by this chapter. The number of employees, their compen- 
sation and the other expenditures of the commission shall be within the 
limits and in compliance with the appropriation made therefor by the legisla- 
ture and within budgets that shall be approved from time to time by the 
commission. 


“(f) All full time employees of the commission shall be eligible to par- 
ticipate in the state teachers’ retirement system.” 


Section 5. Section 16-5-5 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 
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“The Commission, in consultation with the agencies and institutions 
concerned with higher education in this state, shall analyze and evaluate on 
a continuing basis the present and future needs for instruction, research and 
public service in postsecondary education in the state, including facilities, 
and assess the present and future capabilities. the use of advisory groups and 
consultants, as deemed desirable, may be used to meet these needs in order to 
provide the highest possible quality of collegiate and university education to 
all persons in the state able and willing to participate. One such advisory 
committee shall be the council of presidents, consisting of the president of 
each public four-year institution of higher education, the state superinten- 
dent of education the chancellor of the Department of Postsecondary Educa- 
tion or other officer responsible for the governance of the public two-year 
institutions and the presidents of three public two-year institutions of higher 
education, to be selected by the superintendent of education.” chancellor of 
the Department of Postsecondary Education.” 


Section 6. Section 16-5-8 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“(a) The commission on higher education is authorized to review period- 
ically all new and existing programs and units of instruction, research and 
public service funded by state appropriations at the state universities and 
colleges and to share with the appropriate governing board, through the 
president of the institution, and state legislature, its recommendation. 


“(b) The commission shall seek through the use of advisory committees 
to study needless duplication of education, research or service programs and 
programs which are not adequately provided in the state, and shall make 
findings and recommendations to the institutions, the governor and the 
legislature that would strengthen the total program of higher education in 
the state. make higher education more cost efficient in the state. 


“(c) The governing boards of public institutions of higher education in 
this state and the campuses under the governance or supervision shall not 
hereafter undertake the establishment of any new unit or program of instruc- 
tion for academic credit with state funds before submitting plans for the new 
unit or program to the commission for its review, evaluation and approval. 
No state funds shall be expended by any public institution on any new unit or 
program of instruction which has not been approved by the commission. Any 
such plan submitted to the commission, or its staff, however, and not receiv- 
ing final action by the commission within 10 12 months of submission shall be 
considered approved. The term “new unit of instruction,” includes the estab- 
lishment of a college, school, division or institute, and includes the estab- 
lishment of any new branch or campus. The term does not include reasonable 
extensions or alterations of existing curricula, or programs which have a 
direct relationship to existing programs; and the commission may, under its 
rule-making power, define the character of such reasonable extensions and 
alterations. 


(d) The commission shall have the authority to authorize and regulate 
off campus offerings, new or existing. An exception of this off-campus author- 
ity is provided for the branch campuses of universities or branch campuses of 
junior colleges in existence at the time of passage of this chapter whose fall 
1978 registrations exceeded 500 class enrollments and branch campuses of 
universities operating prior to 1960. For those branches which began operat- 
ing since 1960, the commission shall present its recommendation for the 
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legislature before a public joint meeting of the education committees of the 
house and senate no later than the fifth legislative day of the 1981 regular 
session of the legislature. In making such recommendation, the commission 
shall not use the ratio of full-time faculty to part-time faculty and/or a 
requirement to attend the main campus for degree completion as a part of its 
judgment of the quality of a program or branch campus. The education 
committee of each house shall report to its respective house with a concurr- 
ence or nonconcurrence on each recommendation of the commission. Debate 
on each recommendation shall be limited to one hour continuous uninter- 
rupted discussion for each recommendation and at the end of such time it 
shall be mandatory that the president of the senate and the speaker of the 
house shall in their respective houses call for a recorded vote. Such resolution 
by simple majority of both houses is required to affirm a commission recom- 
mendation. No more than one branch shall be continued or terminated in one 
resolution. 


“(d) The Commission shall have the authority to terminate existing 
programs and units of instruction, research and public service funded by 
state funds. Such termination shall require the concurrence of a majority of 
all the members of the commission. No state funds shall be expended by any 
public institution on any terminated unit or program after the expiration of 
one year from the Commission’s order of termination unless said termination 
order is specifically overruled by an act of the legislature. 


“(e) Nothing in this or any section, however, shall be construed to 
prohibit any institution of higher education in this state from seeking and 
securing by separate bill the approval of the legislature for any new unit or 
program of instruction, research or public service denied approval by the 
Commission, in which case the action of the legislature, when approved by 
the governor or otherwise upon becoming a law, is final. 


(f) Colleges and universities conducting off-campus offerings on mili- 
tary reservations are exempt from the commission’s regulatory review and 
approval authority for those offerings on the military reservation. 


“(f) Colleges and Universities conducting credit courses and instruc- 
tional programs on military reservations are exempt from the Commission’s 
regulatory review, approval and terminating authority for those offerings on 
the military reservations and may expend without the approval of the com- 
mission any funds received for the purpose of supporting these programs. 


Section 7. Section 16-5-9 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“(a) The governing boards of the public institutions of higher education 
shall submit to the commission through their appropriate administrative 
officers, not later than 90 days prior to each legislative session, its budget 
proposals for the operation and capital needs of the institution under its 
governance or supervision. 


“(b) The commission shall receive, evaluate and coordinate budget re- 
quests for the public institutions of higher education of this state, shall hold 
open hearings on the budget requests of the separate institutions and shall 
present to each institution, to the governor and the legislature, a single 
unified budget report containing budget recommendations for separate ap- 
propriations to each of the institutions. The consolidated budget and analysis 
of the commission shall be accompanied by the original requests and their 
justifications as submitted by each institution. The recommendations of the 
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commission shall be derived directly from its assessment of the actual fund- 
ing needs of each of the universities, as presented to it by the presidents, 
which assessment may include, but shall not be limited to, derived conclu- 
sions that may be based upon standard techniques of objectige measurement; 
need and unit cost figures arrived at through the use of comparative and 
verified data secured from the various institutions, applied in an impartial 
and objective manner, and comparison shall be made not only between 
similar functions of institutions in Alabama but also between Alabama 
institutions and similar functions of institutions located in other states, 
provided that nothing herein shall be construed to prohibit any institutions 
of higher education in this state from submitting any matter pertaining to 
the financial operation and needs of said institution to the legislature or to 
the governor at the time; provided, however, that the recommendation of the 
Commission shall be developed by reconciling the short and long term finan- 
cial needs of the subject institutions with the realistic estimates presented by 
the State Department of Revenue, the State Budget Officer, or other reputa- 
ble consultant of the short and long term revenue resources anticipated to be 
available to fund such financial needs of the institutions.” 


Section 8. Section 16-5-10 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“The commission shall exercise the following powers and duties in addi- 
tion to those otherwise specified in this chapter: 


“(1) To cause to be made such surveys and evaluations of higher educa- 
tion as are believed necessary for the purpose of providing appropriate infor- 
mation to carry out its powers and duties. 


“(2) To recommend to the legislature of Alabama the enactment of such 
legislation as it deems necessary or desirable to insure the highest quality of 
higher education in this state taking into consideration the orderly develop- 
ment and population and the change in social and technical requirements of 
the economy. 


“(83) To advise and council the governor, at his request, regarding any 
area of, or matter pertaining to, postsecondary education. and the legisla- 
ture, upon request, regarding any area of, or matter pertaining to, postsecon- 
dary education. 


“(4) To establish definitions of a junior college, a community college, a 
technical college or institute, a senior college, a university and university 
system; provided, that nothing herein shall be construed as authorizing the 
commission to establish or create any university system, nor to alter any 
university system presently existing. 


“(5) To develop and publish criteria which may be used by the legisla- 
ture as a basis: 


a. for changing the classification of any public institution of higher 
education; and 


b. for determining the need for new public junior colleges, public senior 
colleges, universities or university systems. 


Any proposed statute which would establish an additional institution of 
higher education may be submitted, either prior to introduction or by the 
standing committee considering same to the commission for its opinion as to 
the need for the state therefore, and the commission shall report its findings 
to the governor and the legislature. 
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“(6) To cause studies to be made for the purpose of classifying and 
prescribing the role and scope for each public institution of higher education 
in Alabama and to recommend such changes in classification or role and 
scope for such institutions as it deems necessary and which may be agreed to 
by the governing board of said institution. In making studies and recom- 
mendations for the purpose of classifying and prescribing the role and scope 
of institutions, the commission shall do so without regard for race and 
traditional role of the institution, provided, however, that in the absence of 
compelling reasons to the contrary the commission shall give priority to 
institutions having seniority in years of operation in the service area. When 
making recommendations for the elimination of deplication of educationally 
unnecessary programs, absent justifiable reasons to the contrary, the com- 
mission shall recommend the replacement of such programs and/or services 
with programs and/or services that will strengthen and enhance the role of 
the institution affected. 


“(7) To hear applications from the institutions for changes in classifica- 
tion or role and scope and to recommend to the legislature for clarification 
such classifications in role and scope which may not be agreed to by the 
governing board of any institution. 


“(8) To make continuing studies, on its own initiative or upon the re- 
quest of the governor or the legislature, of the financial needs of public higher 
education and issue such reports to the governor and the legislature as may 
result from its studies. 


“(9) To submit to the governor and the legislature on or before the first 
day of January of each year a written report covering the activities of the 
ee and the state of higher education in Alabama. The report shall 
include: 


a. Statements of the nature, progress or result of any studies under- 
taken or completed during the past fiscal year. 


b. Comments upon major developments, trends, new policies, budgets 
and financial considerations which, in the judgement of the commission will 
be useful in planning a sound program of higher education; and 


c. Recommendations respecting postsecondary education in this state as 
may be appropriate. 


“(10) To make rules and regulations for its meetings, procedures and 
execution of the powers and duties delegated to it by this chapter. 


“(11) To encourage the establishment and development of formal con- 
sortia for the advancement of higher education comprised of institutions of 
higher education in the state. 


“(12) To conduct a program of public information in order to inform 
citizens of the state of matters of importance to higher education in Alabama. 


“(13) To serve as the state agency for the administration of those titles of 
the Higher Edutation Act of 1965 (Public Law 89-329) as amended for those 
programs requiring a single state agency for which the commission qualifies, 
unless otherwise designated by executive order. or otherwise under the State 
Board of Education. 


“(14) To authorize and regulate instructional programs or units offered 
by non-Alabama institutions of postsecondary education in the State of 
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Alabama. No institutions of postsecondary education located outside of Ala- 
bama may offer units or programs of instruction within Alabama without 
prior approval of the commission. The commission under its rule-making 
authority shall establish criteria for the approval of such institutions and 
programs. 


*(15) The powers and duties of the commission shall apply equally to all 
postsecondary institutions regardless of any authority that may be, or has 
been, conferred upon them by the Constitution or by the statutes.” 


Section 9. Section 16-5-13 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“(a) The governing boards of the public institutions of higher education 
of this state shall retain all powers and duties heretofore given and conferred 
upon them by the Constitution or by any law expressed or implied, to govern, 
control and operate the institutions for which they are responsible. The 
Commission shall work with and support the respective boards and except 
where otherwise authorized by this statute, shall act in a fact-finding and 
advisory capacity. 


“(b) The state board of education and any successor board or boards 
which govern the state’s public postsecondary institutions, including senior 
institutions, community colleges, junior colleges and postsecondary techni- 
cal institutions or colleges, shall stand in the same relationship to the com- 
mission as do the university boards of trustees. The state superintendent of 
education or other officer charged with the responsibility for governance of 
the public two-year institutions Chancellor of the Department of Postsecon- 
dary Education shall stand in the same relationship to the commission as do 
the presidents of the universities.” 


Section 10. Any appropriation or other legislation pertaining to the 
Alabama Commission on Higher Education not in conflict with this act shall 
apply to the Alabama Higher Education Commission created by this act. All 
property, contracts, or other legal commitments of the Alabama Commission 
on Higher Education are hereby transferred to the Alabama Higher Educa- 
tion Commission created by this Act. 


Section 11. The provisions of the Act shall become effective upon the 
adoption of a proposed amendment to the Constitution of Alabama, authoriz- 
ing the creation of the Alabama Higher Education Commission, enacted 
during this session of the Legislature, 1982.

stances; to provide a minimum number of jurors from which a jury may be 
stryck in cases where two or more persons are tried jointly and to provide a 
method for striking a jury in such cases; to provide for the order of opening 
statements and closing arguments when two or more defendants are tried 
jointly; to repeal Sections 12-16-101, 15-8-52 and 15-14-20, Code of Alabama 
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1975; to provide for severability of provisions of this act; to provide an 
effective date; and to specify the cases to which this act applies. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. (a) Two or more offenses may be joined in an indictment, 
information or complaint, if they: (i) are of the same or similar character; or 
(ii) are based on the same conduct or are otherwise connected together in 
their commission; or (iii) are alleged to have been part of acommon scheme or 
plan. 


(b) Felonies and/or misdemeai. “~s may be joined in the same indict- 
ment; provided that not more than one _ffense shall be stated in each count. 


(c) Ifadefendant has been charged in separate proceedings, the court, on 
its own initiative or on motion of either , arty, may order, but not later than 
seven days prior to trial, that the cnarges be tried together if the offenses 
could have been joined in a single indictment, information or complaint. 
Proceedings thereafter shall be the same as if the prosecution initially were 
under a single indictment, information or complaint. Provided, further, that 
the court shall not order the offenses to be tried together without first 
providing the defendant and the prosecution with an opportunity to be heard. 


(d) Offenses joined in the same indictment, information or complaint 
shall be jointly tried unless severed as provided in the following sections. The 
fact that offenses are jointly tried shall not affect the court’s right to sentence 
separately each offense for which the defendant is convicted and to provide 
that each sentence shall run concurrently or consecutively the same as if the 
defendant had been tried separately for each offense. 


(e) Ifit appears that a defendant or the state is prejudiced, to the extent 
that a fair trial cannot be afforded, by a joinder of offenses in an indictment, 
information or complaint or for trial as provided in this Act, or if it appears 
that a defendant’s right to a speedy trial will be jeopardized by joinder, the 
court may order an election or separate trials of counts or charges or provide 
whatever relief justice may require. Provided however, regardless of the 
circumstances the court may also order election or separate trials of counts or 
charges if the parties agree thereto. 


(f) A defendant’s motion to sever offenses in the circuit court must be 
made not more than seven days after arraignment or after the filing of a 
written plea of not guilty prior to trial; in other courts such motion must be 
made not more than seven days after the-filing of the charges. If a ground 
which was not previously known, and which could not have been discovered 
previously through the exercise of due diligence, or during trial, the defen- 
dant must move for a severance of counts at the earliest opportunity. Sever- 
ance is waived if proper motion is not timely made. 


(g) No severance of offenses may be ordered after trial has commenced 
unless the defendant consents or unless a mistrial has been properly declared 
as to the offenses to be severed. Severance of offenses during trial on motion of 
defendant or with defendant’s consent shall not bar a subsequent trial of that 
defendant on the offenses severed. 


Section 2. (a) Two or more defendants who are charged with a crime 
or crimes involving the possession, distribution, or manufacture of drugs, or 
with a violent crime or crimes, or with soliciting, conspiring, or attempting to 
commit a crime or crimes involving the possession, distribution, or manufac- 
ture of drugs, or to commit a violent crime or crimes may be charged in the 
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same indictment, information or complaint if: (1) they are alleged to have 
participated in the same act or transaction, or (2) when several offenses are a 
part of common conspiracy, scheme or plan, or (3) when several offenses are 
so closely connected that it would be difficult to separate the proof of one from 
the proof of the other. For purposes of this section, the term “violent crime” 
shall be defined to include any crime which involves a capital offense, mur- 
der, manslaughter, assault, kidnapping, rape, sodomy, sexual abuse, 
burglary, arson, extortion, or robbery. 


(b) Such defendants may be charged in one or more counts together or 
separately, and all of the defendants need not be charged in each count. 


(c) If the defendants are charged in separate proceedings, the court, on 
its own initiative or on motion of any party, may order, but not later than 
seven days prior to trial, that the defendants be joined for the purposes of 
trial. Proceedings thereafter shall be the same as if the prosecution initially 
was under a single indictment, information or complaint. Provided, further, 
the court shall not order the defendants to be tried together without first 
pone the defendants and the prosecution with an opportunity to be 

eard. 


(d) Defendants joined in the same indictment, information or complaint 
shall be jointly tried unless severed as provided in Subsection (e) of this 
section. 


(e) Ifit appears that a defendant or the State is prejudiced, to the extent 
that a fair trial cannot be afforded, by a joinder of defendants in an indict- 
ment, information or complaint or for trial as provided in this Act, or if it 
appears that a defendant’s right to a speedy trial will be jeopardized by 
joinder, the court may, after a hearing with reasonable notice to the parties, 
order separate trials or provide whatever other relief justice requires. Pro- 
vided however, regardless of the circumstances the court may also order 
separate trials if all the parties agree thereto. 


(f) In ruling on a motion by a defendant for a severance, the court may 
order the District Attorney or other prosecuting attorney to deliver to the 
court for inspection in-camera any statements or confessions made by the 
defendants which the State intends to introduce as evidence in the trial. 


(g) A defendant’s motion to sever in the circuit court must be made not 
more than seven days after arraignment or after the filing of a written plea of 
not guilty prior to trial; in other courts such motion must be made not more 
than seven days after the filing of the charge or charges. If a ground which 
was not previously known, and which could not have been discovered previ- 
ously through the exercise of due diligence, arises thereafter or during the 
trial, the defendant must move for severance at the earliest opportunity. 
Severance is waived if the proper motion is not timely made. 


(h) No severance of the defendants may be ordered after trial has com- 
menced unless the defendants consent or unless a mistrial has been declared 
as to the defendants to be severed. Severance of offenses during trial upon 
motion of the defendant or with the defendant’s consent shall not bar a 
subsequent trial of that defendant on the offenses severed. 


Section 3. Iftwoor more defendants are tried jointly in circuit court, to 
the minimum number of jurors from which a jury shall be struck as may be 
required by law or court rule, there shall be added twelve additional jurors for 
each additional defendant up to a maximum of twenty-four additional jurors. 
The district attorney shall strike first and shall strike the name of one juror 
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from the list; then one defendant shall strike one name from the list; then the 
district attorney shall strike one more name from the list; then another 
defendant shall strike one name from the list; and so on in this manner so as 
to provide that the district attorney shall be entitled to every second strike, 
regardless of the number of defendants. The defendants shall] each have a 
turn to strike in the same order as the filing of the charges against them; or if 
they were charged in the same instrument, then in the order in which their 
respective charges appear therein; unless they agree upon a different order. 


Section 4. If two or more defendants are tried jointly, their opening 
statements and closing arguments shall be made in the same order as pro- 
vided in this Act for exercising their juror strikes, unless they agree upon a 
different order. This shall not affect the right of the district attorney to open 
and close both the opening statements and closing arguments. 


Section 5. Sections 12-16-101, 15-8-52, and 15-14-20, Code of Alabama 
1975, are hereby expressly repealed. Other laws inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any portion of 
this Act shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional by any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, such declaration shall not affect the remaining portions of 
this Act. 

Section 7. The provisions of this Act shall become effective im- 
mediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its other- 
wise becoming a law, and shall apply to all cases tried after its effective date.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 32-5A-191, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“§ 32-5A-191. (a) A person shall not drive or be in actual physical 
control of any vehicle while: 


“(1) There is 0.10 percent or more by weight of alcohol in his blood; 
“(2) Under the influence of alcohol; 


“(3) Under the influence of a controlled substance to a degree which 
renders him incapable of safely driving; or 


“(4) Under the combined influence of alcohol and a controlled substance 
to a degree which renders him incapable of safely driving. 


“(b) The fact that any person charged with violating this section is or has 
been legally entitled to use alcohol or a controlled substance shall not consti- 
tute a defense against any charge of violating this section. 
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“(c) Upon first conviction, a person violating this section shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the county or municipal jail for not more than 
one year, or by fine of not less than $100.00 $200.00 nor more than $1,000.00, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. In addition, on a first conviction, the 
court trying the cause may prohibit the person so convicted from driving a 
motor vehicle upon the highways of this state for a period of not more than six 
months. First time offenders convicted of driving while under the influence of 
alcohol shall also be required to complete a DUI court referral program 
approved by the state administrative office of courts. Neither reckless driv- 
ing nor any other traffic infraction is a lesser included offense under a charge 
of driving while under the influence of alcohol or controlled substances. 


“(d) On asecond or subsequent conviction within a five-year period, the 
erson convicted of violating this section shall be punished by a fine of not 
ess than $200.00 nor more than $1,500.00 or by imprisonment in the county 
or municipal jail for not more than one year, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. In addition, the director of public safety shall revoke the 
driving privilege or driver’s license of the person so convicted for a period of 
six months. 


“(e) (d) All fines collected for violation of this section resulting from 
arrests by state officers shall be paid into the state general fund; all fines so 
collected for violations resulting from arrests by county or municipal officers 
shall be disbursed as is otherwise provided for by law. 


“(e) For conviction on the second offense there shall be imposed a fine of 
not less than five hundred dollars ($500) nor more than two thousand five 
hundred dollars ($2,500) and the person or persons shall be confined in the 
county jail or workhouse for not less than fifteen (15) days nor more than 
eleven (11) months and twenty-nine (29) days, and the court shall prohibit 
such convicted person or persons from driving a vehicle in the State of 
Alabama for a period of time of six (6) months. 


“(f) For the third or subsequent conviction there shall be imposed a fine 
of not less than one thousand dollars ($1,000) nor more than five thousand 
dollars ($5,000) and the person or persons shall be confined in the county jail 
or workhouse for not less than one hundred twenty (120) days nor more than 
eleven (11) months and twenty-nine (29) days, and the court shall prohibit 
such convicted person or persons from driving a vehicle in the State of 
Alabama for a period of time of not less than two (2) years nor more than (10) 
years. 


“In addition the motor vehicle in which the driver was arrested and 
convicted for the third or subsequent time shall be confiscated by the arrest- 
ing law enforcement agency and shall be deemed illegal contraband and shall 
not be returned to the said driver, provided, however, that if the title and 
license registration of such confiscated motor vehicle is in the name of some 
person other than said driver and such motor vehicle was being driven with 
the consent of such owner at such third or subsequent time, then, such motor 
vehicle shall be subject to immediate repossession by such owner upon pro- 
duction of such title and registration; provided further that: 


“G) No conveyance is subject to forfeiture under this subsection by 
reason of any act or omission established by the owner thereof to have been 
committed or omitted without his knowledge or consent; and 


“Gi) A forfeiture of a conveyance encumbered by a bona fide security 
interest is subject to the interest of the secured party if he neither had 
knowledge of nor consented to the act or omission. 
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“(g) Property taken or detained under subsection (f) shall not be subject 
to replevin but is deemed to be in the custody of the state, county or municipal 
law enforcement agency subject only to the orders and judgment of the court 
having jurisdiction over the forfeiture proceedings. When property is seized 
under subsection (f), the state, county or municipal law enforcement agency 
may: 


“(i) Place the property under seal; 


“(ii) Remove the property to a bonded storage facility for safekeeping by 
it, or 

“(iii) Require the state, county or municipal law enforcement agency to 
take custody of the property and remove it to an appropriate location for 
disposition in accordance with law. 


“(h) When property is forfeited under subsection (f) the state, county or 
municipal law enforcement agency may: 


“() Retain it for official use; 


“(ii) Sell the vehicle at public sale. The proceeds from the sale au- 
thorized by this subsection shall be used, first, for payment of all proper 
expenses of the proceedings for forfeiture and sale, including expenses of 
seizure, maintenance of or custody, advertising and court costs; and the 
remaining proceeds from such sale shall be awarded and distributed by the 
court to the municipal, and/or county, and/or state general fund whose law 
enforcement agencies or departments are determined by the court to have 
been a participant in its confiscation; or 


“(iii) Require the state, county or municipal law enforcement agency to 
take custody of the property and remove it for disposition in accordance with 
law. 


“(i) For purposes of this section, a person whose convictions occur more 
than ten (10) years apart shall not be considered a multiple offender and the 
penalties mapa under subsection (f) hereof for multiple offenders shall not 
apply to such person. 


“G) No person charged with violating the provisions of this section shall] 
be eligible for suspension of prosecution and dismissal of charges or for any 
other pretrial diversion program nor shall any person convicted under such 
sections be eligible for suspension of sentence or probation or any other 
provision of law authorizing suspension of sentence or probation until such 
time as he has fully served day for day at least the minimum sentence 
provided by law.

WHEREAS, in the Regular Session of the Legislature the House of 
Representatives did come to grips with many important issues for the bet- 
terment of our state and did, indeed, labor dedicatedly and effectively in 
passing, for the Governor’s signature, both the education budget and the 
general fund budget; and 


WHEREAS, we, of the House, de believe that the Governor has been 
informed fully of the great inconveniences and additional personal expenses 
and sacrifices to which the members of the House are being burdened because 
of the three Special Sessions since the 28th of May 1982; and 


WHEREAS, during these Special Sessions the House, though its major- 
ity did not, on occasions, approve of some of the governor’s charges in these 
sessions, yet there was clearly a sense of responsibility displayed by House 
members as evidenced yesterday August 11th, in approving most of the 
Governors recommended pieces of Legislation for the Third Special Session;

WHEREAS, because many proposed bills, not in the Governor’s call, 
have been highly controversial and regrettably have put many House mem- 
bers in a difficult posture just twenty-five days from the primary election; and 


WHEREAS, such controversial bills, though containing unquestioned 
merit, nonetheless, the attempt to pass such bills in record time can result in 
hasty decisions and faulty misinterpretations by some of the House members’ 
constituents; and 


WHEREAS, it is indeed reasonable to conclude that controversial 
Legislation—even with all its merit—cannot be fairly or realistically de- 
bated and deliberated under such circumstances; and 


WHEREAS, the effective legislative process does require preparation, 
reason, debate, and compromise which certainly cannot be attained in a 
hurried atmosphere when, admittedly, thoughts of the incumbent are con- 
stantly concerned with his campaign re-election, his survival in the primary, 
the run-off and the general election; and 


WHEREAS, the calling of four or five Special Sessions does effect the 
question from the public “Why all the Special Sessions—aren’t they very 
expensive?”; and 
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WHEREAS, the honest answer to the public is “Yes—many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in the face of a very tight budget are being spent for 
Special Sessions.”; 


WHEREAS, it is the unequivocal feeling of the majority of the members 
of the Alabama House of Representatives that they cannot legislate to their 
full capacities in such a hurried atmosphere, plus the many other re-election 
problems at home; and 


WHEREAS, another Special Session following the primary or the run-off 
would make it nearly impossible for the many incumbents running for 
re-election to attend many important meetings with their constituents, de- 
priving the voter a chance to talk with or see the incumbent; therefore 
interfering with the time honored election process; and 


WHEREAS, another Special Session or sessions could place the chal- 
lenger to an incumbent in a place of advantage because of the many absences 
of the incumbent while in Montgomery; and 


WHEREAS, more Special Sessions would certainly place the members of 
the Legislature in an uncompromising position, indicating that we could not 
do our work within the allotted time of the Regular Session when, indeed, we

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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Section 38-7-2 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to child 
care, so as to define religious child care facilities and to create a certain new 
section of the Code of Alabama 197 5, to be designated Section 38-7-18, which 
will specifically exempt such facilities from state regulation. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 38-7-2 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“§38-7-2. Terms used in this chapter, unless the context otherwise re- 
quires, have the meanings ascribed to them in this section. When not incon- 
sistent with the context, words used in the present tense include the future, 
words in the singular number include the plural number, and words in the 
plural number include the singular number, and the word ‘shall’ is always 
mandatory and not merely directory: 


“(1) CHILD. Any person under 19 years of age. 


“(2) DEPARTMENT. The department of pensions and security of the 
state of Alabama. 


“(3) RELATED. Any of the following relationships by blood, marriage or 
adoption; parent, grandparent, brother, sister, stepparent, stepbrother, step- 
sister, halfbrother, halfsister, ‘uncle or aunt, and their spouses. 


“(4) FACILITY FOR CHILD CARE or CHILD-CARE FACILITY. A 
facility established by any person, group. of persons, agency, association or 
organization, whether esta lished r gain or otherwise, who or which re- 
ceives or arranges for care or placement of one or more children, unrelated to 
the operator of the facility, apart from the parents, with or without the 
transfer of the right of custody, in any facility as defined in this chapter, 
established and maintained for the care of children. 


“(5) CHILD-CARE INSTITUTION or INSTITUTION FOR CHILD 
CARE. A child-care facility where more than 10 children are received and 
maintained for the purpose of providing them with care or training or both, 
but does not include: 


“a, Any institution for child care which is under the ownership or con- 
trol, or both, of the state of Alabama, or which is operated or certified or 
licensed by another agency or department of the state of Alabama; 


“b. Anyjuvenile detention home established and operated by the state of 
Alabama; 


“c. Any bona fide boarding school in which children are primarily 
taught branches of education corresponding to those taught in public schools, 
grades 1 through 12, or taught in public elementary schools, high schools or 
both elementary and high schools. 


“(6) MATERNITY CENTER. A facility in which any person, agency or 
corporation receives or cares for one or more minor pregnant girls, except 
that the term does not include hospitals. 


“(7) CHILD-PLACING AGENCY. A public or private child-care facility 
which receives any child or children for the purpose of placing or arranging 
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for the placement of the child or children in foster family homes or other 
facilities for child care apart from the custody of the child’s or children’s 
parents. The term ‘child-placing agency’ includes, but is not limited to, all 
agencies established and maintained by a municipality or other political 
subdivision of the state of Alabama to protect, guard, train or care for 
children outside their own homes, but does not include any circuit court or 
juvenile court or any duly appointed juvenile probation officer or youth 
counselor of the court who receives and places children under an order of the 
court. 


*(8) DAY CARE CENTER. Any child-care facility receiving more than 
six children for daytime care during all or part of a day. The term ‘day care 
center’ includes, but is not limited to, facilities commonly called ‘childcare 
centers,’ ‘day nurseries,’ ‘nursery schools,’ ‘kindergartens’ and ‘play groups,’ 
with or without stated educational purposes. Such term further included, but 
is not limited to, kindergarten or nursery schools or other daytime programs 
operated as a part of a private school and receiving more than six children 
younger than lawful school age for daytime care for more than four hours a 
day, with or without state educational purposes. The term does not include: 


“a. Kindergartens or nursery schools or other daytime programs oper- 
ated by public elementary systems or secondary level school units or institu- 
tions of higher learning; 


“b. Kindergartens or nursery schools or other daytime programs, with 
or without stated educational purposes, operating no more than four hours a 
day and receiving children younger than lawful school age; 


“c. Kindergartens or nursery schools or other daytime programs oper- 
ated as part of a private school and receiving children younger than lawful 
school age for four hours a day or less, with or without stated educational 
purposes; 


“d. Facilities operated for more than four hours a day in connection with 
a shopping center or service or other similar facility, where transient chil- 
dren are cared for temporarily while parents or custodians of the children are 
occupied on the premises or are in the immediate vicinity and readily avail- 
able; provided, however, that such facilities shall meet local and state fire 
and health requirements; 


“e. Any type of day care center that is conducted on federal government 
premises; or 


“f. Special activities programs for children of lawful school age includ- 
ing, but not limited to, athletics, crafts instruction and similar activities 
conducted on an organized and periodic basis by civic, charitable and gov- 
ernmental organizations; provided, however, that local and state fire and 
health requirements are met. 


“(9) GROUP HOME. A child-care facility which provides care for at 
least eleven but not more than 10 children placed by and under the supervi- 
sion of a licensed child-care institution or a licensed child-placing agency or 
the department, with such home being owned or rented and staffed, main- 
tained, and otherwise operated by a licensed child-care institution, a licensed 
child-placing agency, the department or other facility licensed by the de- 
partment. 
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“(10) FOSTER FAMILY HOME. A child-care facility in a residence of a 
family where the family receives a child or children, unrelated to said family, 
for the purpose of providing family care and training on a full-time basis. The 
types of foster family homes are defined as follows: 


“a. BOARDING HOME. A foster family home wherein the foster family 
receives a child or children and receives payment for their care; provided, 
however, that the number of children so received shall not exceed six, unless 
said children are of common parentage. 


“b. FREE HOME. A foster home which does not receive payment for the 
care of a child or children and whic. may or may not receive the child or 
children for the purpose of adoption. 


“(11) DAY CARE HOME. A child-cu~e facility which is a family home 
and which receives not more than six c..:ldren for care during the day. 


“(12) NIGHT CARE FACILITY. A child-care facility which is a center 
or a family home receiving a child or children for care during the night. A 
‘night care facility’ is further defined as follows: 


“a. NIGHTTIME CENTER. A facility which is established to receive 
seven or more children for nighttime care. 


“b. NIGHTTIME HOME. A family home which receives no more than 
six children for nighttime care. 


“(13) RELIGIOUS CHILD-CARE FACILITY. A childcare facility 
where one or more children are received and maintained for the purpose of 
providing them with care, training, custody or supervision and which is 
operated as a ministry or a local church, group of churches, denomination 
and/or association of churches on a non-profit basis which does not receive 
any state or federal funding.” 


Section 2. There is hereby created a new section of the Code of Alabama 
1975 to be designated as Section 38-7-18 of said code which shall provide 
exemption from state regulation for religous child-care facilities as defined in 
raat’ 7, Title 38 of the Code of Alabama 1975, said section to read as 
follows: 


Section 38-7-18. Any religious child-care facility shall be exempt from 
child care standards promulgated by the department of pensions and security 
of the state of Alabama under the authority of Sections 38-7-1 through 
38-7-17 of the Code of Alabama 1975 provided that notice is filed by the 
governing board or authority of the church or child-care facility with the 
department that said facility meets the definition of a local church ministry 
or a religous nonprofit child-care facility under the terms of this chapter and 
is exempt from regulation by the dpeartment and a notice of intent to operate 
said facility is given to the appropriate fire and health departments so that 
said facility shall be inspected in accordance with the state and local fire and 
health requirements for such facilities. 


Section 3. All laws of parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act 
is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which rmeains. 


Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Terms used in this chapter, unless the context otherwise re- 
quires, have the meanings ascribed to them in this section. When not incon- 
sistent with the context, words used in the present tense include the future, 
words in the singular number include the plural number, and words in the 
plural number include the singular number, and the word ‘shall’ is always 
mandatory and not merely directory: 


“(1) CHILD. Any person under 19 years of age. 


“(2) DEPARTMENT. The department of pensions and security of the 
state of Alabama. 


“(3) RELATED. Bay of the following relationships by blood, marriage or 
adoption: parent, gran aaa , brother, sister, stepparent, stepbrother, step- 
sister, ha fbrother, halfsister, uncle or aunt, and their spouses. 


“(4) FACILITY FOR CHILD CARE or CHILD-CARE FACILITY. A 
facility established by any person, group of persons, agency, association or 
organization, whether established for gain or otherwise, who or which re- 
ceives or arranges for care or placement of one or more children, unrelated to 
the operator of the facility, apart from the parents, with or without the 
transfer of the right of custody, in any facility as defined in this chapter, 
established and maintained for the care of children. 


“(5) CHILD-CARE INSTITUTION or INSTITUTION FOR CHILD 
CARE. A child-care facility where more than 10 children are received and 
maintained for the purpose of providing them with care or training or both, 
but does not include: 


“a, Any institution for child care which is under the ownership or con- 
trol, or both, of the state of Alabama, or which is operated or certified or 
licensed by another agency or department of the state of Alabama: 


“b. Any juvenile detention home established and operated by the state of 
Alabama; 


“ce. Any bona fide boarding school in which children are primarily 
taught branches of education corresponding to those taught in public schools, 
grades 1 through 12, or taught in public elementary schools, high schools or 
both elementary and high schools. 
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“(6) MATERNITY CENTER. A facility in which any person, agency or 
corporation receives or cares for one or more minor pregnant girls, except 
that the term does not include hospitals. 


“(7) CHILD-PLACING AGENCY. A public or private child-care facility 
which receives any child or children for the purpose of placing or arranging 
for the placement of the child or children in foster family homes or other 
facilities for child care apart from the custody of the child’s or children’s 
parents. The term ‘child-placing agency’ includes, but is not limited to, all 
agencies established and maintained by a municipality or other political 
subdivision of the state of Alabama to protect, guard, train or care for 
children outside their own homes, but does not include any circuit court or 
juvenile court or any duly appointed juvenile probation officer or youth 
counselor of the court who receives and places children under an order of the 
court. 


“(8) DAY CARE CENTER. Any child-care facility receiving more than 
six children for daytime care during all or part of a day. The term ‘day care 
center’ includes, but is not limited to, facilities commonly called ‘childcare 
centers,’ ‘day nurseries,’ ‘nursery schools, ‘kindergartens’ and ’play groups,’ 
with or without stated educational purposes. Such term further includes, but 
is not limited to, kindergarten or nursery schools or other daytime programs 
operated as a part of a private school and receiving more than six children 
younger than lawful school age for daytime care for more than four hours a 
day, with or without state educational purposes. The term does not include: 


“a: Binder ear tens or nursery schools or other daytime programs oper- 
ated by public elementary systems or secondary level school units or institu- 
tions of higher learning; 


“b. Kindergartens or nursery schools or other daytime programs, with 
or without stated educational purposes, operating no more than four hours a 
day and receiving children younger than lawful school age; 


“c. Kindergartens or nursery schools or other daytime programs oper- 
ated as a part of a private school and receiving children younger than lawful 
school age for four hours a day or less, with or without stated educational 
purposes. 


“d. Facilities operated for more than four hours a day in connection with 
a shopping center or service or other similar facility, where transient chil- 
dren are cared for temporarily while parents or custodians of the children are 
occupied on the premises or are in the immediate vicinity and readily avail- 
able; provided, however, that such facilities shall meet local and state fire 
and health requirements; 


“e, Any type of day care center that is conducted on federal government 
premises; or 


“f. Special activities programs for children of lawful school age includ- 
ing, but not limited to, athletics, crafts instruction and similar activities 
conducted on an organized and periodic basis by civic, charitable and gov- 
ernmental organizations; provided, however, that local and state fire and 
health requirements are met. 


“(9) GROUP HOME. A child-care facility which provides care for at 
least seven but not more than 10 children placed by and under the supervi- 
sion of a licensed child-care institution or a licensed child-placing agency or 
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the department, with such home being owned or rented and staffed, main- 
tained, and otherwise operated by a licensed child-care institution, a licensed 
child-placing agency, the department of other facility licensed by the de- 
partment. 


“(10) FOSTER FAMILY HOME. A child-care facility in a residence of a 
family where the family receives a child or children, unrelated to said family, 
for the purpose of providing family care and training on a full-time basis. The 
types of foster family homes are defined as follows: 


“a, BOARDING HOME. A foster family home wherein the foster family 
receives a child or children and receives payment for their care; provided, 
however, that the number of children so received shall not exceed six, unless 
said children are of common parentage. 


“b. FREE HOME. A foster home which does not receive payment for the 
care of a child or children and which may or may not receive the child or 
children for the purpose of adoption. 


“(11) DAY CARE HOME. A child-care facility which is a family home 
and which receives not more than six children for care during the day. 


“(12) NIGHT CARE FACILITY. A child-care facility which is a center 
or a family home receiving a child or children for care during the night. A 
‘night care facility’ is further defined as follows: 


“a. NIGHTTIME CENTER. A facility which is established to receive 
seven or more children for nighttime care. 


“b. NIGHTTIME HOME. A family home which receives no more than 
six children for nighttime care. 


“(13) RELIGIOUS CHILD-CARE FACILITY. A childcare facility 
where one or more children are received and maintained for the purpose of 
providing them with care, training, custody or supervision and which is 
operated as a ministry of a local church, group of churches, denomination 
and/or association of churches on a non-profit hans which does not receive 
any state or federal funding.” 


Section2. There is hereby created a new section of the Code of Alabama 
1975 to be designated as Section 38-7-18 of said code which shall provide 
exemption from state regulation for religious child-care facilities as defined 
a epic 7, Title 38 of the Code of Alabama 1975, said section to read as 
ollows: 


Section 38-7-18. Any religious child-care facility shall be exempt from 
child care standards promulgated by the department of pensions and security 
of the state of Alabama under the authority of Sections 38-7-1 through 
38-7-17 of the Code of Alabama 1975 provided that notice is filed by the 
governing board or authority of the church of child-care facility with the 
department that said facility meets the definition of a local church ministry

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. (a) Two or more offenses may be joined in an indictment, 
information or complaint, if they: (i) are of the same or similar character; or 
(ii) are based on the same conduct or are otherwise connected together in 
ae commission; or (iii) are alleged to have been part of a common scheme or 
plan. 


(b) Felonies and/or misdemeanors may be joined in the same indict- 
ment; provided that not more than one offense shall be stated in each count. 


(c) Ifa defendant has been charged in separate proceedings, the court, on 
its own initiative or on motion of either party, may order, but not later than 
seven days prior to trial, that the charges be tried together if the offenses 
could have been joined in a single indictment, information or complaint. 
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Proceedings thereafter shall be the same as if the prosecution initially were 
under a single indictment, information or complaint. Provided, further, that 
the court shall not order the offenses to be tried together without first 
providing the defendant and the prosecution with an opportunity to be heard. 


(d) Offenses joined in the same indictment, information or complaint 
shall be jointly tried unless severed as provided in the following sections. The 
fact that offenses are jointly tried shall not affect the court’s right to sentence 
separately each offense for which the defendant is convicted and to provide 
that each sentence shall run concurrently or consecutively the same as if the 
defendant had been tried separately for each offense. 


(e) Ifit appears that a defendant or the state is prejudiced, to the extent 
that a fair trial cannot be afforded, by a joinder of offenses in an indictment, 
information or complaint or for trail as provided in this Act, or if it appears 
that a defendant’s right to a speedy trial will be jeopardized by joinder, the 
court may order an election or separate trials of counts of charges or provide 
whatever relief justice may require. Provided however, regardless of the 
circumstances the court may also order election or separate trials of counts or 
charges if the parties agree thereto. 


(f) A defendant’s motion to sever offenses in the circuit court must be 
made not more than seven days after arraignment or after the filing of a 
written plea of not guilty prior to trial; in other courts such motion must be 
made not more than seven days after the filing of the charges. If a ground 
which was not previously known, and which could not have beh discovered 
previously through the exercise of due diligence, or during trial, the defen- 
dant must move for a severance of counts at the earliest opportunity. Sever- 
ance is waived if proper motion is not timely made. 


(g) No severance of offenses may be ordered after trial has commenced 
unless the defendant consents or unless a mistrial has been properly declared 
as to the offenses to be severed. Severance of offenses during trial on motion of 
defendant or with defendant’s consent shall not bar a subsequent trial of that 
defendant on the offenses severed. 


Section 2. (a) Two or more defendants who are charged with a crime or 
crimes involving the possession, distribution, or manufacture of drugs, or 
with a violent crime or crimes, or with soliciting, conspiring, or attempting to 
commit a crime or crimes involving the possession, distribution, or manufac- 
ture of drugs, or to commit a violent crime or crimes may be charged in the 
same indictment, information or complaint if: (1) they are alleged to have 
participated in the same act or transaction, or (2) when several offenses are a 
part of common conspiracy, scheme or plan, or (3) when several offenses are so 
closely connected that it would be difficult to separate the proof of one from 
the proof of the other. For purposes of this section, the term “violent crime” 
shall be defined to include any crime which involves a capital offense, mur- 
der, manslaughter, assault, kidnapping, rape, sodomy, sexual abuse, 
burglary, arson, extortion, or robbery. 


(b) Such defendants may be charged in one or more counts together or 
separately, and all of the defendants need not be charged in each count. 


(c) If the defendants are charged in separate proceedings, the court, on 
its own initiative or on motion of any party, may order, but not later than 
seven days prior to trial, that the defendants be joined for the purposes of 
trial. Proceedings thereafter shall be the same as if the prosecution initially 
was under a single indictment, information or complaint. Provided, further, 
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the court shall not order the defendants to be tried together without first 
providing the defendants and the prosecution with an opportunity to be 
eard. 


(d) Defendants joined in the same indictment, information or complaint 
shall be jointly tried unless severed as provided in Subsection (e) of this 
section. 


(e) If it appears that a defendant or the State is prejudiced, to the extent 
that a fair trial cannot be afforded, by a joinder of defendants in an indict- 
ment, information or complaint or for trial as provided in this Act, or if it 
appears that a defendant’s right to a speedy trial will be jeopardized by 
joinder, the court may, after a fearing with reasonable notice to the parties, 
order separate trials or provide whatever other relief justice requires. Pro- 
vided however, ec pts of the circumstances the court may also order 
separate trials if all the parties agree thereto. 


(f) In ruling on a motion by a defendant for a severance, the court may 
order the District Attorney or other prosecuting attorney to deliver to the 
court for inspection in-camera any statements or confessions made by the 
defendants which the State intends to introduce as evidence in the trial. 


(g) A defendant’s motion to sever in the circuit court must be made not 
more than seven days after arraignment or after the filing ofa written plea of 
not guilty prior to trial; in other courts such motion must be made not more 
than seven days after the filing of the charge or charges. If a ground which 
was not previously known, and which could not have been discovered previ- 
ously through the exercise of due diligence, arises thereafter or during the 
trial, the defendant must move for severance at the earliest opportunity. 
Severance is waived if the proper motion is not timely made. 


(h) No severance of the defendants may be ordered after trial has com- 
menced unless the defendants consent or unless a mistrial has been declared 
as to the defendants to be severed. Severance of offenses during trial upon 
motion of the defendant or with the defendant’s consent shall not bar a 
subsequent trial of that defendant on the offenses severed. 


Section 3. If two or more defendants are tried jointly, their opening 
statements and closing arguments shall be made in the same order as pro- 
vided in this Act for exercising their juror strikes, unless they agree upon a 
different order. This shall not affect the right of the district attorney to open 
and close both the opening statements and closing arguments.

To amend section 36-27-16 and section 16-25-14, Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to the State Employees’ Retirement System and the Teachers Re- 
tirement System, so as to change from five years to two years the time 
required for certain members who have been restored to active service to 
continue in service before again becoming a member of the system. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 36-27-16 and Section 16-25-14, Code of Alabama 
1975, are hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 36-27-16. Retirement, etc., of employees; retirement allow- 
ances. 


(a) (1) RETIREMENT, ETC., OF EMPLOYEES GENERALLY 
ELIGIBILITY FOR SERVICE RETIREMENT BENEFITS. 


“a, Any member who withdraws from service upon or after attainment 
of age 60 may retire upon written application to the board of control setting 
forth at what time, not less than 30 days nor more than 90 days subsequent to 
the execution and filing thereof, he desires to be retired; provided, that any 
such member who became a member on or after October 1, 1963, shall have 
completed 10 or more years of creditable service; provided further, that a 
member employed as a state policeman shall be eligible to file application for 
service retirement upon attaining age 52. 


“b. Any member who has attained age 60, or age 52 in the case ofa state 
policeman, and has previously withdrawn from service may retire upon 
written application to the board of control setting forth at what time, not less 
than 30 days nor more than 90 days subsequent to the execution ana filing 
thereof, he desires to be retired; provided, that the said member shall have 
completed 15 years of creditable service and shall have attained age 55 or 52 
in case of a state policeman at the time of his withdrawal from service. 


“c. Any employee who attains age 70 shall be retired or shall withdraw 
from service forthwith; except, that any employee may be continued in the 
state service from year to year on his application, approved by the personnel 
board, if evidence of physical and mental fitness is furnished; provided 
further, that any official appointed for a term of years may remain in service 
until the end of the term of office for which he was appointed. Any officer or 
employee of the legislature who has attained age 70 shall not be compelled to 
retire at age 70, but may continue in service until his retirement is ordered by 
the house of which he is an officer or employee and that house shall be the sole 
judge of his qualifications to continue in such service.

“d. Nothwithstanding the provisions of this section to the contrary, any 
law-enforcement employee in the department of conservation who has at- 
tained age 65 shall be retired forthwith. 


“e. Nothwithstanding the provisions of this section to the contrary, and 
state policeman who has attained age 60 shall be retired forthwith; provided,

“1, An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his accumu- 
lated contributions at the time of his retirement; except, that in the case of a 
state policeman who has completed 20 years of creditable service as a state 
policeman who retires after age 56 but prior to age 60, the annuity shall be 
equal to the annuity that would have been payable upon service retirement 
at age 60 had the member continued in service to said age 60 without change 
in compensation; 


“2. A pension which shall be equal to the annuity allowance at age of 
retirement, but not to exceed an annuity allowable at age 65, computed on the 
basis of contributions made prior to attainment of age 65; except, that in the 
case of a state policeman who has completed 20 years of creditable service asa 
state policeman who retires after age 56 but prior to age 60, the pension shall 
be equal to the annuity that he would have received had he contributed to age 
60 without change in compensation; and 


“3. An additional pension, if he has a prior service certificate in full 
force and effect, which shall be equal to the annuity which would have been 
provided at the age of retirement, but which shall not exceed an annuity 
allowable at age 65 by twice the contributions which he would have made 
during the period of prior service with which he is credited had the system 
been in operation and had the contributed thereunder; except, that in case of 
a state policeman who has completed 20 years of creditable service as a state 
policeman who retires after age 56 but prior to age 60, an additional pension, 
if he has a prior service certificate in full force and effect, which shall be equal 
to the annuity which would have been provided at age 60, but which shall not 
exceed an annuity allowable at age 60 by twice the contributions which he 
would have made during the period of prior service with which he is credited 
had the system been in operation and had he contributed thereunder. 


“b. Notwithstanding the provisions of subparagraphs 1, 2 and 3 of para- 
graph a of this subdivision, a state policeman who has completed 20 years of 
service as a state policeman who retires after age 52 but prior to age 56 shall 
receive: 


“1. Anannuity which shall be equal to the annuity that would have been 
payable had the member continued in service for four years without change 
in compensation; 


“2. A pension which shall be equal to the annuity that he would have 
receive had he contributed for four years without change in compensation; 
and 


“3. An additional pension, if he has a prio service certificate in full force 
and effect, which shall be equal to the annuity which would have been 
provided at the age of retirement, but which shall not exceed an annuity 
allowable at the age of retirement plus four years by twice the contributions 
which he would have made during the period of prior service with which he is 
credited had the system been in operation and had he contributed thereun- 
der. In lieu of a determination of the actual compensation of a member that 
was received during such prior service, the board of control may use for the 
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purpose of this article the compensation rate which, if it has progressed with 
the rates of salary increase shown in the tables as prescribed in subsection (n) 
of section 36-27-23, would have resulted in the same average salary of the 
member for the five years immediately preceding the date of establishment 
as the records show the member actually received. 


“c. The annual service retirement pension payable to a member not 
employed as a state policeman retiring on or after October 1, 1975, shall not 
be less than an amount which, when added to his annuity, is equal to the 
greater of the following two amounts: 


“1. Two and one-eightieth percent of the member’s average final com- 
pensation multiplied by the number of years of his creditable service; or 


“2. Ifhe became a member before October 1, 1965, $72.00 multiplied by 
the number of years of his creditable service not in excess of 25 years. 


“d. The annual service retirement pension payable to a member em- 
ployed as a state policeman retiring on or after October 1, 1975, shall not be 
less than an amount which, when added to his annuity is equal to the greater 
of the following two amounts: 


“1. Two and seven-eights percent of the member’s average final com- 
pensation multiplied by the number of years of his creditable service; or 


“2. Ifhe became a member before October 1, 1965, $86.40 multiplied by 
a number of years of his creditable service not in excess of 25 years; provided, 
however, that if such member has completed 20 years of creditable service as 
a state policeman and has not attained age 60 at the time of retirement, said 
pension shall be determined as provided in this subparagraph on the basis of 
the number of years of creditable service which he would have had if he had 
remained in service for four years, except that, in the case of those state 
policemen retiring at age 56 or after, the number of years in determining said 
pension shall not exceed the number of years of creditable service which he 
would have had if he had remained in service to age 60. 


“e, Anything in this article to the contrary notwithstanding, in the 
application of the foregoing provisions of this subdivision to a member whose 
creditable service includes a period of service as a state policeman and a 
period of service in another employment classification, the benefit rates 
applicable to a member employed as a state policeman shall apply to all 
creditable service as a state policeman, and the benefit rates applicable to a 
member not employed as a state policeman shall apply to all creditable 
service, but in all other respects the pension under this subdivision shall be 
determined on the basis of the member’s employment classification at the 
time of his withdrawal from service. 


“f. The annual service retirement pension payable to any state em- 
ployee who had attained age 60 on or before October 1, 1945, who declined 
membership in the employees’ retirement system of Alabama in the manner 
prescribed in section 36-27-4 and who retires as a state employee after 
completing a minimum of 15 years’ service shall be $72.00 multiplied by the 
number of years of his service not in excess of 25 years. 


“(b) (1) RETIREMENT OF DISABLED EMPLOYEES, ELIGIBILITY 
FOR DISABILITY RETIREMENT BENEFITS. 


“a. Upon application of a member in service or of his employee, any 
member who has had 10 or more years of creditable service who becomes 
disabled may be retired on a disability retirement allowance by the board of 
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control not less than 30 nor more than 90 days next following the date of filing 
of such application; provided, that the medical board, after a medical exami- 
nation of such member, shall certify that such member is mentally or physi- 
cally incapacitated for the further performance of duty, that such incapacity 
is likely to be permanent and that such member should be retired. 


“b. Without regard to the number of years of creditable service, a 
member employed as a state policeman, who as a result of his employment, in 
line of duty and not as a result of his own misconduct, shal] become perma- 
nently and totally disabled to the extent that he cannot perform his duties or 
duties of a less strenuous nature, as an employee of the state of Alabama or as 
an employee of an employer participating under the provisions of section 
36-27-6, shall be retired on a disability retirement allowance, not less than 30 
nor more than 90 days next following the date of filing of such application, 
provided that the medical board, after a medical examination of such member 
shall certify that such member is mentally or physically incapacitated for the 
further performance of duty, that such incapacity is likely to be permanent, 
and that such member should be retired. 


“(2) AMOUNT OF DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE. 


“a. Upon retirement for disability a member shall receive a service 
retirement allowance ifhe has attained age 60, or if any law or part of any law 
pertaining to retirement under employees’ retirement system for Alabama 
provides for service retirement after the completion of 30 years of creditable 
service without a reduction in the retirement allowance and the member has 
completed 30 years of creditable service, or, in the case of a state policeman, if 
he has attained age 52; otherwise, he shall receive a disability retirement 
allowance which shall consist of: 


“1. An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his accumu- 
lated contributions at the time of his retirement; 


“2. A pension which shall be equal to the pension that would have been 
payable under subparagraphs 2 and 3 of paragraph a of subdivision (2) of 
subsection (a) of this section upon service retirement at age 65 had the 
member continued in service to said age without change in compensation, 
reduced by one fourth of one percent for each month of retirement prior to age 
60, up to maximum reduction of 25 percent. 


“b. The annual disability retirement pension payable to a member not 
employed as a state policeman retiring on or after October 1, 1975, shall not 
be less than an amount which when added to his annuity is equal to the 
greatest of the following two amounts: 


“1. Two and one-eightieth percent of the member’s average final com- 
pensation multiplied by the number of years of creditable service, reduced by 
one fourth of one percent for each month by which his date of retirement 
precedes his sixtieth birthday up to a maximum reduction of 25 percent; or 


“2. Ifhe became a member before October 1, 1965, $54.00 multiplied by 
the number of years of his creditable service not in excess of 25 years; or 


“3. If any law or part of any law pertaining to retirement under the 
employees’ retirement system of Alabama provides for service retirement 
after the completion of 30 years of creditable service without a reduction in 
the retirement allowance, two and one-eightieth percent of the member’s 
average final compensation multiplied by the number of years of creditable 
service reduced by three percent for each year less than 30 years creditable 
service up to a maximum to 25 percent. 
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“c. The annual disability retirement pension payable to a member em- 
ployed as a state policeman retiring on or after October 1, 1975, shall not be 
less than an amount which when added to his annuity is equal to the greater 
of the following two amounts: 


“1. Two and five thirty-seconds percent of the member’s average final 
compensation multiplied by the number of years of his creditable service; or 


“2. If he became a member before October 1, 1965, $64.80 multiplied by 
the number of years of his creditable service not in excess of 25 years. 


“d. Anything in this chapter to the contrary notwithstanding, in the 
application of the provisions of this subdivision to a member whose creditable 
service includes a period of service as a state policeman and a period of service 
in another employment classification, the benefit rates applicable to a 
member employed as a state policeman shall apply to all creditable service as 
a state policeman, and the benefit rates applicable to a member not employed 
as astate pen shall apply to all other creditable service, but in all other 
respects the pension under this subdivision shall be determined on the basis 
of the member’s employment classification at the time of his withdrawal from 
service. 


“(3) REEXAMINATION OF BENEFICIARIES RETIRED ON AC- 
COUNT OF DISABILITY. Once each year during the first five years follow- 
ing the retirement of a member on a disability retirement allowance and once 
every three-year period thereafter, the board of control may, and upon his 
application shall, require any disability beneficiary who has not yet attained 
age 60 to undergo a medical examination, such examination to be made at the 
place of residence of such beneficiary or other place mutually agreed upon by 
a physician or physicians of or designated by the medical board. Should any 
disability beneficiary who has not yet attained age 60 refuse to submit to such 
medical examination, his allowance may be discontinued until his with- 
drawal of such refusal, and, should his refusal continue for one year, all his 
rights in and to his pension may be revoked by the board of control; provided, 
that these requirements relative to the medical examination shall not apply 
in the case of a state policeman retired for disability and who has attained age 
52. Should the medical board report and certify to the board of control that a 
disability beneficiary is engaged in or is able to engage in a gainful occupa- 
tion paying more than the difference between his retirement allowance and 
his average final compensation and should the board of control concur in such 
report, then the amount of his pension shall be reduced to an amount which, 
together with his annuity and the amount earnable by him shall equal the 
amount of his average final compensation. Should his earning capacity be 
later changed, the amount of his pension may be further modified; provided, 
that the new pension shall not exceed the amount of the pension originally 
granted nor an amount which, when added to the amount earnable by the 
beneficiary, together with this annuity exceeds the amount of his average 
final compensation. 


“(c) (1) DISPOSITION OF CONTRIBUTIONS AND ALLOWANCES 
UPON DEATH, ETC., OF MEMBER. Should a member cease to be an 
employee except by death or by retirement under the provision of this article, 
the contributions standing to the credit of his individual account in the 
annuity savings fund shall be paid to him upon demand and, in addition to 
such payment, there shall be paid five tenths of the interest accumulations 
standing to the credit of his individual account if he shall have not less than 
three but less than 16 years of membership service, six tenths of such interest 
accumulations if he shall have not less than 16 but less than 21 years of 
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membership service, seven tenths of such interest accumulations if he shall 
have not less than 21 but less than 16 years of membership service and eight 
tenths of such interest accumulations ifhe shall have not less than 26 years of 
membership service. 


(2) In the case of death of a member eligible for service retirement 
pursuant to subsection (a) of this section, an allowance shall be paid to the 
surviving spouse in an amount that would have been payable if the member 
had retired immediately prior to his death and had elected option 3, as set 
forth in subsection (d) of this section; 


“(3) In case of the death of a member not eligible for service retirement, 
after completion of 25 years of creditable service, an allowance shall be paid 
to the surviving spouse in an amount that would have been payable if the 
member had retired for disability immediately prior to his death and has 
elected option 3 as set forth in subsection (d) of this section or, ifthe surviving 
spouse desires, he may choose to receive the accumulated contributions of the 
member in lieu of the allowance provided under option 3 plus an amount 
equal to the accumulated contributions of the member not to exceed 
$5,000.00; 


“(4) Upon the death of a member on account of whom no survivor 
allowance is payable under subdivisions (2) or (8) of this subsection, the 
accumulated contributions of the member plus an amount equal to the 
accumulated contributions not to exceed $5,000.00 shall be paid to his estate 
or to such person as he shall have nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the board of control. 


“(d) OPTIONAL ALLOWANCES. With the provision that the election 
of an een shall be effective on the effective date of retirement, any member 
may elect prior to retirement to receive, in lieu of his retirement allowance 
payable throughout life, the actuarial equivalent, at that time, of his retire- 
ment allowance in a reduced retirement allowance payable throughout life 
with the provisions that: 


“(1) OPTION 1. —Ifhe dies before he has received in annuity payments 
the present value of his annuity as it was at the time of his retirement, the 
balance shall be paid to his legal representatives or to such person as he shall 
2 patron by written designation duly acknowledged and filed with the board 
of control; 


“(2) OPTION 2. —Upon his death, his reduced retirement allowance 
shall be continued throughout the life of and paid to such person as he shall 
nominate by written designation duly acknowledged and filed with the board 
of control at the time of his retirement; 


“(3) OPTION 3. —Upon his death, one half of his reduced allowance 
shall be continued throughout the life of and paid to such person as he shall 
nominate by written designation duly acknowledged and filed with the board 
of control at the time of his retirement; or 


“(4) OPTION 4. —Some other benefit of benefits shall be paid either to 
the member or to such person or persons as he shall nominate, provided, that 
such other benefits, together with the reduced retirement allowance, shall be 
certified by the actuary to be of equivalent actuarial value to his retirement 
allowance and shall be approved by the board of control. 


“(e) (1) EFFECT OF RETURN TO ACTIVE SERVICE. Should any 
beneficiary be restored to active service from service retirement or from 
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disability retirement on or after attainment of age 52, his retirement allow- 
ance shall be suspended until he again withdraws from service and he shall 
not again become a member of the retirement system nor shall he make 
contributions; except, that should such beneficiary who has been restored to 
active service continue in service for a period of five two or more years from 
the date of his reentry into active service, he may request the board of control 
to allow him to again become a member of the retirement system. The board 
of control may grant the request for restoration to membership; provided, 
that such beneficiary whose retirement allowance has been suspended shall 
pepay to the system all moneys received by him as benefits during any period 
subsequent to the date of his reentry into active service and shall make a 
contribution equal to the amount he would have contributed had he been a 
member during the period of his restoration to active service on a suspended 
allowance basis together with the interest which would have been credited to 
the contributions on account of such period of restoration up to the date such 
contribution is made. 


“(2) Should any beneficiary on disability retirement be restored to ac- 
tive service before reaching age 52, he shall again become a member of the 
retirement system and shall make contributions. 


“(f) (1) REDETERMINATION , ETC., OF CERTAIN ALLOWANCES. 
All retirement allowance payments due on or after October 1, 1975, to 
members who retired prior to said date shall be redetermined as if the 
provisions of this section in effect on October 1, 1975, were in effect at the 
time the member retired. Anything in this article to the contrary not- 
withstanding, the annual retirement allowance of any member not employed 
as a state policeman who retired on or before January 1, 1956, shall not be 
less than $79.20 multiplied by the number of years of his creditable service 
not in excess of 30 years in the case of service retirement or $59.40 multiplied 
by the number of years of his credtiable service not in excess of 30 years in the 
case of disability retirement. Any increase provided in the retirement allow- 
ance payment under this subdivision for a member who retired under the 
provisions of any optional benefit elected pursuant to subsection (d) of this 
section shall accrue only to the retired member, and no person designated to 
receive any payments after the death of a retired member under the provi- 
sions of any such optional benefit shall receive any increase in such payments 
under this subdivision. Notwithstanding, any member who retired prior to 
October 1, 1975, and who chose either option 2 or option 3 may elect to receive 
a reduced allowance and to stipulate that the actuarial equivalent of the 
increase in his retirement allowance, which became effective on said date, be 
ascribed to his designated beneficiary; provided, that such member shall 
clearly express this intention by filing a written application to said effect 
with the secretary-treasurer of the employees’ retirement system of Alabama 
prior to October 1, 1976. 


“(2) Any person who, prior to October 1, 1963, was in receipt of a benefit 
pursuant to Act No. 376, approved November 6, 1959, but was not a member 
of the system at the time of retirement shall be entitled to receive an annual 
retirement allowance from the system, effective October 1, 1971, as follows: 


“a. If such person was retired on or before January 1, 1956, an amount 
equal to $79.20 multiplied by the number of years of creditable service not in 
excess of 30 years. 


“b. Ifsuch person was retired after January 1, 1956, an amount equal to 
$72.00 multiplied by the number of years of his creditable service not in 
excess of 25 years. 
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“(3) Prior to October 31, 1975, any beneficiary may elect to leave on 
deposit with the system all or a specified part of any increase in his monthly 
allowance which he was receiving prior to October 1, 1975. The portion of 
each monthly payment left in the system in accordance with such election 
shall be credited, together with regular interest thereon, to the individual 
account of such beneficiary. Upon the death of such beneficiary the total 
amount standing to his credit, including regular interest to the date of death, 
shall be paid in lump sum to his legal representatives or to such person as he 
shall have nominated by written designation duly acknowledged and filed 
with the board of control. 


Section 16-25-14. Retirement of members; benefits generally. 


“(a) (1) Any member who withdraws from service upon or after attain- 
ment of age 60 may retire upon written application to the board of control 
setting forth at what time, not less than 30 days nor more than 90 days 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, he desires to be retired; 
provided, that any such member who became a member on or after October 1, 
1963, shall have completed 10 or more years of creditable service. 


“(2) Any member who has attained age 60 and has previously with- 
drawn from service may retire upon written application to the board of 
control setting forth at what time, not less than 30 days nor more than 90 
days subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, he desires to be retired; 
provided, that the said member shall have completed at the time for his 
withdrawal from service the requirements established by the board of control 
for eligibility for deferred benefits pursuant to section 16-25-3. 


“(3) Any teacher in service who has attained age 70 shall be retired or 
shall withdraw from service forthwith; provided, that with the approval of his 
employer he may remain in service until the end of the then current school 
year which shall be no later than June 30 following the date on which he 
attains age 70. 


“(4) Any person who is presently covered or is eligible to be covered 
under the employees’ retirement system of Alabama or the teachers’ retire- 
ment system of Alabama and who, prior to such coverage or eligibility for 
coverage, served as head of any Alabama county’s public library service 
department shall have credited to him or her one year of creditable service for 
each year pay into the retirement system the employee’s part of the cost or 
contribution based on the salary paid to such person during the time of his or 
her service in the above capacity, with such cost or contribution to be calcu- 
lated at the percent or rate in effect on October 1, 1973. 


‘“(5) Any member of the teachers’ retirement system of Alabama, who 
withdraws from service after the completion of at least 30 years of creditable 
service, may retire upon written application to the board of control of the 
teachers’ retirement system setting forth at what time, not less than 30 days 
nor more than 90 days subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, he 
desires to be retired, provided, that any such member who becomes a member 
on or after October 1, 1963 shall have completed 10 or more years of credit- 
able service. 


“(b) Upon retirement from service, a member shall receive a service 
retirement allowance which shall consist of: 


“(1) An annuity which shall be equal to the actuarial equivalent of his 
accumulated contributions at the time of his retirement. 
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“(2) A pension which shall be equal to the annuity allowable at the age 
of retirement, but not to exceed an annuity allowable at age 65 computed on 
the basis of contributions made prior to the attainment of age 65; and 


“(3) If he has a prior service certificate in full force and effect, an 
additional pension which shall be equal to the annuity which would have 
been provided at age of retirement, but not to exceed an annuity allowable at 
age 65 by twice the contributions which he would have made during the 
period of prior service with which he is credited had the system been in 
operation and had he contributed thereunder. In lieu of a determination of 
the actual compensation of the members that was received during such prior 
service, the board of control may use for the purposes of this chapter the 
compensation rates which, if they had progressed with the rates of salary 
increase shown in the tables as prescribed in subsection (0) of section 16- 
25-19, would have resulted in the same average salary of the member for the 
five years immediately preceding the date OF establishment as the records 
show the member actually received. 


“(c) The annual service retirement pension payable to a member retir- 
ing on or after October 1, 1975 shall not be less than an amount which when 
added to his annuity is equal to the greater of the following two amounts: 


“(1) Two and one-eightieth percent of the member’s average final com- 
pensation multiplied by the number of years of his creditable service; or 


“(2) Ifhe became a member before October 1, 1971, $72.00 multiplied by 
the number of years of his creditable services not in excess of 25 years. 


Notwithstanding, a member who retired prior to October 1, 1971, under 
service retirement shall receive $120.00 multiplied by the number of years of 
his creditable service not in excess of 25 years. 


“(d) Upon the application of a member in service or of his employer, any 
member who has had 10 or more years of creditable service may be retired by 
the board of control on a disability retirement allowance not less than 30 nor 
more than 90 days next following the date of filing such an application; 
provided, that the medical board, after a medical examination of such 
member, shall certify that such member is mentally or physically incapaci- 
tated for further performance of duty, that such incapacity is likely to be 
permanent and that such member should be retired. 

“(e) Upon retirement for disability, a member shall receive a service 
retirement allowance if he has attained age 60 or if any law or part of any law 
pertaining to retirement under the teachers’ retirement system of Alabama 
provides for service retirement after the completion of 30 years of creditable 
service and the member has completed 30 years of creditable service; other- 
wise, he shall receive a disability retirement allowance which shall consist of: 


“(1) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his accumu- 
lated contributions at the time of retirement; and 


“(2) A pension which shall be equal to the pension that would have been 
payable under subdivisions (2) and (3) of subsection (b) of this section upon 
service retirement at age 60 had the member continued in service to said age 
without change in compensation, reduced by one fourth of one percent for 
each month by which his date of retirement precedes his sixtieth birthday toa 
maximum reduction of 25 percent. 


The annual disability retirement pension shall not be less than an 
amount which when added to his annuity is equal to the greater of the 
following amounts: 
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“a. Two and one-eightieth percent of the member’s average final com- 
pensation multiplied by the number of years of creditable service reduced by 
one fourth of one percent for each month by which his date of retirement 
precedes his sixtieth birthday to a maximum reduction of 25 percent; 


“b. If he became a member before October 1, 1971, $54.00 multiplied by 
the number of years of his creditable service not in excess of 25 years; or 


“c. If any law or part of any law pertaining to retirement under the 
teachers’ retirement system of Alabama provides for service retirement after 
the completion of 30 years of creditable service, two and one-eightieth per- 
cent of the member’s average final compensation multiplied by the number of 
years of creditable service reduced by one fourth of one percent for each 
month less than 30 years of creditable service up to a maximum of 25 percent. 


Notwithstanding, a member who retired prior to October 1, 1971, for 
disability shall receive $90.00 multiplied by the number of years of his 
creditable service not in excess of 25 years. 


“(f) (1) Once each year during the first five years following the retire- 
ment of a member on disability retirement allowance and once in every 
three-year period thereafter, the board of control may and upon his applica- 
tion shall require any disability beneficiary who has not yet attained age 60 
to undergo a medical examination, such examination to be made at the place 
of residence of such beneficiary or other place mutually agreed upon by a 
physician of or designated by the medical board. Should any isability 
beneficiary who has not yet attained age 60 refuse to submit to such medical 
examination, his pension may be discontinued until his withdrawal of such 
refusal, and should his refusal continue for one year, all his rights in and to 
his pension may be revoked by the board of control. 


‘“(2) Should the medical board report and certify to the board of control 
that a disability beneficiary is engaged in or is able to engage in a gainful 
occupation paying more than the difference between his retirement allow- 
ance and his average final compensation and should the board of control 
concur in such report, then the amount of his pension shall be reduced to an 
amount which, together with his annuity and the amount earnable by him, 
shall equal the amount of his average final compensation. Should his earning 
capacity be later changed, the amount of his pension may be further modified; 
provided, that the new pension shall not exceed the amount of the pension 
originally granted nor an amount which, when added to the amount earnable 
by the beneficiary together with his annuity, equals the amount of his 
average final compensation. 


“(g) (1) Should a member cease to be a teacher, except by death or by 
retirement under the provisions of this chapter, the contributions standing to 
the credit of his individual account in the annuity savings fund shall be paid 
to him upon demand, and in addition to such payment there shal] be paid five 
tenths of the interest accumulations standing to the credit of his individual 
account if he shall have not less than three but less than 16 years of member- 
ship service, six tenths of such interest accumulations if he shall have not less 
than 16 but less than 21 years of membership service, seven tenths of such 
interest accumulations if he shall have not less than 21 but less than 26 years 
of membership service and eight tenths of such interest accumulations if he 
shall have not less than 26 years of membership service. 


“(2) In case of the death of a member eligible for service retirement 
pursuant to subsection (a) of this section, an allowance shall be paid to the 
surviving spouse in an amount that would have been payable if the member 
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had retired immediately prior to his death and had elected option 3, as set 
forth in subsection (h) of this section. 


“(8) In case of the death of a member not eligible for service retirement 
after completion of 25 years of creditable service, an allowance shall be paid 
to the surviving spouse in an amount that would have been payable if the 
member had retired for disability immediately prior to his death and had 
elected option 3, as set forth in subsection (h) of this section or, if the 
surviving spouse desires, he may choose to receive the accumulated contri- 
butions of the member in lieu of the allowance provided under option 3, plus 
an amount equal to the accumulated contributions of the member not to 
exceed $5,000.00 


“(4) Upon the death of a member on account of whom no survivor 
allowance is payable under subdivision (2) or (3) of this subsection, the 
accumulated contributions of the member plus an amount equal to the 
accumulated contributions not to exceed $5,000.00 shall be paid to his estate 
or to such person as he shall have nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the board of control. 


“(h) With the provision that no election of an option shall be effective 
until the end of the month following the effective date of retirement and that 
should a beneficiary die before his first benefit payment is due at the end of 
the month following the effective date of retirement he shall be considered as 
an active member at the time of death, any member may elect prior to 
retirement to receive, in lieu of his retirement allowance payable throughout 
life, the actuarial equivalent at the time of his retirement allowance in a 
peaices retirement allowance payable throughout life with the provision 
that: 


“(1) OPTION 1. —Ifhe dies before he has received in annuity payments 
the present value of his annuity as it was at the time of his retirement, the 
balance shall be paid to his legal representative or to such person as he shall 
ie ganas by written designation duly acknowledged and filed with the board 
of control; 


“(2) OPTION 2. —Upon his death, his reduced retirement allowance 
shall be continued throughout the life of and paid to such person as he shall 
nominate by written designation duly acknowledged and filed with the buard 
of control at the time of his retirement; 


“(3) OPTION 3. —Upon his death, one half of his reduced retirement 
allowance shall be continued throughout the life of and paid to such person as 
he shall nominate by written designation duly acknowledged and filed with 
the board of control at the time of his retirement; or 


“(4) OPTION 4. —Some other benefit or benefits shall be paid either to 
the member or to such person or persons as he shall nominate; provided, that 
such other benefit or benefits, together with the reduced retirement allow- 
ance, shall be certified by the actuary to be of equivalent actuarial value to 
his retirement allowance and shall be approved by the board of control. 


“(i) (1) Should any beneficiary be restored to active service from service 
retirement or from disability retirement on or after attainment of age 50, his 
retirement allowance shall be suspended until he again withdraws from 
service and, he shall not again become a member, nor shall he make contri- 
butions; except, that should such beneficiary who has been restored to active 
service continue in service for a period of five two or more years from the date 
of his reentry into active service, he may request the board of control to allow 
him to again become a member of the retirement system. The board of control 
may grant the request for restoration to membership; provided, that such 
beneficiary whose retirement allowance has been suspended shall repay 
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to the system all moneys received by him as benefits during any period 
subsequent to the date of his reentry into active service; provided further, 
that he shall make a contribution equal to the amount he would have 
contributed had he been a member during the period of his restoration to 
active service on a suspended allowance basis, together with the interest 
which would have been credited to the contributions on account of such period 
of restoration up to the date such contribution is made. 


“(2) Should any beneficiary on disability retirement be restored to ac- 
tive service before reaching age 50, he shall again become a member of the 
retirement system and shall make contributions. 


“(j) (1) All retirement allowance payments due on or after October 1, 
1975 to members who retired prior to October 1, 1975 shall be redetermined 
as if the provisions of subsections (b) and (e) of this section which became 
effective on said date were in effect at the time the member retired, provided, 
that the annual retirement allowance of any member who retired on or before 
January 1, 1956 shall be not less than $132.00 mulitiplied by the number of 
years of his creditable service not in excess of 30 years in the case of service 
retirement of $99.00 multiplied by the number of years of creditable service 
not in excess of 30 years in the case of disability retirements. Any increase 
provided in the retirement allowance payment under this subsection for a 
member who retired under the provisions of any optional benefit elected 
pursuant to subsection (h) of this section shall accrue only to the retired 
member, and no person designated to receive any payments after the death of 
a retired member under the provisions of any such optional benefit shall 
receive any increase in such payments under this subsection. 


“(2) Any person who served at least 30 years as a teacher in the public 
schools of Alabama and was never a member of the system and who, prior to 
October 1, 1963, was in receipt of a benefit for old age assistance pursuant to 
subsections (1) and (2) of section 1 of Act 116, approved August 24, 1959, shall 
be entitled to receive an annual retirement allowance of $3,960.00 from the 
system, effective as of October 1, 1973. 


“(3) Prior to October 31, 1975 any beneficiary may elect to leave on 
deposit with the system all or a specified part of any increase in his monthly 
retirement allowance payments arising in accordance with subdivision (1) or 
(2) of this subsection. The portion of each monthly payment left in the system 
in accordance with such election shall be credited together with regular 
interest thereon, to the individual account of such beneficiary. Upon the 
death of such beneficiary, the total amount standing to his credit, including 
regular interest to the date of death, shall be paid in a lump sum to his legal 
representative or to such person as he shall have nominated by written 
designation duly acknowledged and filed with the board of control.” 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approvel by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.
